the aldermen vote to seize it under 

( ERTAIN CONDITIONS. 

The city father* have decided to seize the 
bank lot providing they can get it for 
<25,000. Both branches met in special 
session Wednesday evening and passed an 
order granting a hearing for Friday even¬ 
ing of next week. 

Shortly before 8 o’clock Mayor Cobh 
called tlie meeting to order with all mem¬ 
bers present. In the chamber were 
several coancilm en. City Solicitor .Slocum 
and other city officials who were interested 
or likely to be called upon for informa¬ 
tion. 

Mayor Cobb, after calling the meeting 
to order, announced for what purpose the 
board had met that evening. It was to 
consider the advisabilty of seizing the 
hank property. 

Alderman White said he was anxious to 
hear the report of the committee appointed 
at the special meeting Tuesday afternoon. 

Alderman Downs, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee. said it had met the evening before 
and called on some of the prominent citi¬ 
zens and consulted other gentlemen who 
were interested, and the unanimous 
opinion was that the land be seized under 
the betterment act. 

Alderman White said he thought that 
the committee was hardly appointed to 
take what action they had. He thought 
they were going to see the residents of 
Wards 1 and 7 and see what amount over 
$25,000 they would be willing to sub¬ 
scribe. 

Alderman Downs said that the land 
would have to be paid for at market 
value. We cannot pay for anything else. 
We pay only for what we actually re¬ 
ceive. 

Alderman Tolman said that Mr. Taylor 
was willing to subscribe what was right 
and just. He had talked with Mr. Taylor 
and that gentleman thought the land could 
he taken under the betterment act. His 
property, he had told the alderman, would 
he improved and he was willing to stand 
the expense. The betterment act would 
prevent, thought Mr. Taylor, those direct¬ 
ly benefitted from “sneaking out” of it. He 
thought it a decided improvement. 

Alderman Downs thought the plan that 
was pursued by the committee was the 
most practical The members of it did not 
feel’ called upon to make a canvass of the 
wards to see what money could be raised. 
The plan they had adopted was best. 

At this point it was moved that the re¬ 
port of the committee be accepted, and 
Alderman White said that he didn't see 
why the report should be accepted when 
the committee had rot done all that it was 
appointed to do. He hoped that the city 
would not do anything that would prove a 
hardship to the bank people or the widows 
anti orphans who were directly interested. 
He thought it an effort to saddle the affair 
on the city. If such action as the one pro- 

f osed was taken the city would be 
iable. 

Alderman Tolman said that Mr. Tavlor 
w as a man who had done more building 
than any man around here, and that be 
had said that the largest possible cost for 
the bank building material would be $.vmp. 
Those were tlie figures of an expert and a 
boss carpenter. 

City Solicitor Slocum was called upon 
and said that the city would only be 1' .ble 
for what was actually taken.' To de¬ 
termine the value of the laud the case 
might be taken before a jury. It was a 
common way when land was seized and the 
case taken before a jury for the parties that 
owned the land to show by a plan what 
buildings might have been erected. This 
would be merely a piece of evidence. The 
city would simply pay for what it had 
taken. 

Alderman Tolman asked if a recent sale 
in that locality would have any effect '.’ 

Mr. Slocum, ”It might be a piece of 
evidence." 

The city solicitor was asked regarding 
tlie stone and other materials which are 
being rapidly deposited in the proposed 
foundation, if they would affect the citv’s 
liability. He answered that they would 
not unless they were a part of the realitv. 

Alderman Tolman iu reply to a question 
of another member of tlie board said that 
he hail talked with Mr. French, who had 
saitl that he couldn’t see what improve¬ 
ment he would receive. The Cole heir* 
and Mr. Sumner he was unable to see. 

Alderman Green tusked if the land could 
uot be taken under the special act and Mr. 
Slocum informed him that it could not 
be. 

Alderman Green asked what would be 
the highest possible expense if the bank 
should fight the city. 

Alderman Tobiian said that Mr. Travis 
said the amount would not exceed $3,oon. 

The question of accepting the report of 
the special committee was thought to l*e 
out of the province of the board and an 
order w as introduced by Alderman Dow us. 
providing for the seizing of the laud of 
the National Bank and the Savings Bauk, 
for highway purposes, and granting a hear¬ 
ing for Oct. 0 , at 7.4.'>. 

This order was referred to the highway 
committee. 

Alderumn Green moved a recess *o that 
the highway committee might consider it 
and report- 

After a rece» of over on hour the high¬ 
way committee returned and tlie chairman, 
Alderman Green, said that the committee 
repotted iu favor of the passage of tlie 
order and that the opinion was unanimous 
that the city expend only $ 23 ,im. if any 
persons were willing to subscribe auy- 
thiug above that amount tlie action of the 
board would be affected by it. The report 
was accepted. 

When the question of the passage of the 
order was presented Alderman Degeu 
thought that tlie question could be con¬ 
sidered as well at that meeting as a w eek 
later. 

Alderman Green explained that it was a 
legal hearing and merely a matter of 
form. 

Alderman Degen thought that there was 
uo need of tin* second hearing a* the re¬ 
mark* would be a repetition of what was 
said Monday evening, lie thought the 
board was able to consider the mutter 
now. 

The question of tlie citueus standing by 
tlie city in case of a law suit was suggested 
and Alder man Green told of a parallel case

THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 


SHORT SPEC I Al. SESSION KOI.I.OWKD BY 
A JOINT HEARING ON Till. TAKING OF 
THE RANK PROPERTY—CITY RAM. 
CROWDED HY THOSE WHO FAVOR THE 
SCHEME—THE RANK PEOPLE'S SIDE. 


Mayor Cobb presided at the special 
meeting of the board of Aldermen Mon¬ 
day evening, and all the members were 
present. The principal business of the 
evening was a hearing on the petition of 
II. E. Hibbard and others for the taking of 
the bank property at Newton for a public 
square, and more than 300 representative 
citizens of Wards One and Seven appeared 
to further the petition. 

The board assembled at eight A hearing 
was at once opened on the petition of the 
Newton & Watertown gas company for 
pole and wire location on Forest avenue. 
No one appeared and the hearing was 
closed. A petition of L. A. Kimberley 
and others for a street light on Perkins 
street was referred to the street light com¬ 
mittee, ami a hearing was ordered for Oct. 
19 on the petition of the Newton & Water- 
town gas light company for permission to 
attach wires to poles of the Commonwealth 
avenue street railway company on the 
boulevard. 

Petitions for concrete sidewalks on Ham¬ 
mond and Lincoln streets were received, 
and were referred to the highway commit¬ 




tee. 

On motion of Alderman White, Walter 
Chesley was granted permission to move 
three small buildings from Weld street 
through Eliot, Chestnut and Oak streets. 
J. W. Lindsey and others were referred to 
the street light committee on petition for 
gas light on Balkarres road. On motion of 
Alderman Downs permission was granted 
various campaign drum corps to parade 
through the streets. 

Alderman Allen presented a petition of 
E. L. Clarke and others for sewer on High¬ 
land avenue, which was referred to the 
proper committee. 

Alderman Degen for the finance commit¬ 
tee presented a report on the petition of 
the highway, sewer and water department 
laborers for an increase of wages to $2 per 
day. The report stated that in the opinion 
of the committee it was inexpedient to 
grant the increase at the present time on 
account of the unsettled condition of the 
labor market. It further called attention 
to the fact that many old men were em¬ 
ployed on city departments, who were in¬ 
capable of performing a full day’s work. 
Newton had employed only its own citizens 
and had given them steady employment in 
its improvements at wages, which were in 
advance <>f those paid in many cities. For 
these reasons the committee recommended 
that the petitioners be given leave to with¬ 
draw. The report was accepted. 

Petitions for concrete sidew alks on Gibbs 
and Exeter streets were received and re¬ 
ferred to the highway committee. The 
same committee reported favorably on peti¬ 
tions for sidewalks and sidewalk improve¬ 
ments on Highland avenue, Cherry, Jeffer¬ 
son and Park streets. 

An order was presented by Alderman 
Degen and adopted, authorizing the water 
board to construct mains in Dudley and 
Beacon streets, and Commonwealth avenue 
at a cost of $4067. An order was adopted 
appropriating $152,900 for the department 
expenses of the city dnring the month of 
October. The order passed Sept. 21, giv¬ 
ing the Newton & Watertown gas company 
a location on Devon road, Ward 0, was re¬ 
scinded on motion of Alderman Greene. 

At *.:!0 the board went into joint conven¬ 
tion in the council chamber for the hear¬ 
ing. Mayor Cobb presided. 

The hearing was one of the liveliest hold 
at City Hall this year and towards 
the close the remarks of the opposing 
counsel became decidedly personal. 

Hon. Thomas B. Fitzpatrick of West 
Newton was the first speaker. He spoke 
in part as follows: “it has been a source 
of regret to me that there has been any 
possibility of any building being erected in 
this square. There is no more conspicu¬ 
ous place in the city. If the square were 
larger there might be some excuse for the 
erection of this building, but small as it is, 
and surrounded by high buildings the 
streets will become little more than narrow 
passage ways. This building will be a de¬ 
triment to adjacent property, and to all 
that on Washington street. Its erection is 
opposed to our new policy of wide streets 

and boulevards. This is the opening into 
our city, by which it is to he judged by the 
stranger. It will be anything but wise to 
allow the erection of this building, which 
will prevent the completion of the great 
improvement, which you have begun on 
Washington street. It will be a still great¬ 
er source of regret twenty years from now. 
Taxes are high, blit we are getting a mag¬ 
nificent return for them. No city in the 
Commonwealth gives more, and we cannot 
afford to let the question of expense stand 
in our way.” 

Mr. W. C. Bates followed. He said, 
when you made an 85 foot avenue you 
narrowed it at its most important point to 
00 feet. You propose to pour all the travel 
through this narrow opening. This is 
against the course of nature, and you can’t 
afford to do it. You say you can not afford 
to spend so much at this time. You can 
afford it better than you can twenty yeurs 
from now. Do not let the opportunity slip 
by. Your street as now laid out will he 
too narrow for business, and will be dan¬ 
gerous with two tracks and the immense 
stream of traffic which will flow through 
it. Mr. Bichardson’s original plan was for 
a public park at this spot, and, I believe, it 
should be carried out. 

lion. Gorham I). Gilman said: “It 
seems to me that every one, who passes 
through that street, must see the absolute 
necessity of so widening it as to make 
room for foot passengers, wagons, and 
cars. The city council has already taken 
some of tlie bunk laud, and wliat is left 
should be incorporated in the street. This 
is not a personal affair with any of us. 
We live for the most part on the south 
side of the village, ami are seldom called 
into the square. This improvement is not 
tor our wards alone, but for the entire oity. 

“It will not be 4*iig before there are 
four street car lines converging in the 
square. Then the necessity for a broad 
squure will be more apparent. We ask 
tlmt this laud be made a part of the street, 
not tiiat it be made a public park. The 
improvement of Washington street lias 
done more for Wards Two, Throe, and 
Four thun for us, uud should not be count¬ 
ed against us. 

“Ward Two’s square was widened in 
muking tlie Washington street improve¬ 
ment. Tlie bunk property is so small tiiat 
its cost cannot be very great. The bank 
can find another equally central locution, 
and its business need not lie interfered 
with in tlie least. This improvement will 
be for the benefit of the whole city, and 
can be accomplished at comparatively 
siiiull expense. Tlie cost can be put into a 
40 year bond.” 

h. .J. H. Estabrook thought there was no 
need of arguing the question. The need of 
making tlie bunk property into a square 
was evident. A park could not be made of 
it. it was needed simply for business pur¬ 
poses, ami must lie used as a it 

was senseless to spend tiiat aiuouut of 
money, which Washington street hud 
culled for, uiul then spoil the whole im¬ 
provement. 

George L. Travis stuted tiiat he hod no 
personal interest in the matter. The luud 
was wauled, in no sense for a park, Inn as 
a public necessity, an addition to the 
street room available for business pur¬ 
poses. The lot originally contained F.ino 
feet, uud tlie city hud taken 24oo. leaving 
5mo square feet, ft was propo^ to have 


Washington street, S5 feet wide above, 
only no feet wide at this most important 
point. It was proposed to have the main 
thoroughfare of the city end against the 
projected bank building. There was no 
necessity of arguing on these points. 1 hey 
were sufficient in themselves. Tlie city 
would only be obliged to pay for the small 
tract of .vio feet, and the outlay would be 
returned by the increase in adjacent prop¬ 
erty valuation. The question was one, 
which would never be settled until it was 
settled right, and it could be settled with 
the most economy at the present time. 

F. M. Dutch of West Newton regarded , 
the street at la* feet as dangerous, and con- 
sidered tlie plan proposed by the citizens 
of Ward Seven a wise one. W.E. Sheldon, | 
Prof. Warren, and Walter Lawson also , 
favored the plan. 

Harry W. Mason appeared in behalf of 
tlie Newton Savings bank, and stated tiiat 
he had been instructed to present facts, 
not to oppose the taking of the land by tlie 
city. 

The hank site, he said, was selected two 
generations ago as the one best fitted for 
a banking business, it was doubtful, if in 
the country today, there was another hank 
so well and safely situated. 

Tlie bank officials had used every en¬ 
deavor to find out what the city proposed 
to do, and were told by members of tlie 
city council that the city could not and 
would not under any consideration pur¬ 
chase tlie property. 

We have gone ahead under these condi¬ 
tions. and feel that tlie city must pay us 
what we will have to pay out. There will 
he a heavy loss on tlie building materials, 
which have been prepared especially for 
this building. It will cost the bank about 
$30,000 to give up its contracts. The city 
cannot in honor do less than relieve the 
hank of this burden. 

Mr. Mason read a letter from B. W. Pres¬ 
ton describing tlie bank property as partic¬ 
ularly valuable for banking purposes. In 
conclusion Mr. Mason stated that the bank 
would expect to be compensated for the 
loss of location. The total cost of taking 
the land, he said, would not fall short of 
$(>5,000. 

Alderman Tolmiui—“Whom did you ap¬ 
proach in regard to tlie purchase of this 
property by the city ? 

Mr. Mason—I did not say I approached 
anyone. I talked with his honor, the 
mayor. 

Pres. Wing—I never heard anything 
ubout this proposed purchase. 

Mayor Cobb—I had a talk incidental to 
other business with Mr. Mason the other 
day, in whicli the bank was mentioned. It 
was after the building was moved, and 
when the plans for tlie new structure were 
all planned. I told Mr. Hyde and Mr. 
Mason that in my opinion the city council 
would hesitate at so large au expenditure 
as would be required for the purchase of 
the building. I cannot conceive how this 
statement of my opinion could be construed 
into an official utterance. 

William F. Bacon appeared in behalf of 
the national bank. The property, lie 
said, could not be secured for less than 
$65,000. Not only this, hut the city would 
lose $100,000 worth of taxable property. 

He did not feel that there was any pub¬ 
lic necessity for tlie proposed seizure, and 
protested, not only in behalf of tlie nation¬ 
al bank, but for a number of large tax- 

S ayers, against such extravagance. Tlie 
ank building would be an ornament to tlie 
city. Washington street would never 
again be so crowded as in the past. Tlie 
onening of Richardson street and Centre 
place would divert traffic from the street, 
and on either side of the bank building 
there would be but one street car track. 

Mr. E. II. Mason said that when tlie 
playground was laid out in Newton Centre, 
the people contributed more than half the 
sum needed. When tlie boulevard was 
laid out the people on the south side of the 
city contributed land and money. They 
did not do this when the boulevard ran 
through the north side. The city council 
should remember these facts when con¬ 
sidering this proposition, and should be 
careful about entering into any new and 
needless expense. 

W. F. Harbacli also objected to so large 
an expenditure vehen the city’s finances 
were in such an exhausted condition. 

John Ward suggested that Newton 
people should pay for tlie park as Newton 
Centre people had paid for the boulevard. 
He considered such an expenditure un¬ 
warrantable at the present time. 

Mr. Travis replied for tlie petitioners. 
There was no comparison, he said, between 
tlie cases mentioned. When the people of 
Newton asked for a playground they 
would admit tiiat public necessity did not 
enter into tlie case. When they asked tlie 
city to develop undeveloped land for them, 
as in the case of tlie boulevard, they would 
not claim that public necessity entered into 
the case. He did not believe the city coun¬ 
cil had ever given the bunk people any as¬ 
surances, and, if they had not, the entire 
case made by Mr. Mason was a failure. 

In regular session of tlie board, orders 
were adopted, appropriating $3000 for tlie 
payment of land damages on account of tlie 
construction of Jackson road, and $5000 
for tlie construction of a culvert and drain 
in the cold spring swamp district. 

At 11 the board went into executive ses-

THH COMING ELECTION. 


TIIE VIEW THAT THE COMMON MAN TAKES 
OF IT. 


fSpringfield Republican.) 

If any one can tell how the average man 
of this sort looks at the present contest, he 
can pretty well forecast who Is going to bo 
the next president. \Ve venture our guess. 
We guess that this typical citizen Is satis¬ 
fied that the currency question is a very 
complicated one, tlmt most of the wise 
folks don’t know half as much as they pre¬ 
tend to, and that he himself very soon gets 
out of his depth when lie studies it. But 
he inclines—ns we judge—to two or three 
pretty confident beliefs. 

First, and surest, he believes—yes, he 
knows,—that the bitter language and pas¬ 
sionate anger on both sides goes far be¬ 
yond wlmt tlie two parties deserve. He 
knows that the Bryan men as a mass are 
not an arcliistsor knaves or fools. IIo knows 
that tlie McKinley party does not stand 
for oppression and extortion nor desire to 
grind tlie face of tlie poor. He respects tlie 
two candidates—we beg pardon, the three 
candidates—and believes tlie honest citi¬ 
zenship of tiie country is pretty well divid¬ 
ed between tlie parties. And whether 
McKinley or Bryan is elected, he expects 
tiiat business will go on, and school will 
keep, and pious folks will go to meeting, 
and tlie boys will play ball, and the sun 
will shine when the clouds do not hide it, 
and the world will not be very different in 
1897 from what it is ill ISIHL 

As to tlie essential merits of the Ques¬ 
tion, tlie typical citizen—as we read him— 
is coming to tie principally to two convic¬ 
tions. First, in the opposing interests of 
flic debtor and creditor, it seems to him 
tiiat free silver would turn the scale un¬ 
fairly. In the great majority of cases tlie 
creditor would get back a smaller dollar 
than he lent. And there is one, the biggest 
debtor of all. of whom the typical citizen 
feels himself very closely a part, and that 
Is Uncle Sam. The old gentleman has out 
promises to pay to the tune of a good many 
hundred millions. Is he going to plead the 
baby or the bankrupt act and pay back 
small dollars where he borrowed big ones? 
Not if his children know themselves—and 
they think they do. After all arguments 
are heard, and crediting the mass of the 
free silver party with belief in their own 
logic, the typical citizen comes back to the 
conviction that free silver practically leads 
to a partial repudiation of public and pri¬ 
vate debts. That is enough to condemn it. 

The other conviction is this, that the pro¬ 
posed change is certain to result In the 
first instance in a great commercial panic 
and general financial distress,—this is 
practically admitted on all hands,—while 
as to its more distant results there is the 
widest diversity of opinion. The immedi¬ 
ate damage is sure, the ultimate gain at tlie 
best is problematical. 

Our typical citizen then—If our guess Is 
right—is convinced, or is becoming so, that 
free silver involves practically a large repu¬ 
diation of debts, and that it threatens 
grave immediate injury to tlie community, 
with great uncertainty as to future bene¬ 
fit. So on both moral and prudential 
grounds we think he will oppose free 
silver; and as that Issue has overshadowed 
all others, he will vote for McKinley—and 
elect him.

The Newton Hospital. 

The quarterly meeting of the trustees of 
the Newton Hospital was held at the 
Nurses’ Home on the 28tli. Fifteen were 
present. Reports were made by the treas¬ 
urer, the executive committee, the finance 
committee, tlie managers of the nurses' 
training school, and other branches of the 
work. 

The treasurer’s report showed tliut all 
bills had been paid to date and that there 
was a balance on hand. This balance, 
however, being needed as a contingent 
fund, there would be a call for generous 
offerings on Hospital Sunday the coining 
November. 

The executive committee reported that 
the duily average number of patients in the 
Hospital in June was 44, in July 32, in 
August 30. The admissions in June were 
53, in July 45, in August 42, or 140 in three 
mouths. Tiie earnings of the nurses uud 
the receipts from private patients amount¬ 
ed to nearly $2600. The expenses aggregat¬ 
ed almost $6000 for the quarter. 

Thu most recent gift to the Hospital is 
the X rays instrument which is being pre¬ 
pared by Mr. Stanley of Ward 7, and will 
be a very valuable help in the surgical de¬ 
partment. 

The Hospital is in a flourishing condition 
but needs steady help to keep it going. 
Just now tlie special inquiry is for some 
generous citizen who will build one of the 
two surgical wards. An offer has been 
made of one ward, but the two have to go 
up together. 

As soon us some one can be found to 
supplement the first gift the new surgical 
department will bo begun. 

An offer of a children's ward bus been 
made, but awaits action upon the surgical 
ward. All additions to the main part in 
the future ureto be of pi rmaiicnt materials. 
Portraits of former matrons have been 
placed on the walls of the parlor of the 
Nurses’ Home: Miss Pray, Miss Peters 
und Miss Palmer. 

As was said by one of the trustees iu re¬ 
ferring to the matrons of the Hospital: 
“Tills institution has been remurKubly 
blessed iu having at its head four such 
women in succession. Rare in their quali¬ 
ties, devoted to their duties and eminently 
successful iu their work. We can point 
with honest pride to these portraits on the 
wall and to the present occupant of tlie 
office.”

THE NORSEMEN ON CHARLES RIVER. 


A PAPER HEAD BEFORE TIIE WA'IKIf 
TOWN HISTORICAL SOCIETY HKI'TKMIIEH 
10tB t 1HJHJ, 1|V JESSE FKWKK8. 

Did the Northmen visit Chnrles river in 
the eleventh century? 

The question of the explorntinn nnd oc- 
cupanoy of the shores of New Kngland l»y 
tlie Norse in the eleventh and tiio tweiftli 
centuries comes under the domain of 
the science of aruhatilogy. The story 
has, I think, established itself in the 
annals of our country as historical truth, 
it only remains for that sister of authentic 
history, archaeology, to substantiate the 
facts brought to light by the elder of these 
Interesting sciences. 

The efforts of the late Professor Eben N. 
Horsford to locate upon the shores of 
Charles river, archaeological evidence of 
the historical truth of the narratives of the 
>Sagus is a credit to the man who has spent 
so much time and money in the pursuit of 
this undertaking. 

We honor him for his zeal and persever¬ 
ance in an object upon which he has de¬ 
voted such extensive thought and study. 

Especially has his efforts brought to the 
front some much neglected and highly in¬ 
teresting items of our early colonial his¬ 
tory. It lias inspired a desire to seek and 
obtain the true solution of the problem of 
the origin of the ancient works to which he 
has called attention. By his research and 
announcements we are put into the dilem¬ 
ma. 

We must either give his Norumbcgian 
theories unqualified endorsement or admit 
and allow a much greater importance to 
that neglected and wilfully ignored period 
of the history of the early efforts to colon¬ 
ize New England, made by the North Vir¬ 
ginia company, during the first three 
decades of tiie seventeenth century. 

We have been too prone to believe that 
all of our New England history which is 
worthy of respect emanates from the 
records of the nonconformist or Puritan 
church, we therefore lay the first courses 
of the stone of our historical structure in 
the settlement of the Pilgrims at Plymouth 
in 1620, and tiie arrival of the Puritans at 
•Salem in 1028, ignoring almost entirely that 
important part of the temple, its founda¬ 
tion stones, laid deep in tiie soil and upon 
the granite surface of New England’s 
shores. Some of these foundation stones 
of New England’s historic temple were 
transported and laboriously laid in an ever 
hardening concrete of facts by those old 
Episcopal planters who were here under 
grants from the company at Plymouth, 
England, several years before the exodus 
of the nonconformists from the old home 
shores of England. 

In our local history there is almost a 
blank hiatus during tiie first two decades 
of the seventeenth century, and we are 
disposed to forget or to ignore the events 
of the third decade of that century, except 
those that relate to the lauding and life of 
the Puritan Fathers. 

Our local history practically starts from 
the Pilgrims at Plymouth and the Puritans 
at .Salem. 

We have little written history worth re- 
snect outside the records of tiie Puritan 
church; especially is this true of our good 
town of Watertown. We .have even in our 
zeal in the interest of the nonconformist 
cut out and lost the first four and nearly 
the entire first eight years of our town 
records, after the arrival of Sir Richard 
Saltonstall in 1630, at the east part of the 
town. A'e have lost and forgotten the 
records of our town from loan to 10 : 14 , and 
from Nov. 28,1043 to Nov. 1 , 1047. If these 
lost records could be found we should 
probably know a great many things about 
the first years of the life of our good town, 
which now are consigned to blank oblivion, 
and should be able to put the birth time of 
our town back to 1625, as it undoubtedly 
should be. 

We have a great many evidences of a 
pre-Puritan occupation of the lands of New¬ 
ton, Watertown and Waltham, which have 
been brought to notice by Prof. Eben 
Horsford, and have been blind to their 
significance. The maps issued by him hav¬ 
ing these locations of pre-Puritan works 
marked upon them, have lead many of us 
who have long known, and often noticed 
these localities, to investigate and study 
their probable origin. First finding little 
account of them In our local history, we 
have turned our attention to English 
sources of information. There is 110 need 
to go backward to the Sagas of tin* North¬ 
men fora satisfactory solution of this im¬ 
portant question. 

In the narratives of the various voyages 
undertaken by the North Virginia company 
while under the management of Sir Ferdi- 
nando Gorges from 1660 to 1628, beginning 
with that of .John Briereton, who was with 
Grosnold in 1602 under the charter from 
.Tames 1st to Humphrey Gilbert in 1587 and 
going through with the narratives of the 
voyages of Sir John Gilbert with Sir John 
Popham, 16 »7; the narration of the voyages 
of Captains Weymouth, Smith, liardy. 
Hurley, Hunt, Cooper, Pring, Mason, Der¬ 
nier, Leavitt and many others, who were 
interested in the New England explorations 
and colonization during the administration 
we can find .sufficient evidence to substan¬ 
tiate the fact that there were many settle¬ 
ments made upon the coast, some of which 
are extunt today. 

Capt. John Smith says that in 1614 there 
were twenty-five separate settlements. We 
also find that under the Gorges'administra¬ 
tion there was a grant made to Sir William 
Briereton, and that John Oldham and John 
Masters, with ten families and an Episco¬ 
pal minister with all the appurtenances to 
form a colony, was despatched in 1623 and 
that a location was mode upon the shores 
of Charles river as early as 1625, and a 
station for the trade in furs with the 
Indians, was establlsded and that John 
Oldham was appointed Indian agent in 
that year. He was allotted live hundred 
acres for his ten families in tiie allotment 
in 1624, and he selected a location seven 
miles uu Charles river from the bay which 
was what is now Boston harbor; this 
would bring him precisely at Watertown 
and Waltham, where we find him located 
upon our early maps. There is no account 
of his arrival at Watertown in the records, 
because he was here before the Puritans 
came in 1630; this must be so because 
Cruddoc in 1628, orders Endicot totuke pos¬ 
session of bis claim. 

He was the leading man in the urt'airs of 
Watertown until 1634, when the law was 
passed disfranchising ull who were not 
members of tin* Puritan church,and accept¬ 
able to the ministers thereof. Then came 
the exodus of tin* Episcopal families, who 
migrated to the Connecticut river and 
made there a new settlement, which they 
called New Watertown, and oidliani was 
killed by the Indians in getting there in 
his shallop in 1626. and this is the reason 
we have no records of the first decade of 
the life of our good town of Watertown 
and also this is why we have evidences of 
a pre-Puritan settlement in the vicinity of 
Newton, Waltham und Watertown. It the 
location of the homes of the ten families 
who migrated to the Connecticut river in 
16:15 could be traced out in Watertown and 
Newton, they would ho found to coincide 
with many nl the locutions marked as 
works of tiie Northmen upon the map 
issued by our late Brother Horsford. 

The location selected by tiie North Vir¬ 
ginia company forun Indian trading center 
was situated at a point of conveiiieiioe for 
the trade of a people w ho depended upon 
inland navigation In tiie light tlotilla of the 
age in which they lived the hark oatioe 
i>[ the Indians, servlcuble mostly mi the 
rivers, hikes, ponds and inland bays with 
which the country of New Engluud 
abounds. 

The great highway of Indian travel in 
New England was via Lake Winuepesuu- 
kee, the Merrimuo to the Concord or Mos- 
ketuqmit rivers, then by u short portage to 


the Charles and again to the Blackstone 
rivers, which brought them Into contact 
with the Narragansett on the bay of that 
name, and also with the Massachusetts 
tribes on the Charles river mid Its bay. 

Upon the Charles river there was already 
built an Indian stockade fort which was 
taken possession of by the Indian agents 
as it had been abandoned by the Indians 
on account of its being the burial place of 
Nunnapasshemit, the great sachem of the 
Massachusetts nation. 

A full description of tills Indian fort 
which was afterwards occupied by the 
Indian agency of the Gorges administra¬ 
tion may lie found in Young's Chronicles of 
the Pilgrims, in the account of Winslow’s 
visit to the Massachusetts Indians to get a 
treaty with the squaw sachem wife of 
Nannapashemit's in August, 1621. The 
council place of the Massachusetts Indians 
was at an arrow shaped hill, situated upon 
the shores of Charles river near Dedham. 

Edward Winslow on this occasion went 
in the shallop seven leagues up the coast to 
Nantoscott, then to tiie bottom of the bay 
at Shnwmutt, then to the opposite side of 
the bay to Neponsett, then three miles up 
into the country to an Indian's house and 
fields, which would be near Dedham, then 
one mile to the late residence of the .Sachem 
Nannanashemet, which we know by other 
nutli' rlties to bo at the arrow shaped bend 
of the Charles river. Winslow’s party 
then continued on, following the retreating 
Indian queen to an Indian stockade fort, 
which I 10 describes, “one way to which 
»vas by a bridge.” Here her husband Nan- 
nupashemett being dead, lay buried; this 
was at the fortification afterwards utilized 
by the Indian agency of Oldham and Mas¬ 
ters, and now called Fort Norn nbegn by 
Prof. Horsford. Tiie stilt, w sachem had 
in the meantime again fled down the river 
to tiie Indian weirs at Pequssitee, or to the 
ponds at Mystic, where they did not at 
that time follow her. There are other de¬ 
scriptions of Indian forts which can he 
found in Henkes’ Indians and in School- 
crafts’ work on the same subject published 
in 1850. 

John Oldham, the man to whom the 
Indian agency was intrusted in 1620,proved 
to have good judgment in the selection of 
a site for his headquarters at the outlet of 
Stony Brook. A careful examination of 
tiie map will show that at Forest Lake and 
at Beaver Pond in Lincoln tiie waters of 
the Concord river and those of the Charles 
come within easy portage of each other via 
Stony Brook. The ditch and wall were 
perhaps a scheme to bring the waters of 
the brook nearer to the fort Canoe navi¬ 
gation on the Blackstone and the Charles 
rivers also comes within a short half mile 
apart near the town of Bellingham. 

I think there is conclusive evidence that 
the fortifications at Stony Brook are not a 
relic of the Northmen of the eleventh cen¬ 
tury. The history of tiie ten Episcopal 
families who found Watertown too con¬ 
tracted for them and therefore migrated to 
Suckage for greater room in 1635, will suffi¬ 
ciently account for the evidence of ancient 
walls, ditches, dams and landings on the 
site of the present Watertown, Newton 
and Waltham. The ships in use by the 
Northmen in tiie eleventh century could 
not ascend the river to tiie site of the stone 
tower at present called Fort Norumhegu. 
To tiie site at Cambridge at present called 
Gerrys Landing this argument however 
will not apply. 

I believe the story of the Sagas and I 
think there are ample proofs in the arch¬ 
aeology of New England that the Norse 
did at some time explore and occupy the 
shores of New England north of Cape Coil. 

I do not. however, think their presence 
south of Cape Cod to be sufficiently 
proven. Last week I visited the place 
upon the shores of Charles river called 
Gerrys Landing and I also inspected the 
place with tiie late Prof. Eben Horsford 
together with several members of this so¬ 
ciety five years ago. The evidence of 
Scandinavian remains at that time were 
hot satisfactory to tiie members of this 
society, and were not in the same locality 
with the relics which have lately been un¬ 
earthed by Dr. Walter Gudmundson. These 
are entirely different and distinct from 
those we then examined. They are more 
impressive us being the work of the Scan¬ 
dinavian Norseman. Here upon the east¬ 
ern side of the blurt has been exhumed 
the cellar walls of an ancient house simi¬ 
lar to some in Iceland, known to be of 
Scandinavian origin; lie has also found 
here the stones of an ancient Scandinavi¬ 
an causeway, similar to the ancient works 
of Norsemen in Greenland, Iceland and 
Norway. 

Alexander Von Humbolt, tiie world’s 
greatest scientist, exp'o.er, and thinker, 
and tiie patron of our own Louis Agassiz, 
was a believer in tiie story of the Sagas us 
tiie following quotation will show: Cos¬ 
mos, page 261) and 270, “The discovery of 
the southern part of America by the North¬ 
men cannot be disputed: the length of the 
voyage, the time of tiie rising and setting 
oLthe sun, are accurately given.” America 
was discovered by Leif, son of Eric the 
Red, at about 41 degrees, 30 seconds, north 
latitude. Capo Cod is 42 degrees; between 
this and 43 degrees north latitude are a 
great many remains of ancient works of 
an unquestionule .Scandinavian character. 

If the opinions of the experts employed 
by Mr. Horsford are to lie taken as satis¬ 
factory evidence of the Norse origin of 
these works, und 1 think they are correct, 
then I have seen many other works of a 
similar nature upon tiie shores of Maine 
and the great buy at Plymouth. These 
ancient works are associated with other 
relics of unquestionable value as archaeo¬ 
logical evidence of their identity as remains 
of the visits of tiie Norsemen. This paved 
causeway was perhaps a convenience for 
storing upon land the galley of the eleventh 
century, and is u part of that stage of the 
art of navigation, which prevailed in the 
tenth century. It is at a point at which, if 
the river was known to them, would be 
utilized us a convenient landing. I do not 
tliink they cared to venture far above 
tide water inland. 

A description of the methods of that 
stage of tiie art of navigation, which then 
prevailed, will give a better idea of the 
probabilities und possibilities of this place 
being a seaport of the adventurous Norse¬ 
men. 

The galley of the size and class men¬ 
tioned in tiie Sagas as that in which in A. 
D. ‘.>84, Bjarni drifted down the North 
American coast was called a Scuta, it was 
uu open row boat 60 feet in length and s 
feet wide, open at the waist with fourteen 
seats for rowers, accommodated twenty- 
eight men with ours, a steersman and a 
pilot. These were stationed at either end, 
upon a short elevated deck. The pilot to 
con or direct the course, and the steersman 
with an oar put over the side against a 
cathead to do the steering. There was of 
course no compass. 

Thu course must be uiuiiituiiied by ob¬ 
servation of the sun, tiie stars, anil points 
upon the coast, and it was mostly made in 
pleasant weather. In fogs and storms 
when forced to be out of sight of hind,they 
lay in the boat and drifted. There was a 
short movable mast; tills was set a little 
forward of umidship, with a low square 
sail, used only as such while sailing before 
the wind, atid mostly for un awning, from 
which It was evolved. Tiie main dupend- 
unee was upoti tiie oars alone, with which 
they were expert in action. 

Where frequent landings were made u 

f iuiigwuy was constructed. This was made 
>y placing a row of massive stones or 
boulders out from the shore to low water 
mark, running from the shore at right 
angles witli tiie same. When not in use 
the ship was dragged up on the shore on 
what they called the ship shed. This was 
often paved to make it liard and dry, and 
to preserve the keel from decaying. When 
landing in u new, unfrequented place, tiie 
ship was rowed to laud, and then tiie crew 
iiiumcd overboard and run it un the shore, 
by tiie united strength of all the urew, or 
■’gang” us they wore culled. 

Tint modern dock ami wharf, rudder 
uud anchor were not then invented. 

The house unou land was maduliku what 
is culled a "diigoul.” An excavation in 
tiie sloping hillside, sometimes 011 three 
sides stoned, 011 this a roof of logs, slowing 
tow ards the front or lower side, at which 


was left the door or opening, this roof was 
covered with turf or thatch, and was an 
extremely primitive construction. 

They had swords and axes made of steel 
and spoons of bronze and silver. 

They were believers in charms and each 
man wore a “life stone.” This was a stone 
carved in some fantastic shape, often of 
Thor, their God of thunder. Sometimes 
the charm or life stone was made of Roman 
coins taken In their rnids, and drilled to lie 
worn suspended about the neck. 

They had short spears with heads of 
flint or bronze or steel, and shields of wood 
ami hide, studded over with buttons made 
of bronze, and some of them hid armor. 

These facts have been gleaned by read¬ 
ing the Sagas. 

With methods, arms nnd implements like 
these, and with a knowledge of a Runic 
alphabet, and if the Norsemen were for 
two hundred years frequent visitors upon 
our coast, they must have left some 
souvenirs to mark their presence. They 
must have left some gangway stones at 
places of their frequent landing, or some 
Runic characters marked upon the stones, 
at points of importance in their vurious 
voyages. 

In ShurtliiT's history of Boston, page 311, 
is the following: “At a place where Bea¬ 
con street, Boston, terminates at the north 
west corner of tiie common was an ancient 
row of large houlderb running down to 
low water mark.” Tiie paved causeway 
unearthed by the excavations of Prof. 
Walter Gudmundson and the “dugout” 
cellar at tiie same place may he cotempo- 
raneoiis with the row of boulders men¬ 
tioned by ShurtlifT. 

The age of this was anterior to the Eng¬ 
lish settlement of Boston, and to the first 
European voyagers on our coast. It 
probably was an old Norse gangway land¬ 
ing, because it fits the art of navigation of 
an earlier age, the age of the long rowing 
galley. It was not a construction made to 
lit tiie light canoe, the typical flotilla of the 
Indian. The dock and w harf are part and 
parcel of the sixteenth and the seventeeth 
centuries art of navigation by tiie sails 
alone, as the gangway was a part of the 
tenth and eleventh centuries stage of the 
development of navigation by the oars 
alone, or by the oars and the incipient sail 
in concerted action. In a publication by 
the Prince Society of Boston it is said: 

“The ground lias been carefully surveyed 
and the conclusion reached that no remains 
that can be traced to tiie visits of the 
Norsemen in the tenth century are to be 
found on the American const. All that it 
is possible for us to know on the subject is 
contained in the Sagas.” 

In reply to the above dogmatic statement 
I will give a description of some objects of 
archaeologic interest, which have been 
found on the shores of New Eng¬ 
land between 42 degrees and 43 degrees 
N. L. or between the bay of Cape Cod and 
the coast of Maine, and which may be re¬ 
ferred to visits of the Norsemen. 

GANGWAYS. 

There are at tiie present time two perfect 
specimens of tiie old time gangway land¬ 
ing, upon the shores of the harbor in Ips¬ 
wich. Connected with these are other 
works which show evidence of Scandina¬ 
vian origin. Some of these are in the 
shape of cellars, wells, and square en¬ 
closures of sunken stones, which are 
flunked by mounds of old soil covered 
shells of limpets, clams and oysters. 

CAIRNS. 

There are at the same place on some of 
the hills prehistoric cairns, or piles of 
stones similar to some known to be made 
by Norsemen. 

BLADE OF SWORD. 

A blade of steel marked with the dates 
1114, 1414, and runes, was found in the 
same town under one of these cairns of 
stones, and is now in my collection. 

SWEDISH AXES. 

A Swedish uxo of a peculiar shape was 
found in 1880 near Gegstad, Sweden, in 
a tumulus known to date back 1000 years. 

Two axes of steel nearly oxidized 
throughout and exactly similar in size and 
form to this, have been found in ancient 
Indian graves, one of these was found in 
Ipswich, one in Concord. They are now 
in the Museum of Archaeology at Cam¬ 
bridge marked with tiie numbers 10751 and 
14117 on the catalogue. Tomahawks of 
steel were bartered with the Indians in the 
early ages of tiie settlement but tliese are 
of u different form and make, and can 
easily be distinguished. The typical axe of 
the Indian was made of stone. 

THE ANCIENT FORMS OF SPOONS. 

In any collection of ancient spoons dug 
from the ruins of Pompeii or from ancient 
Rome, can be seen the peculiar form of 
snoons in use in A. I). 78 to A. D. won. 
They are not like the small old spoons we 
prize so much as coming in the May 
Flower, which were in use in tiie sixteen¬ 
th und seventeenth centuries. 

There have been found in Indian shell 
mounds and Indian graves, spoons of the 
exact shape ami form of those known to 
be Roman. 

One of these is in the collection of 
Indian finds in the East Indian Marine 
Hall at Salem, it was found in uu Indian 
grave in Brighton. < >ne is in tiie collection 
of the Historical Society in Ipswich, it 
was found in Ipswich. Another one 
found in the same town is in tiie high 
school collection. 

[The writer described Scandinavian life 
stones, Roman coins evidently worn us 
charms, articles of bronze, found at Ips¬ 
wich, Boar’s Head in New Hampshire, 
buttons of bronze found in a grave in New¬ 
ton and other ancient treasures.] 

All of these archaeological treasures 
point to a pre-columbiun contact of the 
Indian tribes witli men of u more advanced 
stage of development of the useful arts 
than they themselves had reached, and 
supplement in a wonderful way the story 
of the Sagas. The implements are not of 
Indian origin. The graves and shell 
mounds in which the greater number of 
them were found furnish to the archaeo¬ 
logist evidence of age sufficient to carry 
them back the full nine hundred years 
which have transpired since A. I). 1000.

OUR MAILS IN EARLY DAYS. 


They Moved Slowly nnd tin* Letter Post¬ 
age Was Very High. 

“In Washington’s first term nn effort 
wns ipado to speed tho mails—to movo 
them at tho rate of 100 ndles In 24 hours, 
or about 4'j miles an hour,” writes cx- 
Presldcnt Harrison in his “This Country 
of Ours” article in the Ladies’ Homo Jour¬ 
nal. “This would have been a notable ad¬ 
vance, for the carriers wore then taking 
nearly 30 hours between Philadelphia and 
New York. The roads wero bud, nnd 
there were many slow ferries. 

“In 1770 there were only 28 postofllees 
In tin* colonies; In 1795 there were 453, 
nnd in 1895 there were 70,004. Tho rates 
of postage when tho department was or¬ 
ganized under the constitution were high 
—for 30 miles, 6 cents fur one letter sheet; 
for 00 miles. 8 cents; for 100 miles, 10 
cents, and so increasing with the increased 
distnneo to the maximum, 25 cents for dis¬ 
tances over 450 miles. Stamps were not 
in use in those days, nor was the sender of 
a letter required to pay tho postngn in ad¬ 
vance. The postage, 0 cents or 25 conts, 
as the ense might be. was written by the 
postmaster on the letter, and if the sender 
paid the postage tho word ‘paid’ was add¬ 
ed. If he did not,’the postage was col¬ 
lected of the person to whom the letter wus 
addressed. These rates soon yielded a 
surplus over the cost of tho service in spite 
of the franking privilege which tho law 
gave to congressmen and tho heads of de¬ 
partments. 

“The demuud of tho newspapers und 
periodicals of every class for cheap postage, 
seconded by their subscribers, has led to a 
reduction of rates greatly below tho actual 
cost to the government. In Ids report for 
1892 the postmaster general, after suiting 
that the present letter rate pays twice the 
cost of the letter mail, says that the book 
uud newspaper mail is carried at u loss of 
0 cents a pound. In recent years the posfc- 
office department has been characterized 
by a very progressive spirit, nml it is now 
rendering, not a perfect service, but a high 
class service. No other department has 
more nearly kept pace with tho marvelous 
development of our country.” 

Why the Devil Hum Cloven Hoofs. 

Legends of the devil are quite common 
in Ireland, but the one which is most in¬ 
teresting and least known perhaps is that 
which tells why the prince of the infcrnul 
regions has split hoofs, like those of a cow 
beast. Moore alludes to the legend in his 
story of St. Kevin and Kathleen at Gleu- 
dalough. In that story Moore makes St. 
Kevin throw his former ladylove over the 
slid in order to he rid of her importunities, 
but the peasants of the Glomlalough dis¬ 
trict give the story a more poetical touch. 
They insist that it was not Kathleen that 
was thrown over the cliff, but that it was 
sutuu, who had assumed the form of the 
lady in order to tempt the saint Tho mo¬ 
ment the prince of evil toppled over the 
edge of the yawning abyss he spread his 
hatliku wings and sailed away in safety, 
much to the surprise of tiie holy saint. 
Later on tho devil again attempted to lay 
u snare for St. Kevin, hut tho saint man¬ 
aged to get rl'^urch fiend on holy ground, 
where, of course, he was helpless. While 
the devil was in tids helpless condition 
Kevin suwed off his legs and attaciied 
cows’ hoofs to tin* stumps Since that day 
satan lias been* cloven footed and will bo 
until theondof time.—St. Louis Republic.

days of David Roberts, have tried to draw 
or paint, despairingeven while they sought 
to record the strange, almost exaggerated, 
picturesqueness of the wild mountain 
gorge, with tho little white town looking 
down so fearlessly from its dizzy post. 

There is something in the contrast thnt 
seems to suggest—but with a difference— ! 
tho gay villages that nestle so confidently j 
at the base of Vesuvius. The strangest j 
part of it Is that until ono conies to tho 
bridge one does not know, except from the 
guidebook, that tho gorge is there at all. 
Who could suppose thnt tho river, appar¬ 
ently ut least, would force its way through 
tho very highest part of the mountain? 
There Is a little alnmeda where one can 
stand, leaning against tho railing, and 
ga/.o down for I do not know how many 
hundreds or thousands of feet. It is here, 
of all places, that one realizes tho awful 
height of the precipice, but it is from below 
one sees tho marvel best and most com¬ 
prehensively—from fnr below, where one 
can follow tho windings of the white road 
along tho very edge of the cliff nml under 
stately white gateways and look to the ! 
bridges hanging in the air, as it were, 
across the roaring stream, us fantastic and 
unreal and entrancing as any “Arabian 
Nights’ ” picture. 

It is only us it should be to find the peo- 
plo as fantastic its their high built town— 
bo grisly und ghoulish, indeed, that it is 
hard to tulkubout them; so savage in their 
mnnners thnt they might drive the more 
timid traveler quickly away and back to 
civilization. When any ono comes to draw 
tho great bridge from the appropriate 
point beneath, tho sport of the leading cit¬ 
izens is to gather in crowds upon it and 
throw stones upon tho rocky hillsides, 
starting an avalanche which mnkes the 
artist who 1ms been foolish enough to go 
there drop his work and run for his life. 
Still, I suppose one must pay somehow for 
tho privilego of visiting tho most sen¬ 
sational place in Spain. Its wonderful 
position, its magnificent bridges, its 
benutiful littlo valley, where tho finest 
fruit in Spain is grown, its encircling 
crown of Sierra, make up to a certain ex¬ 
tent for tho discomfort of staving in its 
horrible boarding house among tho.sav¬ 
age brutes of its population.—Elizabeth 
Robius Pennell in Century. 1 

Birthplace of Gilbert Stuart. 

Littlo respect is paid by Americans to 
the birthplaces of their illustrious dead, 
and tho old snuffmill near Nurragansett 
Pier, in which Gilbert Stuart, in 1755, 
first saw light is no exception to the rule. 
It may safely bo said that it would seldom, 
if ever, be visited were it nut a convenient 
objective point for a drive from the fash- 
ioimhlo summer resort* a few miles away. 
The route along the old Boston Neck mad 
affords ono cf tho most delightful excur¬ 
sions in Rhode Island. Forawhile it holds 
in view to the right a picturesque estuary, 
beyond which on a fine day one sees the 
town of Newport. After a drive of nearly 
five miles wo cross ut right angles tho 
dusty highway that leads past a Ut tie white 
church down the breakneck hill to the 
Jamestown ferry and continue a couple of 
miles or so along a country road, which wo 
leave to our left, to follow a bridle path 
through the woods, at tho eud of which, 
hitherto hidden by a screen of tall saplings 
and a tangle of bracken, wo come upon the 
object of our pilgrimage. 

Beyond the historical associations con¬ 
nected with it there is absolutely nothing 
in It to interest the visitor. Tho mill it¬ 
self has long since fallen into decay. As 
to tho house, the outside has undergone 
very little change, and its weather stained 
shingles urn pleasantly suggestive of the 
century and u half which in a now country 
like tho United States is antiquity itself. 
But the threshold once crossed, ouc meets 
only with disappointment. Not a relio of 
tho painter or of his time! Tradition has 
not even provided a chair in which it 
might be supposed that tiie distinguished 
artist had sat.—Art Amateur. 


Costly rt'rfnmcs. 

Only dealers in precious stones carry 
more valuable stock in a small space than 
the dealers in essential oils and tho per¬ 
fumes that go with such oils. One dealer 
showed an acquaintance a moderate sized 
safe containing stock valued at £25,000. 
Attar of roses, musk, civet uml umticrgrig 
are among the precious articles of such a 
dealer’s stock. Attar of roses wholesale 
sells at about :# shillings an ounce, civet 
at 48 shillings an ounce, ambergris at £6 
and musk ut £8. Thu retail price of all 
these is much greater, but they are usually 
sold to the so called consumer in highly di¬ 
luted form. 

M ask in the raw looks a deal like axle 
grease and smells worse. The pupulur 
notion that the musk of commerce is ob¬ 
tained from the muskrat is a mistake. A 
somewhat similar perfume is obtained 
from tiie muskrat, hut most of the supply 
comes from the musk deer, a creature that 
is carefully reared In India for the sake of 
the secretion. Tho secretion is shipped 
In the crude stuto, and Is used not only In 
the manufacture of the liquid perfume 
sold as musk but also in very small quan¬ 
tities to give streugth and staying power 
to many perfumes made from the essential 
Oils of fiowers. —Pearson's Weekly.

This 
lias I teen fully dent* i st rated of late. The 
lime will come when Lite people will de 
limml newspapers of a higher order and 
obtuiu them. It is unfortunate that eir 
cuiustauces force people to hu-e their fait!' 
iu the power of tlto newspaper to adhere to 
the truth, lint speak to the editors of 
newspapers of tlie eh or at* ter described and 
they will tell you that they work on tlie 
law of supply und demand; thut they pub¬ 
lish wliat tlto people demand. This is a 
partial and to thut extent a painful truth.

BOMK TKI.H1MIOSK HEARINGS AND OTHER 
MATTERS OF ROETINE 1U’SINKS*. Till: 
SHORTEST MEETING OK TilK YEAR. 


The board of aldermen held their regular 
meeting, Monday evening, with all the 
members but Messrs. White and Downs 
present. Only routine business was trans¬ 
acted. 

Hearings were held on the laying out of 
Border street, from Kim street to the B. *V 
A. freight yard in West Newton, and on 
the laying out of Richardson street in New¬ 
ton. At the latter Mr. V. K. Carpenter ap¬ 
peared for Mrs. Louisa Fleming, not to op¬ 
pose the layout, but to state that if her es¬ 
tate was damaged, as seemed probable, she 
would expect to be paid damages by the 
city. The grade in front of her land would 
be raised some three feet. 

Hearings were held on the widening of 
the southeast corner of Rowe street and 
Auburndale avenue; also on rounding off 
the corner of Sargent and Centre street; on 
laying drain and sewer on private land 
from Hillside road to near Cold Spring: on 
the latter Alderman Noyes called the mat¬ 
ter up at a later stage and read a letter 
from Mr. Fitzgerald, general superinten¬ 
dent and engineer of the Boston Water 
Works, in which he stated that Boston 
could consent to the laying of no sewer 
under the acqueduct until he had approved 
of the plans. Mr. Noyes-stated that both 
he and City Engineer Woods had seen Mr. 
Fitzgerald that day and he had approved 
of the plans. On the hearing for the loca¬ 
tion of telephone poles on High street, 
Daniel Hurley objected; on the hearing on 
petition of the same company fora location 
for seven poles on Bowers street, all the 
expressmen, local tradesmen and abut tors 
objected against having any poles on such 
a narrow street. Alderman Greene stated 
that the street was only 18 feet from curb 
to curb, there were many trees on the 
street and no one on the street wanted a 
telephone. Two years ago the same peti¬ 
tion came up and the late Judge Slocum 
appeared for the abuttofs and succeeded in 
having the petition refused. The circum¬ 
stances were the same now and he would 
move that the petitioners be given leave to 
withdraw. 

Mr. Allen for the telephone company 
said that the three poles at the western end 
were needed for the new blocks that had 
been built there, and the other four were 
wanted for the telephone line to the 
houses of Mr. Richards and Mr. Roberts, 
which were now on private land. The 
company did not wish to antagonize the 
people. 

Mr. Curtis Abbott said that the street 
had the railroad station located upon it 
and was already too narrow for the traffic. 
If the telephone company wanted wires on 
the street they should bury them as they 
had done in other places. 

Mr. L. B. Schofield stated that the abut- 
tors did not wish any wires on the street. 
It was so narrow now that jt was impossi¬ 
ble to turn a cut-under carryall around,and 
all the residents objected to the poles. 
The subscribers could be reached in some 
other way. 

The minutes of the last two meetings 
were then read and approved. 

Supt. of buildings Elder sent in two peti¬ 
tions, one of George \V. Averv, for a build¬ 
ing 18 by :>o, near land of the New England 
Railroad, to be used for a store; referred 
to the license committee. 

James Ford had asked for a permit to 
erect a building 48x05 feet, at the corner of 
Lexington street and Commonwealth 
avenue, to be used for two stores and two 
tenements. 

Alderman Noyes said he had been shown 
a plan of the lot and Mr. Ford had said he 
intended to put up a fine building of wood, 
ami would waive certain claims for dam¬ 
ages from the laying out of the boulevard 
if given the permit. 

Supt. Elder said the city ordinances re¬ 
quired business buildings to be built of brick 
and on this account, Mr. Noyes moved that 
the petition be referred to the license com¬ 
mittee. 

Elizabeth H. Chapman sent in a com¬ 
munication, claiming damages for injuries 
received by a defective sidewalk on High¬ 
land avenue. Referred to the claims com¬ 
mittee. 

II. II. Hunt was granted license to move 
building on Chestnut street, corner Wash¬ 
ington, to Watertown street, on land 
below the Fiske block. John II. 
Nugent was also granted license to move 
the wooden building on Washington street, 
opposite Waltham street, to the lot in front 
of his blacksmith shop on Waltham street. 

A hearing was ordered on the petition 
for a drain and sewer on Ryan court, from 
Auburndale avenue to the Smith land. Oct. 
tilth, before the aldermen, and < »ct. 20, be¬ 
fore the common council. 

Orders were passed for the laying of a 
drain and sewer on private land from Hill¬ 
side road to Cold Spring. A Iso on Madison 
avenue, formerly known as Spruce street, 
as the street was now read y to be con¬ 
structed. 

The Telephone Company were granted a 
location for four poles on Woodbine street, 
and the Gas Company given permission to 
• ttach wires to same. 

Orders were passed for the laying out 
and acceptance of Eddy street; the round¬ 
ing of Rowe street and Auburndale 
avenue, and of the corner of .Sargent and 
Centre sire its. 

The order granting the Gas Company lo¬ 
cation on Forest avenue, from Otis street 
to Highland avenue, was rescinded, as the 
street was not a public way. 

The Newton «fc Boston Street Railway 
were granted permit to extend their tracks 
about son feet on Walnut street from Com¬ 
monwealth luvenue. Alderman Degen ex¬ 
plained that this was to make a turn out on 
the street, and would also give a double 
track at this point, for the use of cars com¬ 
ing from Commonwealth avenue. The 
latter road was to lay a double track from 
the athletic grounds to Walnut street, as 
the hill here was a dangerous one and the 
company wished to avoid all danger of an 
accident. 

The Telephone Company were granted a 
locution for poles on High street, after 
which the bourd adjourned, after the 
shortest session of the yeur.

w. II. RAKr.lt (»*' NKAVTON A CANWDATE 
FOR CONGRESS IN THE llTH DISTRICT— 
HIS LETTER OF ACCEPTANCE. 


W. H. Baker of Newtonville lms been 
chosen byjthe democracy to run for con¬ 
gress in the 11th district against Senator 
Sprague, and he stands firmly upon the 
Chicago platform. 

Mr. Baker is a native of Norridgewock 
in the state of Maine, from which plaoe he 
came to Boston in tss-i.

Had they remembered the name of 
Adams it might have come to their recollec¬ 
tion that in that old and sacred hall not far 
from the square that bears his near, his 
voice was heard against the further en¬ 
croachments of England, and violently lie 
proclaimed that free speech and free criti¬ 
cism would not, should not be suppressed 
in the colonies. 

“Sustaining the assaults that have been 
made upon it by these gentlemen who de¬ 
sire a foreign protectorate over us, the 
platform of our party still stands forth as 
the greatest instrument of political history 
ever devised since the declaration of inde¬ 
pendence.

We fear no 
Hannas, no Morgans, no Belmonts and 
Rothchilds, and no Icklehelmers, or those 
patriotic citizens who, during the long 
years of the civil war, endeavored to sell 
their birthright and country for British 
gold, while hundreds, thousands of the 
common people, saved that nation at the 
expense of their lives. No, we shall not be 
driven from the path of duty by such as 
these; we shall fight for our prosperity, our 
homes aud our money, ami in that contest, 
lie it equal or unequal, we ask no aid from 
tiie moimrchs of Europe. 

“Our dollars shall be as sacred as our 
constitution. It shall be equal to 100 cents 
in value to tiie creditor, and loo cents in 
value to the debtor, no more and no less. 
To this tiie democratic party is pledged to 
fight on tiie Hour of congress until a victory 
is won. We fancy even now we can hear 
in the distance the echo and reecho of tiie 
voices of the great common people as they 
are raised toward heaven in their hour of 
rejoicing over tiie redemption of their 
country from the hands of the Shylocks.’ ”

BUT ONE TOUCHDOWN 


NEWTON A. A. ItELI* TIIE H. A. A.. FLAY¬ 
ERS IN GOOD SHAPE. 


The Newton A. A. ami tiie Boston A. A. 
had their first game of tiie season ou the 
field at Newton Centre, last Saturday after¬ 
noon. 

The standard of footlrull was not any¬ 
where up to that of a year ago, at least as 
far os the B. A. A. was concerned. The 
team work and interference was not so 
good as was expected, and at times were 
very weak ami throughout the game In¬ 
dividuality was a great factor. 

The Newton team was as heavy as the 
B. A. A., and at times played better foot¬ 
ball. There was no interference to amount 
to anything, and the credit of holding the 
B. A. A. down to tiie small score of 4 to 0 
is due to a few players. 

The Boston centre was very strong, and 
could not be forced. So was the right side 
of the line, but on the left side at end and 
tackle Newton found the holes through 
whioh the longest gains were made. The 
four men who filled tiie positions behind 
tiie line put up a fast game, but could not 
get together in several instances. New¬ 
ton’s only telling gains were made at the 
ends, aud during the contest could not 
have gained first down more than half a 
dozen times. It was simply a case of want 
of practice in both cases. 

The men whose work was noticeable on 
theB. A. A. were Russell, Lomoyne, But¬ 
ler and the backs, Lemoyne ami .Butler 
held their side of the line in fine style, and 
there was only one gain through them dur¬ 
ing the game. Curtis’ series of end rushes 
w ere the only real features of the work 
done by the B. A. A. 

For Newton the work of Clark and Mur¬ 
phy stood out like white chalk on a black 
wall. . The old Cambridge manual captain 
played magnificently at left end, diving 
into every interference and making some 
astonishing tackles. Clark handled the 
team in tiie second half, and had ho been 
in the first part of the game his tackling 
and generalship could not have failed to 
have made it harder for the B. A. A. to 
score their only touchdown, which resulted 
from a misplay by the quarterback. Nash, 
Paul and Crane also got into tiie B. A. A.

Anthony and Burns made 
several first-down distances on line plays, 
and Tommy Curtis was on his way around 
right end again when Murphy bowled over 
the interference and Harris made a pretty 
tackle. Good work by Murphy, Crane and 
three New ton center men secured the pig¬ 
skin on downs. Here the Newton backs 
got in the only good work of the game. 
Murphy and Crane opened a big gap for 
Sears, who ran 15 yards from the N A. A. 
25 yard line. Nichols got through the 
forwards on the other side, and hud his eye 
on the goal when lie was brought down by 
a phenomenal tackle by Curtis, who chased 
him for 15 or 20 yards. Sears was then 
sent through Barter again for three times 
tiie required distance for a first down, aud 
would have made much more had lie not 
been nailed by Dyer. Time was called on 
tiie B. A. A. 85-yanl line. 

Tito second half found the elevens fresh 
as when they first went on tiie field. On 

B. A. A. Graham took Horton's place. 
Richards replaced Dyer and Bullard tilled 
Anthony’s p< sition,while on Newton,Eddy 
went into left tackle and Dike Clark suc¬ 
ceeded Martin ut quarter. 

In tiie second lialf B. A. A. worked tiie 
leather back to tiie middle of tin* field, 
splendid work by Murphy and Clark spoil¬ 
ing several plays which, hud they ever got 
through the line, would have resulted in a 
touchdown. At the 55-yard mark N. A. A. 
got the bull on offside and Sears opened up 
with a third run,this time gaining 25 yards. 
Crane and Nash opening a beautiful hole 
and tiie interference being the best in the 
game. 

After two downs Butler got the hull 
on a fumble of Curtis’ punt of 85 yards. 
New ton soon got the ball again on a mis¬ 
take of the B. A. A. backs, but good work 
by Barter and Graham forced Harris to 
punt to the center of the field. Curtis re¬ 
turned tiie kick almost immediately and 
Sears made a nasty fumble, this time Rus¬ 
sell dropping on the bull. Bullard left his 
interference in tiie next play, run buck a 
•yard or two and then circled around left 
end for 18 yards. Curtis lilt the right 
tackle for seven aud then Teddy Smith 
helped Bullurd through the left tackle, 
landing the ball within the Newton 5-yard 
line. 

The teams lined up for the next scrim¬ 
mage with less tluin a minute up to play. 
Bullard was sent liard at tiie center, but 
somehow Nash got through between Cuntz 
uud Barter and nailed tiie old Harvard man 
with a loss of five yards. The next play 
was tiie lust and resulted in what may 
turn out to be a serious accident to a New¬ 
ton player, who hud pluekily stayed in the 
game utter lie hud received injuries whioh 
ordinarily would have culled a substitute 
up on tiie field. 

When tiie ball was put in play for the 
last scrimmage Harris went through tiie 
line like a shot. Teddy Smith passed the 
ball to Curtis who started for the right 
end. As he got away, Harris threw him¬ 
self on the B. A. A. runner but missed imu 
ami, in fulling, his eye struck the heel of 
Curtis’ shoe and knocking him senseless 
for the moment. 

It was a terrible blow. The shock threw 
Curtis off his feet, and a moment later ie 
was dow ned and time called.

TIIK WARD PIVK f.’OMHINATION OAHHIEH 
Till. PAY AT TIIK HKPIIK8KMTATIVB 
CONVENTION. 


The representative convention held In 
City Hall, Wednesday evening, was at¬ 
tended by the full number of delegates 
from each ward, and about loo interested 
spectators. 

The meeting was called to order shortly 
after 8 o’clock by Chairman Sands of Ward 
Two. On motion of Mr. W. S. Slocum, 
who refused the nomination of temporary 
chairman, Mr. E. II. Mnson was elected to 
that position, and Mr. Adams D. Claflin 
was chosen temporary secretary. 

Mr. A. L. Hand moved that a committee 
of three be appointed by the chair to re 
ceive, sort and count the credentials of the 
delegates. This motion was seconded and 
the following were appointed: Avery L. 
Hand, J. (’. Kennedy and C. S. Ober. At 
this point it was announced that if any 
vacancies were found in the number of 
delegates from any ward that they might 
be filled by a meeting of the ward delegates 
present. The committee having completed 
its work reported that there were none ab¬ 
sent, and the list was as follows: 

Waril 1,0; Ward 2, 10; Ward :i, 8; Ward 

4, 0; Ward r>, 8; Ward 0. 0; Ward 7, 7. 

The report of the committee was ac¬ 
cepted and a motion was carried making 
the present organization permanent. The 
committee appointed to receive sort and 
count ballots included G. P. Dullard, W. 

5. Slocum and F. J. Hale. 

It was decided the first ballot would be 
informal. Mr. A. R. Putney moved that 
the nominations be made from the iloor 
and each speaker be allowed five minutes. 
This was carried. 

Ex-Alderman Dullard spoke of this as a 
Republican year and of Newton as a Re¬ 
publican city. There were some good men 
in the field for the representative nomina¬ 
tion and a careful selection was necessary. 
Mr. Harwood, a former representative, had 
been called to a higher position, and Mr. 
Hollis had retired after two years of faith¬ 
ful service. The man whom he would 
nominate had only decided to accept at the 
earnest solicitation of friends. He was es¬ 
pecially well qualified. The leading mem¬ 
ber of a large mercantile house, and a bank 
president, ne was clear-headed and saga¬ 
cious, not seeking for notoriety, ami with 
no itching for a public office. He was the 
unanimous choice of the committee. Mr. 
Dullard then nominated Mr. Albert F. 
Hayward. 

Dr. Steirns of Ward One said that the 
gentleman he was to nominate was well 
known and there was no need of telling 
who he was. He was known for his 
prominence in the Charles river improve¬ 
ment scheme. The speaker read an extract 
from the annual report from the state 
boaid of health, which showed the need of 
improving the Charles river. Other cities 
had more than their share of the appropri¬ 
ations but Newton had not received what 
it was entitled to. There was no money to 
carry out contemplated improvements, and 
some man was wanted who would secure 
the amount desired. The speaker then 
nominated Mr. John T. Langford. He 
spoke of the gentleman’s determination to 
succeed, and of his well known reputation 
as a worker. 

Councilman C. S. Ober of Ward Four 
said that his ward had not recently had a 
representative and the residents thought 
they were justified in asking for one this 
time. Their nominee had never been in 
public life, having been too deeply engaged 
in his business, but he had now retired and 
was able to give his time to the work. He 
was the peer of anyone who was presented. 
Many sought the nomination, and it was 
to be regretted that a'l could not serve. 
He then proposed the nanuvwf Edward L 
Pickard. 

Mr. W. S. Slocum said he represented 
the largest ward in the city, and the ward 
that was allowed the largest number of 
delegates. It gave him great pleasure to 
present the name of a candidate who had 
been the choice of the Ward Two delega¬ 
tion. His ability was unquestioned. lie 
had the courage of his convictions. The 
republican party had always maintained a 
high standard. It favored a gold standard 
and its candidates should be gold. It 
wanted no 5.? cent dollars and no r>:t-cent 
men. The Ward Two nominee had served 
three years in the common council and two 
in the board of aldermen. Mr. Slocum 
then nominated Mr. Louis E. G. Green. 
He told of his excellent Qualifications, of 
the high esteem in which he was held by 
his many friends. “We love him for the 
enemies lie has made," said he, looking at 
a member of the Ward Five delegation, 
with a quizzical air. 

Judge J. C. Kennedy of Ward Seven 
seconded the nomination of Mr. Pickard. 
He was certain that the gentleman would 
take a deep interest in legislation. Mr. 
Pickard had never before lield any public 
office but was a successful business man. 

Mr. S. L. Powers seconded the nomina¬ 
tion of Mr. Langford. He spoke of the 
necessity of completing the Charles river 
improvement on account of the prevalence 
of malaria. Mr. Langford was well quali¬ 
fied and the proper man to carry on the 
work. 

The names of Mr. Green and Mr. Hay¬ 
ward were seconded by Messrs. Parker and 
A. L. Rand respectively. On motion of 
Mr. Rand the first ballot was taken which 
resulted as follows: Whole number cast 
lt»4; Langford, 82; Hayward, 82; Green, 111 
and Pickard, 24. 

On the first formal ballot the result was, 
whole number cast 104, Hayward 81, 
Pickard. 81, Langford, 27, and Green 15. 

Mr. W. S. Slocum moved that the nomi¬ 
nations bo made unanimous. 

Mr. C. S. Ober announced that Mr. Pick¬ 
ard was desirous of becoming better uc- 
ouainted with the delegates and invited 
them to meet at the Woodland Park Hotel 
next Tuesday evening. 

It was decided that if the candidate 
nominated should be unable to serve by 
death, withdrawal or ineligibility, their 
places should be filled by the otlicers of the 
convention. 

At 9.80 the meeting adjourned.

Quicksand. 

The operation of testing quicksand may | 
be mndo a \cry simple matter, says La Na- 1 
turo. Taking a certain quantity of quick¬ 
sand ami drying it artificially it may he 
again lntide into quicksand by putting it 
into u box nnd pouring water upon it care¬ 
fully, when instantly tho water is soaked 
up, ami on measuring the volume, or, let¬ 
ter, the woiglit of the sand, it will ho seen 
that tiie latter takes up a quantity of water 
that measures 30 per cent of Its Qyvn vol¬ 
ume, or 20 per cont by weight, while tiio 
rest remuins ubovo the layer of sund. On 
piercing a small hole in the bottom of the 
box pure water runs out, thosaml forming 
a kind of Immovable filter, or by turning 
tiie box upside down the saud will he seen 
to keep its form like a stopper, but it is 
the reverse of tills proceeding that results 
In tiie real quicksand—viz, putting tho 
water into a vessel and sitting in tho dry 
saml in a thin stream while shaking tho 
vessel lightly, the outcome being tho thick 
but easily Rowing compound known as 
quicksand. That the mixture may keep 
its mobility it is necessary tliut the quan¬ 
tity of water lie not less tliau 21 per cent 
by weight, and the whole bo continually 
though lightly shaken. Increasing the 
proportion or interrupting tho ugitatUm 
for an instant causes tiie muss to settle 
down, retaining aliout 20 per cont of wa¬ 
ter, while tiie surplus, if it exists, rises to 

tho top. _ 

Faratlln Wax. 

Probably few persons ure aware of the 
Immense amount of paraffin wax now 
manufactured uud consumed, prououueed, 
indued, one of tiie most vuluublo of tiie 
many products of potroleum, much of this 
lnqiorLuiico being due, doubtless, to the 
perfection ut present reached in tho meth¬ 
ods of production. In the Improved proc¬ 
ess now pursued tiie wax distillate is redis¬ 
tilled for tho purpose of reducing to the 
desired gravity and crystallizing the wax, 
this operation being known as cruekiug, 
and following tills the oil is frozen by the 
same means tiiat are in vogue for making 
artitlclul ice, tiie machines thus usod by re¬ 
finers of petroleum being of very largo 
froezlug capacity and of the most scientific 
construction. After the oil is frozen it Is 
forced into tiie filter presses with very pow¬ 
erful pumps, and by these presses the wax 
1 h converted into a solid cake, while tho 
I oil flows into pans, tieing thou transferred 
Into the sun bleachers or filters as wanted.

BIENNIALEECTIONS. 

Why Massachusetts Should Adopt the 
Amendments. 


The undersigned.Oltlsons of Massachu¬ 
setts. respectfully address this nppeal 
to their fellow citizens. In behalf of the 
Amendments to our Constitution, pro¬ 
viding for Biennial Elections of State 
officers and members of the Legislature, 
recently approved by the Legislature of 
1896, and which will come before our 
voters for aproval at the approaching 
November election. 

First Article of Amendment: Shall 
the proposed amendment to the Consti¬ 
tution establishing biennial elections of 
■tate officers be approved and ratified? 

Second Article of Amendment: Shall 
the proposed amendment to the Consti¬ 
tution establishing biennial elections of 
members of the general court be ap¬ 
proved and ratified? 

These Amendments provide, that, be¬ 
ginning with the election of 1898, all 
future state elections shall occur every 
two years instead of annually, and that 
all of our State Executive officers, as 
well as members of the Legislature, shall 
serve for two years. The Legislature, 
however, will meet annually, as at pres¬ 
ent. 

This Important measure of reform In 
the administration of our Stnte affairs 
has been before our people for consid¬ 
eration for twenty years. It has been 
strongly urged for adoption by several 
of our esteemed governors, vie: Rice, 
Talbot. Claflln. Ames, Robinson, Brack¬ 
ett and Greenhalge. It has received the 
hearty support of thousands of our cltl- 
eens. Irrespective of party affiliations; 
Its merits have been commended by 
substantially the entire public press of 
the State, and In the exercise of their 
duties, as legislators, it has received, 
after proper consideration, the support 
and votes of nearly three thousand Leg¬ 
islative representatives of the people. 

The history of the movement for less 
frequent elections In the various States 
of the Union shows that It has not 
been regarded as a party question, but 
has been adopted by the several States, 
Independent of party consideration, as 
an eminently wdse measure of reform 
in the conducting of State affairs, and 
It has received the joint support of all 
classes of their citizens, who have be¬ 
lieved that such a change would be, not 
only, in the highest and best sense, In 
the Interest of the administration of 
their public affairs upon more economi¬ 
cal principle*, but in the interest also 
of wiser and more intelligent, because 
better-considered, legislation. 

At the present time, forty-three of the 
forty-live States have adopted the sys¬ 
tem of Biennial, or less frequent, elec- 
elections. Forty of these States dis¬ 
cuss State and National issues in the 
same canvass, and it has proved so sat¬ 
isfactory that In no State of the Union 
has there been a movement to adopt, or 
return to annual elections. 

The testimony of the highest officials 
and prominent citizens of the several 
states is substantially unanimous in its 
favor, as shown by its practical working, 
Its economical results, its beneficial In¬ 
fluence on legislation, and the measure 
of satisfaction with which the change Is 
regarded by their people. 

It has also been shown that such * 
change has not weakened, as has been 
claimed, the Interest of citizens In pub¬ 
lic affairs, or affected their participation 
In political campaigns. On the contrary. 
It has enhanced their Interest and ac¬ 
tivity, and. in many of the States, has 
brought out a much larger vote, rela¬ 
tively. than is cast in our own State. 

In our own State, since the organiza¬ 
tion of our present government, we have 
conducted a State and national canvass 
together every two years, to the satis¬ 
faction of our people, and without any 
movement to separate them. And In 
the years 1874 , 1882 and 1892 elected a 
Democratic governor on State issues, 
and a Republican delegation to congress 
and In 1892 presidential electors, on 
national issues. 

Believing, therefore, that the adop¬ 
tion of Biennial Elections of our State 
o^cials would prove a wise and benefi¬ 
cial change In the administration of our 
State affuirs, that our people will gladly 
welcome the relief from the turmoil, ex¬ 
citement and expense of an annual State 
political canvass, that it will not only 
not impair, but wilt help to Improve, the 
character of our legislation, and the gen¬ 
eral efficiency of our State government, 
as shown In the experience of nearly 
every State In the Union, we urgently 
appeal to all our citizens to unite In a 
common effort, in behalf of these amend¬ 
ments. in order that they may be adopt¬ 
ed, and become the established polh<y of 
our honored Commonwealth.

The American voter has no occasion to 
complain this year that his electoral 1)111 of 
fare isn't extensive enough. Even In the 
presidential field there are eight tickets, 
put forward by separate organizations, al¬ 
though , some of these have merely said 
ditto. 

First to enter the lists were the straigh 
prohibitionists, who nominated Lovering 
ami Johnson at Pittsburg, Penn., May 27. 

The next day at the same place, the free 
silver-woman suffrage wing of the prohibi¬ 
tionists named Bentley and Southgate, and 
called itself the national party. 

McKinley and Ilohart were nominated 
at St. Louis, June is, by the republicans. 

The socialist labor party, at New York 
on Independence day put forward Matohett 
and Maguire. 

Next came the nomination of Bryan ami 
Sewall by the democratic convention at 
Chicago, July 10 and 11. 

The silver party, in convention at St. 
Louis, July 24, indorsed the ticket of 
Bryan and Sewall. 

The people s or populist party, in the 
same city, holding convention, July 24 and 
27», nominated Bryan for president and 
Thomas E. Watson for vice-president. 

Finally, at Indianapolis, Sept. J. gold 
standard democrats named as nominees of 
the "national democratic party” Palmer 
and Buckner. 

This is a very peculiar campaign, and no¬ 
body knows what a day therein may bring 
forth. But it seems safe on the whole to 
predict that the parties have all been 
‘‘heard from,”so far at least as presidential 
tickets are concerned.—Boston Globe.

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


lIAIlPEIt’S. 

The October number of Harper’s Maga¬ 
zine contains the first instalment of Mr. du 
Maurier’s long-expected novel, “The Mar¬ 
tian.” The story lias all the spontaneity 
and charm of “Trilby” and “Peter Ibbet- 
son,” and tlie author’s relation to his read¬ 
er is as cordial and confidential as only Mr. 
du Marnier knows how to make it. Fred¬ 
eric Remington relates some of his experi¬ 
ences in limiting “The Blue Ouail of the 
Cactus” as lie found this game in northern 
Mexico. An important paper on “Electri¬ 
city,” bv R. R. Bowker, sketches tlie his¬ 
tory of electrical invention, and furnishes 
an interesting forecast of inventions al¬ 
ready in sight. “A Recovered Chapter in 
American History,” by Judge Walter 
Clark, relates tlie forgotten story of tlie 
ill-fated expedition of 1740, for tlie capture 
of Cartagena, in which thirty-six hundred 
troops sent by the loyal colonies of British 
North America were practically annihi¬ 
lated, only n handful returning to tell the 
story of official incapacity. Tho short 
Stones, six in number, are noteworthy in 
quality. Octave Tliunet is tlie author of 
‘'The Hypnotist,” a strong story of the 
Middle West; Ruth MoEnery Stuart relates 
a story of Simpkinsville, “The Unlived 
Life of Little Mary Ellen;” Blander Mat¬ 
thews contributes a study of New York 
life, "The Vigil of McDowell Sntro;” there 
is a striking love story, involving widely 
separated social conditions, by /. D. 
Underhill, called “The Pity of It;” Georgl- 
una Peel, a name new to Harper's Maga¬ 
zine, is the uuthor of “At the Hotel Grand 
St. Louis,” a romance of a great painting; 
and there is a story of Southern life in the 
lust generation by Surah Burnwell Elliott, 
entitled “Faith and Fuithfuluess. 

THE FORUM. 

The October Forum has several timely 
political articles, by Isaac L. Rice, Hon. 
Andrew D. White, Iloii. W. K. Townsend, 
and J. J. Lulor, all dealing more or less di¬ 
rectly witli the present election.

THE ATLANTIC.

Professor 
I.uncimii, whose volumes ure standard, 
gives in detail tlie romantic career of one 
of the most wonderful structures in tlie 
world, ilia paper entitled, “The Fate of 
the Coliseum. ’ Two essays in this Issue 
cun naturally be spoken of together: upon 
widely difiereut subjects ouch possesses 
tlie charm of a tiling well done. Mrs. 
Alice Morse Karl gives a charming glimpse 
of u Sunday in New Netherlands and Old 
New York. Mrs. Agues Roppller prints 
another of tier delightful essuys under tlie 
title “Cukes and Ale,” giving selections 


from famous drlnging songs in literature. 
After all, the feature of this Issue which 
will attract tlie widest attention is an in¬ 
novation. A new department is opened 
having tlie attractive title, “Men and Let¬ 
ters.” to which our best writers w ill con¬ 
tribute short signed articles on literary 
subjects, reminiscences, suggestions, criti¬ 
cisms and the like.

Mr. Anstey has given us several such de- | 
lightfnl books that the reader expects to i 
he both interested and amused when tak¬ 
ing up a new novel hearing his name, but , 
there is certainly nothing amusing in “Tlie 
Statement of Stella Maberby.” It is a | 
weird tale, and tlie render is uncertain just \ 
how to take it, whether as reality, or as j 
the mere fancies of the supposed writer. 1 
It drags in the transmigration of souls, and 
tho story proceeds with a good deal of 
plausibility, but the eml is tragic, and Mr. 
Anstey does not even clear up matters in 
tlie closing chapter.

A OOUIIT INTRIGUE. 

“A Court Intrigue,” by Basil Thompson, 
is a new rendering of the story of ‘‘Dr. 
Tarr and Prof. Feather,” done by no 
means so cleverly as Poe did it, and un¬ 
warrantably extended to tlie compass of a 
full-sized novel, which few will care to 
read through. While tlie subject recalls 
Poe, there are certain touches in its treat¬ 
ment which show the inilueuceof Anthony 
Hone. It is apparently by an English 
author, but is published in tills country by 
I). Appleton »x Co. 

DENOUNCED. 

“Denounced,” a romance by John Bloun- 
delle-Burton, duals witli that romantic 
period in the history of Scotland of Charles 
Edward tlie Pretender. The exact point of 
time indicated for the beginning of this 
romance is directly after the battle of Cul- 
loden, when the unhappy Scots lords were 
in prison awaiting their doom, Charles was 
across seas enjoying himself, and Scotland 
und England, too, were full of Scottish 
noblemen in hiding. It is with tlie for¬ 
tunes of some such unfortunates that the 
story concerns itself—they and their i 
friends and of course their enemies. El- 
phinston and Sholto are fine Scotcli names 
and tlie bearers of them are tine gentle¬ 
men, burning with love for tlie prince they 
followed, full of zeal andjdevotion. Natur¬ 
ally, although they at last get out of Eng¬ 
land and find as they hope a safe harbor in 
France, they are mistaken, and the hero of 
tlie romance is arrested and thrown into 
the Bastille, where though he suffers, he at 
least has the satisfaction oi seeing his 
tradneer and betrayer suffer also. The 
story is told with much spirit and is an in¬ 
teresting bit of fiction. Published by I). 
Appleton & Co. 

SCRIBNER’S. 

To many thoughtful readers of Scribner’s 
Magazine tlie article of E. L. Godkin in tlie 
October number on “The Expenditure of 
Rich Men” will be most suggestive. The 
new rich, destitute of true taste, are tlie 
dashy, while tlie old wealth, even In aristo¬ 
cratic Europe, is modest and reserved. W. 
C. Brownell has a suggestive smd appreci¬ 
ative cristieism on “The Sculpture of Olin 
Warner.” Francis V. Greene considers in 
a critical way “The Government of tlie 
Greater New York.” “In the Wine Cellar,” 
is one of tlie late II. C. Banner's sketches.

F. Jaccaci, reaches a third instalment.

Glasgow Street Railroads. 

in 1889 the city council of Glasgow took 
possession of the street railways, then 
operated by horses. It immediately put on 
3oo new curs, 3,ooo additional horses and 
Increased the service by the employment 
of l,noo additional men. Not only this, tlie 
municipality introduced a one cent fare, 
hitherto unknown, ami made four cents 
tlie maximum fare. The experiment lias 
proved a success. Tlie city lias made 
money, improved tlie plant and reduced 
the fares. It now carries 300,000 a week 
for one cent fares, and 2,000 for four cent 
fares. Tlie next 'step will be to abolish all 
fares above twin cents, and displuce all 
horses by electricity.

The Newton Republican Club held an 
enthusiastic meeting in City Hail, West 
Newton, last evening. The plans of the 
club for the lost month of the campaign 
were laid before tin* meeting by President 
Robert II. Gardiner, and lie urged the 
members to spare no exertion to secure a 
full registration. Reports were received 
from the various wards show ing that large 
numbers ot new names were being placed 
on the lists. 

After the business meeting the president 
announced that three speakers, Hon. A. 1.. 
Harwood of Newton Centre, candidate for 
the senate from the 1st Middlesex district ; 
Mayor Henry E. Cobb and lion. Charles 
F. Sprague of Brookline, would address 
the meeting on the issues of the campaign. 
In conclusion lie introduced Mr. Harwood, 
who said. In part: 

“We are fortunate that in Newton wo 
are working among business men. No 
class of men feels more deeply what the 
result of Republican defeat will be than 
the business men. They have never been 
so deeply and thoroughly stirred, or so 
ijeenly in earnest as today. 

“The Republican party has proved itself 
capable of meeting any emergency. We 
are now at a crisis where we want to place 
the government in the hands of the party 
which has successfully met every emer¬ 
gency which it has been called upon to 
face, not into the hands of the party which 
has proved itself incompetent.’’ 

Mayor Ilenrv E. Cobb said; 

“I congratulate you that you have this 
year an issue that is not a mere question 
of party policy, but of high principle. 
No honest man can hesitate in this 
crisis.” 

Senator Charles F. Sprague, candi¬ 
date for congress from the 11th district, 
said: 

“It is no use for me to speak to such a 
company as this of sound currency or the 
principles of protection. You have 
already lmd them thoroughly explained to 
you and understand them all. 

“There is an important feature of this 
state campaign which may be lost sight of 
in the consideration of national issues. I 
refer to the question of biennial elections. 
It means, if adopted this fall, that begin¬ 
ning in 18 i*s we will elect our state officers 
for two years. 

“Frequent elections disturb business. 
In off years it is hard to jxet voters to at¬ 
tend the caucuses, and it is a well known 
fact that in presidential and congressional 
years better men are selected in the 
primaries. The elections cost the state 
each year $250,000, and the practice in 
country districts of giving the representa¬ 
tive in rotation to each town diminishes 
the influence of that representative in the 
legislature. With two sessions of the 
same legislature we would have fewer laws 
placed on the blue books. The sessions 
would also be shortened. The arguments 
against biennial elections will not hold 
water. They are a success. No state 
which has once tried the system has ever 
gone back.’’ 

Death of Miss Patience P. Ward. 

At Balm beach, Florida, on Tuesday, 
Sept. 22, at the home of her adopted daugh¬ 
ter, Mrs. Enoch Root, the soul of Miss 
Ward took its llight. 

The death of this most estimable lady 
was not a surprise tojier friends, as her 
strength of body and of mind have been 
failing rapidly for some months past. Four 
months ago she was prostrated by a stroke 
of paralysis. Her devoted children, Mr. 
ami Mrs. Root, took her to the mountains 
of Tennessee, in the hope that the change 
would be beneficial, but on the advice of 
physicians returned home lust month. 

Since their return she suffered another 
light stroke, but bore her sufferings as she 
has borne her many years of invalid life, 
without complaint and with a fortitude 
and sweet grace, that was the remark and 
admiration of all who lmd tiie pleasure of 
the dear old lady’s acquaintance.

Thames Watermen. 

At one time, now a century or ntoro ngo, 
the Thames was recognized ns tlio only 
great London tl.or.- rghfnrc. Its banks on 
either side were . tided v. ith I be “stairs” 
of the nobility; its w.iters were covered 
with every kind of craft, from t.'*e gilded 
barge of royalty to tlio nuts, *.skiff or 
wherry. In tliosc days tlio river was pure 
and iindefilcd, and those who lived upon 
its hanks never hesitated to batno there in 
balmy weather, lit those days there was 
no spot in London so picturesquo as the 
Strand, with Its lev l r. rder.s, its shady 
trees o.xteuu .uc to tiie water’s edge, where 
“the river glideth at its own sweet will,” 
and where »..e in. ’uattled turrets of many a 
palace, such as the Savoy, towered artis¬ 
tically lu the background. Flocks of 
swuns sailed t i und fro in spite/if the traf¬ 
fic. They ventured unmolested even below 
the bridge, and the sight of them aud their 
quaint “song” must have been vastly 
agreeable to the Thames watermen and 
their lures. ” Pray, did you come with 
oars on scuffere?” was an everyday ques¬ 
tion. 

Citizen#; spoke of “taking the water” 
very much as wo now speak of taking an 
omnibus or cub. Tlio watermen’s fares 
were regulated by tho company’s printed 
scale of charges, tho Hall of tho Water¬ 
men's company, where all their business 
was transacted, Iming then situated at Cold 
Harbor, neur tho Yintry. Some 40,000 
wutermon were upon tiio rolls of tho com¬ 
pany, liaise of tho king’s court and tho 
nobility being, no doubt, included In this 
number, and tlio company was in a posi¬ 
tion to furnish t!*o navy with as many us 
20,000 men.—C:;..miters’ Journal.

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THF. BANK 1.0T HEARING. 

NEWTON CENTRE AND NEWTON HIGH¬ 
LAND* OPPOSE THE SF.IXtTRK—MEN 
MADE RICH IIY THE UOl I.EVAltD ALSO 
OPPOSE—THE ABETTORS OBJECT TO 
BETTERMENTS—LAWYER TRAVIS DE¬ 
MOLISHES LAWYER DICKINSON’S AKGt - 
MKNT s—LARGE CLAIMS FOR DAMAGES. 


The hearing on the question of seising 
the bank lot under the betterment ftet drew 
a crowd to City Hall, lust Friday evening. 

It was a joint hearing before both branch¬ 
es, and Mayor Cobh presided. 

Attorney Harry W. Mason nppoared ns 
before for the two hanks, and announced 
that the case would be conducted for the 
banks by Martin F. Dickinson, the great 
railroad lawyer. Mr. S. L. Powers ap¬ 
peared for Henry F. Ross, and Mr. Geo. C. 
Travis came as a spectator, but was roused 
by Mr. Dickinson’s remarks to make an 
earnest speech, in which the great railroad 
lawyer got a good deal the worst of it. 

Mr. Mason opened the case by explain-| 
ing that the bank had a deed without any 
restrictions, to the property. He said that 
the hank had made every effort to find out 
the Intentions of the city and had only 
gone ahead after finding out, as they 
thought, that the city did not intend to 
take action. The fact that they had se¬ 
cured a permit from the city to put up a 
building, showed that the city had abun¬ 
dant warning of their intention. 

Mr. Mason then called on several promi¬ 
nent citizens of Newton Centre and New¬ 
ton Highlands, to oppose the taking of the 
lot. 

Mr. Win. E. Webster of Beacon street, 
Newton Centre, thought the road in front 
of the bank was plenty wide enough, and 
that rhe city could not afford such an ex¬ 
penditure. Boston, wealthy jus it is. had 
decided it could not afford to widen Water 
street, a similar case to this, or Tremont 
street, The danger was, with all these ex¬ 
pensive improvements, that Newton would 
become too expensive a city for any but 
millionaires to live in. Newton Centre 
people were dead set against this scheme,

Mr. Adams Clallin of Newton Centre, 
president of the Commonwealth avenue 
street railway, agreed with Mr. Webster, 
that the city could ill afford such an ex¬ 
travagance, and that the widening of the 
street was not a necessity. 

Ex-Alderman Harbaeh of Newton Cen¬ 
tre, who always appears to oppose any im¬ 
provements, opposed this on the ground 
that the city could not afford to do it. 

Ex-Aldernuin Ward of Newton Centre, 
whose farm has been turned into high- 
priced building lots by the new boulevard, 
opposed the scheme as a trustee of the 
Newton Savings bank, and said if the city 
only paid for the land, it would be a 
worse robbery than Bryan's 10 to 1 scheme, 
i Applause and laughter.) • 

Mr. Seward W. Jones of Newton High¬ 
lands, protested against the taking of the 
lot, and said the city was in no position to 
incur such an expense. The bank lot ought 
to be left us it is. 


this land. Wo take the land only, and the 
market value of the land is the damage. 
Nothing is better settled than the fact that 
the city is not liable to the contractor, 
equity and justice may enter in to the case, 
hut all von can do is to follow the law. 

If it was not so, no public improvement 
could ever he carried out, as there must he 
a limit to the liability. When 1 see two in¬ 
stitutions depending on the public for their 
prosperity, come here with a lawyer to 
make such statements, which have no 
hearing on the case, and are only meant to 
intimidate von. it rouses me considerably. 
You have a city solicitor, a wise and safe , 
lawver, who can inform you of the law in , 
this*ease. Over and over again it has been 
decided, our courts are hound by century ] 
(dd decisions, that we must follow our own 
law. Other states have different constitu¬ 
tions and different laws, but they have 
nothing to do with ns, even the United 
States Supreme Court can’t change the fact 
that our state is supreme in such eases. 
When I see such a plan attempted on the 
part of two city institutions to prevent the 
city doing a simple act for justice it makes 
me indignant, (loud applause.) In this 
case public necessity ami convenience de¬ 
mand the taking of the land, there is no 
sentiment about it, your duty is to make 
the street wide enough so public travel can 
get through. The question to-night is, is it 
wise to take this land under the betterment 
act. 1 bate to say anything of my friends 
and neighbors who own property abutting 
on this square, but 1 can't help saying this, 
when 1 hear Mr. French and others making 
the statements they do, that the city can’t 
collect betterments unless the property is 
benetitted. Human nature is a curious 
thing, especially when questions arise that 
touch a man's pocket book. Here is one 
man, tin* largest property owner in that 
part of the city, who has invested some 
>_»oo,non there, Mr. Taylor. I should like to 
iiear from him. 

Mr. Taylor said his property would he 
benetitted and he would pay any amount 
the city should assess upon him. 

Mr. ,j. Edward Hills said he had present¬ 
ed the petition from some To prominent 
citizens stating that the widening was a 
public necessity, to provide for the growth 
of the city. Mr. Taylor was a good judge, 
and if lie was willing to be assessed the 
smaller property owners ought to be. Mr. 
Dickinson states that the bank ordered the 
contractor to stop work, but they had not 
done so until notified to do so by the city, 
and in fact the work had only been stopped 
within the last week.

Mr. Dickinson said he was sorry he had 
stirred Mr. Travis up. (Laughter.) The 
courts of other states are availed of in inter¬ 
preting our own law.

You can 
not settle by paying a mere pittance for 
the land. Mr. Taylor can afford to pay 
betterments, as he probably thinks the 
offices in the bunk building might take 
tenants from his own offices. He says he 
will pay, but he may talk differently when 
the time for payment comes. 

Mr. Taylor here arose and gravely said 
that he had never refused to pay any bet¬ 
terments assessed upon him. and was per¬ 
fectly willing to pay his full share for this 
great public improvement.

An order was passed recommending the 
laying out and construction of Border 
street; for a 8500 bond issue on the high 
school furniture removal expense. 82000 
was temporarily transferred from the city 
loans to miscellaneous expenses. The re¬ 
port of the highway committee recommend 
ing a crossing on Hammond street was ac¬ 
cepted.

THE ABUTTORS. 

All the abuttorsbut Mr. Taylor, who has 
changed that section from a aest of old 
rookeries, to a modern and prosperous 
looking business center, opposed the seiz¬ 
ing of the land.

Mr. John C. Chaffin said that while it 
would be a great benefit to the city to have 
the bank property seized and the street 
widened, he was opposed to taking the 
land under any other conditions than put¬ 
ting the cost in the general tax levy. As 
one of those interested in the Cole's block 
property, he would rather have the bank 
there, 

Mr. J. Henry Bacon, as the proprietor of 
the l.irge dry goods store in Bacon’s block, 
favored having the bank there from a busi¬ 
ness point of view, as it made the nlace a 
business center and the stores would bring 
a larger rental on that account. 

ATTORNEY M. F. DICKINSON 

of Boston, appeared for the two banks, and 
made a lengthy address. He said the 
hanks had used all due care in trying to 
» litul out the intentions of the city, and read 
in mi the state constitution to show tliut 
they were entitled to reasonable compensa- 
ti -n. It had been claimed that the city 
u ls restricted to the value of the land 
alone, but this was wrong, as regard would 
be had to all damages, and the rights of 
property owners were fujlv protected by 
law, and a full and fair equivalent must be 
given. Many tilings besides the mere 
money value would be considered, and the 
bank would not be satisfied with merely 85 
or S'! a foot, and you need not hug tha 1 . * de¬ 
lusion. He then quoted from a railroad 
decision in Illinois to prove this. The 
bank, lie said, had stopped work when 
they found the city was goiug to take the 
land. The lamages inns be high and 
825.000 would not begin to cover it. lie 
had had looked up 35 cases similar in the 
state, but in none that lie could find had 
the questions urisen that must be decided 
in this, as a case exactly like this had not

appeared for Henry F. Ross, the con¬ 
tractor for the bank building, and said that 
to say that the city was not liable to the 
builder, opened the question whether the 
bank was liable. It is no fault of ours that 
the contract is broken, and the bank says it 
is no fault of theirs, and thus $30,000 is 
taken right out of Mr. Ross’s pocket. I be¬ 
lieve this to be a great public Improvement, 

1 signed the petition for it. but I don’t be¬ 
lieve that any one should be robbed by the 
city. It has no moral right to take property 
without a fair and just compensation. I 
pay a tax which is heavy and burdensome 
to me. but I have never seen a tax that I 
would not rather have doubled than to 
have the city act unjustly in such a case. 
Mr. Ross wants only a fair and just com¬ 
pensation for the damages actually sus¬ 
tained. either from the bank or the eity. 
He don’t want to make anything out of the 
city, but he don’t want to lose the money 
he has actually expended. 

Councilman Hutchinson asked if the city 
could take the land and make good any 
one's loss legally. 

Mr.Bow ers w as hardly prepared to decide 
that question. 

Mr. Walter U. Lawson asked why could 
the bunk not put the same building on 
some other lot '.’ 

Mr. Bow ers said Mr.Ross only had a con 
tract to place it there, but the building 
would not fit any other lot. 

Mr. Preston, the architect, said that it 
would hardly be possible to find another 
lnt of the same shape, and it would not bo 
adapted to any other lot. The stones were 
all out to fit that lot, and the terra cotta 
was all made for that lot. 

Mr. E. J. 11. Estabrook suggested that 
the building might be moved nearer to' Hall 
street, and so widen Washington street, 
leaving Hall street us it is at present. 

Mr. Preston thought possibly this could 
be done. 

Mr. Lawson said lie had been in many 
cities and seen many bank buildings, but 
lie must say this was the most inaccessible 
building he had ever seen. You can’t get 
to it without crossing a street, no one ever 
passes along the walk in front of it, and 
tor any kind of retail business the lot 
would be worth nothing, a man with a 
store in such a place could not make enough 
ti> pay his gas bill. The bank could get 
plenty of land more suitable and better 
adapted for business purposes, and instead 
of being worth $5 or 8d a foot, he did not 
think it was worth 82. It had an old stable 
directly opposite, and was not worth half 
the price of the land across Washington 
street. 

Mr. Bowers said that the city ought to 
see that Mr. Ross’ loss was made good. 
In answer to Alderman Tolman, he said

This statement caused great 
laughter, at which Mr. Dickinson seemed 
nuzzled, but he soon caught on and ex¬ 
plained tliut lie meant, that policemen were 
not plenty,and people went to bed .->o early, 
tliut a free field was left for burglars.

Why Not Compromise? 

To the Editor of the GiLvi'inc:— 

It 1ms been suggested that a compromise 
might be reached in regard to the bank 
lot. I'he banks of course do not want to 
make money out of the city, or wish any¬ 
thing else than to be treated fairly. The 
old bank lot, although a prominent loca¬ 
tion from being in the middle t>f tlie street, 
had its disadvantages, it was dirty and 
noisy, and a building would be almost un¬ 
inhabitable if surrounded by a railroad 
track, as is proposed. No carriage could 
stop at the door, or anywhere in front of 
the bank premises,and every customer now 
lias to cross the street to get to it, and run 
tlie risk of being run over by teams, elec¬ 
tric cars and bicycles. 

All tlie bunk wants is a lot in some con¬ 
spicuous and central place, and they would 
save a great deal of money in putting up 
their new building by having it m another 
location. 

Why not compromise tlie matter, let the 
city buy another lot, there are many cen¬ 
tral ones in tlie market, and give it to the 
banks in exchange for tlie present lot, and 
settle the whole mutter in that way to the 
satisfaction of every one’.' 'I'he bank 
would bo even better off than they are 
now, as a regular shaped building could be 
put up for much less than the one they pro¬ 
posed, and the city and tlie banks could di¬ 
vide the payment of the actual loss to the 
contractor between them. 

Now that tlie lot is vacant, and people 
have seen what a great improvement it 
would be to have it included in the street 
where it belongs, no one will ever be 
satisfied to have it built upon, and the 
streets blocked up. 

The banks are of course more or less de¬ 
pendent upon popular favor, they depend 
upon the public tor their prosperity, just 
like other branches of business, and they 
do not wish to, uud cannot afford to offend 
public sentiment, or put any needless ob¬ 
stacles in tlie way of this great public im¬ 
provement. 

A building on tlie bank grounds, jutting 
out into the streets on all sides, would lie 
a public eyesore, no matter how beautiful 
the building was, and it would lie a hand¬ 
some tiling for all parties to show an oblig¬ 
ing spirit, und come to some reasonable 
compromise upon this matter. Things 
have gone so far now, that neither the city 
government nor the bank people, nor tlie 
contractor can afford to have all this agita¬ 
tion come to nothing, and allow tin* lot to 
be built upou.

AT WOODLAND PARK 


Mil. K. L. PICKARD OIVKH A DINNEIl TO 
THE DKLKOATKR TO TIIK HKIM’IILIL'AN 
CITY CONVENTION. 


Mr. Edward L. Pickard, who was nomi¬ 
nated for representative at the recent Re¬ 
publican convention, wave a dinner Tues- 
day evening, to the delegates, ami many of 
Ills friends, from all parts of the city, wore 
among the guests. Senator Sprague, our 
nominee for Congress was there, also 
Mr. Harwood, who 1ms been nominated 
for Senator from this district, and Mr. 
Hayward of Newton Highlands, was was 
nominated with Mr. Piokard. 

After the reception of the guests hy the 
host of the evening, they were ushered 
into the spacious dining room, where 
tables were set for some 125 gentlemen. 
The dinner was served in Landlord Lee’s 
excellent style, and left nothing to be de¬ 
sired. 

With the appearance of coffee and cigars 
Judge Kennedy was appointed as toast¬ 
master. and some interesting speeches 
were made, the speakers being called upon 
in a few happy words of introduction. 
.Judge Kennedy said in opening that those 
present could not help a feeling of sadness, 
in thinking of one who was to have been 
present, Alderman Noyes, and lie paid a 
worthy tribute to his many sterling ouali- 
ties. He then went on to speak of the 
coming election, especially as regards the 
(Jreat and (General Court. He said that 
commencing in 1(589 with Ensign .John 
Ward, the gentlemen who had been elect¬ 
ed had been of tlie highest standing. 
Newton had been exceedingly fortunate in 
having such good material to draw from, 
and lie felt that this year no mistake had 
been made in nominating the present candi¬ 
dates. In 1089 the tax levy was £20, this 
year it runs np to $000,000, so it would bo 
seen that matters were progressing at a 
rapid rate. 

Air. Pickard, with Ills many good quali¬ 
ties, was just the man needed at the pres¬ 
ent time. He was one timt all could he 
sure of, and a man who knows just where 
he is at. He was a gentleman who was*very 
positive and could be relied on to look after 
the interests of the city, as well as those of 
the state, in the legislature. 

Mr. E. L. Pickard amid great applause 
was then introduced, and opened his re¬ 
marks by saying: 

Fellow citizens and Republicans of New¬ 
ton, it gives me great pleasure to see so 
many of you here this stormy evening. 
Perhaps some of you were not always Re¬ 
publicans, but thank God, there is not a 
Bryan man among us now. He then went 
on to say that he weleomed them all, those 
who had voted against him, as cordially as 
those who had voted for him. 

He had prepared a long speech but had 
changed his mind, and would only just say 
a few words respecting the coming elec¬ 
tion. All know how Massachusetts was 
going in the coming election. The great 
question was, how was the country at 
large going. 

Tlie important thing was good sound 
government and sound money. The great 
question before the people is whether we 
shall have a government that protects 
rights, and its citizens, and one that puts 
down tlie idea of state rights, that had been 
gradually creeping in. He then went on to 
speak of the state of atlairs in Illinois, and 
spoke very strongly in favor of the stand 
that President Cleveland had taken on the 
money (piestion. 

He did not hope to till the position if 
elected, as well as others had done before 
him, but so far as lay in his power he 
would do everything to advance the inter¬ 
ests of Newton and of his state. 

Hon. Charles F. Sprague was tho next 
speaker. He thanked all for their greeting 
and the way in which they had received 
him into their wigwam,as it were. He did 
not think it in order to speak of national or 
state affairs, but thought it would be well 
to say a few Avoids regarding the Metro¬ 
politan Park system, Avhioh was now inter¬ 
esting the people of this section of Massa¬ 
chusetts. Last year.while he was chairman 
of the Metropolitan Park Commission, 
they Avere Avaited upon by a party of gen¬ 
tlemen, avIio Avished that something be 
done tOAvard improving the banks of the 
Charles riA f er. but tlie commission Avere un¬ 
able to appropriate a very large sum of 
money, as they had a lot of other Avork on 
hand. 

Unfortunately Avlien the bill finally came 
up before the legislature, it Avas put back 
by that body to the year moo. 

Representatives elected this year have a 
chance to get this act revoked on asking 
for a new appropriation, it seemed to him 
if the state had a few less institutions aud 
reformatories, and more parks and athletic 
grounds, that it Avould be a great benefit. 
The Back Bay fens, aud Charlesbauk park 
and tlie many other parks of the Metropoli¬ 
tan system, Avere to him like a string of 
jeAvels about the city of Boston, but the 
principal jewel of tho string, tlie Improve- 
raent of the banks of the Charles below 
WatertoAvn, was missing. , He thought 
that the city of NeAvton’s affairs Avould lie 
safe in the hands of tivo such able renre- 
sentatives as Mr. Pickard and Mr. ilay- 
Avard, aud predicted that botli gentlemen 
would be elected by a large majority. 

Mr. A. F. IlarAvood of Newton Centre 
said it Avas a great honor to be a member 
of the government, but it was a special 
honor to him to lie nominated to represent 
a constituency like NeAvton. It is true that 
tlie Avork of the coming legislature will be 
a great one. There are already in sight a 
large number of important questions, not 
only questions concerning the improvement 
of the Charles river banks, out many 
others of the greatest importance. During 
the lust session of the legislature, a special 
committee appeared before the legislature 
and asked that the various charitable in¬ 
stitutions of the state bo investigated. This 
is a very important work, for as good as 
the charitable institutions are, yet there is 
room for many reforms to be made. 

Another question is the condition of 
county affairs, very little changes having 
been made in the laws regarding county 
matters, for a long period of years. He 
did not think tlie laws had kept pace Avitli 
that department of our government. 

Another matter demanding immediate 
attention Avas the election laws, especially 
those pertaining to caucuses. Tho caucus 
act of 1895 needs considerable remodeling, 
as in many ways it had fell fur short of the 
original intention of its framers. One de¬ 
fect. as regards the Republican party is the 
enrolment act, ivhicli allows the party in 
power to repeal the enrolment if they so 
desired. Surely there avus something 
wrong when in the 9th ward, at tho last 
election, some 20 or :u» knoAvn Republicans 
were refused the right to vote. It should 
be made an impossibility to have repeat¬ 
ing. In one ward there were several cases, 
at the last election, ivhere some men re¬ 
pealed us many as six times. 

After touching on the matter of state 
roads and the evils of passing bills through 
the legislature for good felloivship sake, 
the speaker closed his remarks by saying 
that he wished that all constituencies 
might be like that of Newtou, for Avere 
they, there would be no doubt as to the 
future prosperity of the statu uud country 
at large. 

Mr.A.F. Hayward of Nuivton Highlands, 
avIio was nomiuatud to serve with Mr. F. I.. 
Rickard, avus the next speaker. He said 
he thanked them very much for giving him 
the nomination, and if the citizens ratified 
their action at the polls, he promised to do 
the best lie could for the interests of the 
city of Newton. It hud been stated in one 
of the local papers that it was a great mis¬ 
take to have nominated a gentleman from 
..nr of the«• 1 1 > 'a rural districts, but that r» 

mains to be seen, lie avus not a politician 
but as a Republican he believed injustice, 
equity aud righteousness, on Avhioh stones 
the Republican platform was laid. He 
heartily thanked all present for the oppor¬ 
tunity to see them, ami the confidence that 
had been placed on him. 

Mr.K. B. Haskell of Aubuindule.the next 
speaker, said he had been u wanderer Avilh 
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his vote for years, in trying to find just 
such a man as Mr. Pickard to vote for. Ho 
considered him very public spirited, and if 
he stayed on tho right side ho would do 
good work. As a member of the Metro¬ 
politan Park Commission, it gave him great 
pleasure to say that every member of the 
commission was In favor of the Charles 
River Improvement. Tho last legislature 
did a very peculiar thing. It appropriated 
$10,000 for the work of the commission 
Avitli one hand, aud pulled it tiAvay again 
Avith the other. He honed next year that 
they might do better. The delay avus not 
all caused by a lack of money, as they did 
not require so very much, but it was 
oAving to the selfish interests of people 
living on the hanks of the river. He 
thought Mr. Pickard would work hard for 
the city in this regard, aud if he did not., 
he should begin to think Mr. Pickard was 
a Democrat. 

Speeches were also made hy Mr. Robert L. 
Gardner, Mr. Samuel L. Powers and Mayor 
Cobh, all of which were received with 
cheers and the greatest enthusiasm. Con¬ 
gratulatory letters Avere also received and 
read from Hon. .J. R. Leeson, Winfield S. 
Slocum and several others who Avere unable 
to lie present. During the evening several 
musical selections, suitable to tlie occasion, 
Avere rendered hy tlie Apollo Quartet.

LETTER FROM MR. LANGFORD.

Among the many causes that av ill engage 
the atention of our legislators, there is one 
which I desire to bring before you at this 
time, in which I am deeply interested, not 
from any selfish standpoint, but on account 
of Avliat I feel is of vital importance to tlie 
Avelfare of our city. It was for this cause 
that 1 consented to stand before you as a 
candidate for representative to tlie General 
Court, and if for a momenta disappoint¬ 
ment avus felt by friends of tlie cause, that 
possibly my non-selection to represent mir 
city might endanger the success of that 
cause, I noAV feel that it may prove a bless¬ 
ing, and through it avc may unite our city 
in a Avork that should engage our deepest 
thought and most earnest efforts. 

Tlie cause I refer to, is tlie improvement 
of the Charles River along the lines set 
forth and recommended by the Metropoli¬ 
tan Park Commission and State Board of 
Health, from Boston to Mother brook at 
Dedham. Tlie importance of this Avork 
can only be fully realized Avlien one has 
entered deeply into tlie subject, but that it 
is of vital importance to our city I feel 
sure you av ill all realize, when you have 
given but u fractional part of the time and 
attention to the subject, that some of us in¬ 
terested therein have given thereto. 

1 Avill not enter as fully into a description 
of the Avork us I would gladly do Avere I 
nresent before you, but I av ill say that tlie 
’liarles River water parkAvay projected by 
the Metropolitan Park Commission and 
pronounced by the State Board of Health 
as a necessity from a sanitary standpoint 
for the health of tlie community along tlie 
banks of the Charles, av ill when the plans 
laid out are accomplished, not only firing 
health to our city, but bring Avith it an at¬ 
tractiveness timt will make Newton what 
no other improvement can possibly make. 

Think of tlie eleven miles of river front¬ 
age which border three shies of our city, in 
its present condition, and then think of it, 
Avlien that frontage is devoted to public 
uses and the surroundings of its manufac¬ 
tories made sightly as Avell as useful. 
Think of it when its natural be uties are 
preserved for all time and its Avaste places 
made beautiful, its sanitary condition made 
aR that Ave can desire. Think of its waters 
from mouth to source maintained at a 
fixed level, so that unsightly and unhealthy 
banks may be made sightly and healthful: 
think of tlie pleasure Avhieli these retained 
waters will give to our community for 
sports at all seasons of tlie year, and tlie 
delight its batiks av ill afford to our people, 
with Avalks and drives aud shady nooks, 
places of rest and pleasure for people to 
Avitness those sports, all guarded and pre¬ 
served by the Metropolitan Park Commis¬ 
sion for public use, and then think that 
this grand Avuter parkAvay is in the center 
of and is designed to be connected Avitli the 
grandest system of parks ami boulevards 
that has ever been projected in this, or any 
other country, a system forming a semi¬ 
circle some forty miles in length, reaching 
from ocean to ocean, witli mountain and 
vale, Avitli tangle wood aud open limns, 
with tlie Avild and Aveird in nature mingled 
Avitli tlie culm and restful, all interspersed 
Avitli brooks, ponds, lakes, and in tin* cen¬ 
ter of all. the historic Charles transformed 
aud preserved for ever for public use and 
enjoyment, and av i 11 realize how deep is my 
interest in having this work accomplished, 
in having the lands which border the river 
secured before any more of tiie natural 
beauties are destroyed, and before the 
value <>f those lands are appreciated to a 
price that will preclude their devotion to 
this public use. 

Can this grand project lie accomplished 
ami Newton not realize through it great 
benefits? Can she afford to neglect for a 
day the putting forth of every effort for its 
accomplishment? What city in our Com¬ 
monwealth is more highly favored by 
nature, what city contains grander possi¬ 
bilities? It remains for tin* people to real¬ 
ize Avliat is before her und bring health 
und wealth to our city. 

It was for this cause tliut 1 consented to 
accept at your hands a nomination for 
representative to tho General Court, be¬ 
cause I realized how great Avere tlie necessi¬ 
ties, how great tlie benefits which would 
uccrue to us and how great tlie demands 
upon tlie legislature for appropriations to 
curry forivurd this grand project in tlie 
various parts of tlie Metropolitan district. 

I realized that only hy earnest Avork could 
avo dniAv from the treasury of the Com¬ 
monwealth tlie needed money to carry out 
timt purt of tlie project, which directly ap¬ 
pealed to and Avould specially benefit us, 
timt oilier municipalities realized the great 
benefits to accrue to them,pushing forward 
the work in their midst, ami were seeking 
every available public dollar'for tliut use. 

1 realized that each year it became harder 
and harder to gain tlie needed money from 
the state aud that if wo ever were to suc¬ 
ceed in gaining this great improvement, we 
must put forth earnest, united efforts in tlie 
legislature of 1897, or it might bo too late, 
for already a claim hud been put forth 
which if realized, might have a tendency to 
place a cheek upon appropriations for any 
part of tliis grand project. 

Mi experience in connection w it li tlie 
legislature upon this subject hud taught 
me that in order to succeed, we must have 
in tliut General Court men devoted to this 
cause, men who were not only interested 
therein, hut avIiosu time was free to give to 
tlie subject tlie necessary thought, euro ami 
attention to detuils required to insure suc¬ 


cess. Fortunately the gentlemen whom ' 
you have selected to represent our city, 
have the time to give to this subject every | 
attention ivliieh It demands, and I sincere¬ 
ly trust that their efforts to accomplish this 
grand work will find needed support at 
your hands. 

I said before, that 1 regarded their se¬ 
lection as a blessing, because 1 believe 
that you gentlemen, those of you avIio 
have not given to this subject tho full i 
thought and attention it deserves, muv he 
drawn to it and through your chosen i 
representatives, may be able to accomplish 1 
that Avhioh otherwise might he difficult of j 
accomplishment. 

It is my firm conviction that earnest, I 
nctive, united Avork must be put forth to I 
gain the needed money for the legislature ' 
of 1897, to purchase the lands along the I 
river. We have upon tin* board of Metro- i 
poiitati Park Commissioners two gentle- I 
men who are deeply interested in this 
work, Mr. Haskell of Aulmrmftile and Mr. 
Richards of Watertown; these gentlemen 
win lie depended upon to do everything in 
their poAver to carry forward the work 
when tlie necessary appropriations are 
placed at their disposal, tint they win not 
directly secure those appropriations, it is 
against the declared policy of tin* hoard to 
seek at the hands of tlie legislature, money 
for special Avork; they make their general 
recommendations and leaA’e to interested 
parties the solicitation of funds for special 
work. The seeking of appropriations 
must be made by you through your repre¬ 
sentatives in the legislature, remembering 
this, that for every dollar tin* state w ill 
appropriate, there are many applicants for 
that dollar, hence your representatives 
must he strongly supported in their appeal 
before committee, tlie senate and house of 
representatives,and who is so fitted to act as 
that support, as you gentlemen, avIio have 
chosen these representatives to carry for¬ 
ward tlie legislative Avork for our city. 

I therefore ask that you av i 11 all join in this 
good work by forming yourselves tonight 
into a special Charles River Improvement 
committee, and strengthen the hands of 
your representatives and senator in carry¬ 
ing to a successful completion this most de¬ 
sirable Avork for our city. 

As I took my departure from Boston, I 
avus gladdened by the word that the noble 
enterprise projected by Mr. Charles W. 
Hubbard of Weston, Avould probably be 
accomplished this season, that tlie Metro¬ 
politan Park Commission would probably 
purchase a part at least of tlie necessary 
lands to secure in addition to tlie generous 
offer of Mr. Hubbard and Mr. Francis 
Blake, three (3) miles of river frontage op¬ 
posite Riverside at one of tlie choicest parts 
of tlie river. May the goon avoir go 
speedily forward. 

Extending to your host and to our neAvly 
chosen senator and representatives, my 
congratulations and earnest support in 
every good Avork, and hoping that it may 
please you by. organization to forward the 
improvement of tlie Charles River, I am 
in tlie earnest hope of success for our 
common cause.

THE BANK LOT HEARING. 


The hearing on taking the bank lot under 
the betternuMit act was an interesting one, 
though most of the speakers wandered far 
from the subject in hand. 

Mr. M. F. Dickinson, the famous West 
End lawyer, who appeared for the two 
banks, might be called the star of the 
evening, though like most of the outside 
lawyers wh > are hired to appear before 
our city council, he did not make a favor¬ 
able impression upon the council, and his 
speech had very little to do with the special 
subject of the hearing. His quotations of 
railroad cases in other states were shown 
by Mr. Travis to have nothing to do with 
our state law, and no bearing on the case 
under consideration, and every one enjoyed 
the neat way in which Mr. Travis demol¬ 
ished the whole framework of his argu¬ 
ment. 

As Mr. Dickinson himself said, at the be¬ 
ginning, he knew very little of the case, 
and his speech made a bad impression. 
The Newton city council is composed of 
shrewd and intelligent men, capable of 
passing judgment on any case that comes 
before them, and it is always a mistake for 
a lawyer, no matter how famous he may 
be, to treat them as if they were the aver¬ 
age jury, or to try to have them take mere 
assertion for fact. There has hardly been 
a case before the city council since the be¬ 
ginning of the city,when an outside lawyer 
did not injure rather than help any case in 
which he appeared. Whether it is because 
they are careless, and do not take pains to 
suit their arguments to their audience, or 
because the average jury lawyer is unfitted 
to appear before a legislative body, the fact 
remains that it is not good policy to go out¬ 
side of our own city for legal assistance. 

The address of Mr. Powers, for instance, 
was in strong contrast to that of Mr. Dick¬ 
inson, and he not .only avoided arousing 
any antagonisms but excited a good deal of 
sympathy for liis'client. He caused every 
one to feel that his case was presented very 
fairly and houestly, and that it was only 
just that Mr. Ross should be reimbursed 
for his actual losses. Mr. Dickinson could 
learn a profitable lesson from Mr. Powers, 
who 1ms few equals as a speaker before 
legislative bodies. 

Mr. Travis’ reply to Mr. Dickinson was as 
perfect a sample of the good-natured way 
in which one lawyer cun use up another, as 
one often hears, ami thereare probably few 
men who are better authorities on the laws 
of Massachusetts than he. The effect of 
that part of the hearing was to leave the 
case in worse condition for the banks thuu 
before it began, but the banks ought not to 
be held responsible for the unpleasant way 
in which their attorney put their case. 

As for the other speakers, It was rather 
of a surprise when men were called to pro¬ 
test against widening the street, as that 
part of the case was closed at the former 
hearing, and it was still more surprising 
that citizens of Newton Centre and Newton 
Highlands should appear in remonstrance. 
One of them had his farm chuuged int i 
high (triced building lots by the laying out 
of the new boulevard, which wus a specu¬ 
lative improvement and not u public neces¬ 
sity. After all his activity in favor of that 
improvement, he was hardly in a position 
to protest against any needed improvement 
elsewhere in the city. 

Ex-Alderman Harbach’s protest was ex¬ 
pected, as he always objects to every im¬ 
provement, and a houriug without his pro¬ 
test would hardly be considered legal. 

Of the abuttors on the square, Mr.Taylor 
was the only one who favored seizing the 
laud under the betterment act, und he paid 
a large price for his land, ami will have 
nearly as much property as all the rest 
combined, when his new buildings ure 
completed. As for the statements made by 
the others, that they would be damaged in¬ 
stead of beuetitted by the removul of the 
bun 1 ;, that, as Mr. Travis said, is suscepti¬ 
ble of proof, and if they are not benefitted 
they will not have to pay an assessment. 

No action was taken on the mutter, Mon¬ 
day evening, and as fai as the hearing Is 
concerned, the mutter seems to be left in 
about the same condition it was before, al* 
though the common council put itself on 
record us opposed to the payment of dam¬ 
ages, above the price of. the laud. 


ALBERT F. NOYES. 


The sudden death of Alderman Albert 
K. Noyes was a great shock to his friends 
in Newton, coming us it did without thu 
slightest warning. Having been so long 
connected with the city, Mr. Noyes had 
friends in all purts of Newton, ami the 
sorrow for his untimely death bus been 
deep and sincere. 

The loss to the city is a very great one, 
as in his service us uldermau Mr. Noyes 
has been u vuluuble official, his inlimatu 
knowledge of all parts of Newton making 
him un authority on most mutters that 
came up for legislation, und he 1ms saved 


the city many thousands of dollars by such 
knowledge, the most well-known instance 
being In regard to the widening of 
Iloylston street, which was defeated some 
time ago. The owners of property there 
had offered the city the land If they would 
widen the street, and as this seemed very 
generous It was about to accept, when Mr. 
Noyes informed the board that the land to 
he given consisted for a long distance of a 
high ledge of rocks, to excavate which to 
tne street grade would cost a large for¬ 
tune. Many other Instances could be cited 
of where his knowledge of the topography 
of the city was of great value. 

During his 17 years of service in the city 
engineer's office, Mr. Noyes designed many 
important works, and was a very hard- 
worked official, as he had charge of the 
plans for the sewer system, the surface 
drainage, the new filter basin and covered 
reservoir, and other improvements of great 
importance to the city. His work was al¬ 
ways carefully done, and he was one of the 
most valuable officials the city has ever 
had. 

The estimation in which he was held by 
the outside public was shown by his being 
elected a member of the Metropolitan 
Sewer Commission, and by the fact that ho 
was elected to the highest office in the 
New England society of civil engineers. 

Personally Mr. Noyes was of such a 
character as to make warm friends, and 
his genial disposition always made It a 
pleasure to meet him. IIo possessed the 
respect of all who knew him, and the 
warm friendship of those who knew him 
intimately. lie leaves a record that may 
well he a source of pride to his family, 
who have been cast into such deep sorrow 
by the sudden loss of a loving husband 
and father. They will have the sympathy 
of the entire city in their terrible afflic¬ 
tion. 


Next Monday evening, the fate of the 
bank lot will be decided. From present in¬ 
dications it promises to be a case of great 
cry and little wool. It will certainly cost 
more than $‘25,000, and there are votes 
enough from the south side of the city to 
defeat it unless some guarantee is given by 
men of Wards One and Seven that they 
will be responsible for all in excess of that 
sum. Such men have not yet appeared, 
and there is not much likelihood of their 
doing so. The great trouble is that no 
definite sum can be named as the cost of 
the great and much-needed improvement. 
Mr. Ross claims at least $22,000, ami both 
the banks will want about $25,ooo, but if 
there is to be any chance for the plan to go 
through, the committee appointed should 
be prepared to give the exact figures neces¬ 
sary. The city does not want to run the 
risk of a suit, as the experience of the lay¬ 
ing out of the Jamaica Plain boulevard is 
recalled by many. In one case there, not 
to mention others, a man was awarded 
$17,000, and the jury gave him $05,000, and 
Newton does not want any such experience 
as that. The bank lot now is right in the 
middle of the street and a building there, 
no matter how handsome it might be, 
would be a continual eyesore. Besides, 
with a railway truck around it, and all the 
n vise therefrom, it would not be a very de¬ 
sirable place for business, even if the 
building did block the street, so that no 
one could fail to see it. It is much to be 
hoped that the lot will he taken, but unless 
something practical is done before Monday 
night, there is very little prospect of it. 


Death of Albert F. Noyes. 

The startling news came to the city, 
Monday morning, that Alderman Albert F. 
Noyes had dropped dead in the Park 
Square Railroad station in Boston. He 
had just entered the station to take a train 
for Dedham, that was to leave about 8.30. 
Medical Examiner Draper, who wus sent 
for, pronounced it a case of heart disease. 

As soon as notice was received at City 
Hall, the Hags on public buildings through¬ 
out the city were raised at half staff, and 
the bells on the lire department houses 
were tolled. A special meeting of both 
branches of the city council was called for 
Monday evening by Mayor Henry E. Cobb 
and appropriate action was taken. 

As city engineer of Newton, Mr. Noyes 
was the designer of many important public 
works, including the covered high service 
reservoir and the filter gallery plant at 
Newton Upper Falls. He was also in 
charge of the construction of the city’s 
sewer system, and was widely knownas 
the originator of a plan for utilizing natural 
water courses for surface drainage in eon- 
; unction with a general boulevard system. 

. This plan has been put in practical opera¬ 
tion in Newton in the case of the Cheese¬ 
cake brook and Laundry brook boulevards. 

Mr. Noyes was elected to the board of 
aldermen in 1805, and had been one of the 
most valuable members of that body. 

He w as horn in Boston in 1850, but at an 
early age moved with his parents to Mel- 
; rose. 

He was educated in the public schools of 
Melrose and at the Lawrence Scientific 
' school in Cambridge. 

In 1807 lie became attached to the city 
engineer's office in Newton, and two years 
later he became the city engineer. 

lie remained in that position for 17 years 
umi was held in very high esteem by the 
city authorities. In 1803 he was up pointed 
assistant chief engineer of the state board 
of health, and in IH05, he was appointed a 
member of the Metropolitan Sewer Com¬ 
mission, to succeed Harvey N. Collison. 
He investigated the scheme for the pro¬ 
posed Metropolitan water supidy, and 
helped make the plans for the Metropoli¬ 
tan w ater supply and drainage. 

He has bpen president of the New Eng¬ 
land society of civil engineers, and ulso 
president ot the New Eiigluml water works 
association, lie was a man of thu strict¬ 
est integrity, popular with his associates, 
and a man w hose judgment was highly re¬ 
garded. 

In 18«.r_» he was appointed us a member of 
tiie first commission to consider the subject 
of the senaiution of grade crossings in the 
city of New ton, the other members of the 
commission being Chats. A. Allen uml Geo. 
S. Rice of Newton. 

His home wus in Auburndale, and lie 
leaves u widow, one son umi three daugh¬ 
ters. one of the lutter being u student at 
Yassar.

STURCK DOWN. 


IN ATTEMPTING TO CROSS THE TRACKS 
TO THE NEWTON STATION N. I*. HAVISOE 
BOSTON WAS RIU.KI) HY AN KXPHI.SS. 


Another mime was added last evening to 
the already long list of those who have 
met death on the tracks of the Boston St 
Albany in Newton, since the work of 
separating grades was begun. 

The victim Is supposed to ho M. Davis of 
the Davis refrigerator company of 41 
Bever'y street, Boston, whose home is in 
Somerville. 

His body, with the head missing, was 
found lying beside the outward bound 
track gshortly before six o’clock by C. 
Josephson, a car repairer from Allston. 
Baggage-master William Donald with 
several others removed the body to the 
baggage room. They discovered the head 
a short distance away. The body was 
badly crushed and it seemed that every 
bone must have been fractured. Death 
was undoubtedly instantaneous. 

The central polico station was notified 
and Medical Examiner Mead summoned. 
He examined the remains and turned them 
over to Undertaker John Flood. 

On the body was found a hank hook 
showing that Mr. Davis hud that day made 
a deposit of over $100, about $0 in 
money, several papers and a ticket from 
New ton to Wellesley dated July 1887. The 
names on the book served to identify the 
remains. 

It is supposed that Mr. Davis attempted 
to w alk around the fence which separates 
the east and westbound tracks, in order to 
take a train for Boston from the southern 
platform. No other theory can account for 
his presence west of the station at the 
time. The train which struck him ap¬ 
proached from behind, und ho was hidden 
from the engineer’s sight by u curve in the 
tracks until the train w as upon him. 

He was struck by the Framingham train, 
w hich leaves Boston, express for Wellesley 
Hills, at 5.1*3 p. m. The train passed 
through Newton at 3.40 last night. The 
first knowledge the trainmen had of the 
accident was when the unfortunate man’s 
umbrella and a package were found on the 
pilot of the engine at South Framingham. 

This morning, the victim of last night's 
sad accident was fully identified as 
Nathaniel 1*. Davis of 7 Myrtle street, 
Boston. Be was engaged in the refrigera¬ 
tor business, us was first supposed. Ilo 
leaves a widow and two sous in Barre, Vt., 
and another son who is u house surgeon in 
the Lynn Hospital. The latter arrived in 
Newton this morning to take charge of the 
remains.

Out' day, when mother had spntmf*to 
pick berries, Felinus seemed especially 
happy.

RIKNMAL Kl.miONS 
Beneficial to Legislation. 

Ore of the strongest reasons for sup- 
lot ting the biennial amendment Is th« 
iee-i of greater experience and greater 
continuity In the legislature—n result 
which, under the proposed biennial 
amendment, would. In our opinion, bo 
achieved much more effectually than at 
present. 

This Is a time of change, and of con¬ 
stant radical changes In legislation, 
t’nder the existing system, as under any 
system of legislation, needs of new legis¬ 
lation are constantly e.rlslng. New mat¬ 
ters must present themselves for the 
first time before some given legislature, 
under whatever system legislatures arc 
elected. 

What, now. de we find to be the case 
under the present system In respect of 
new matters? 

The legislature meets In January; It 
apends months In organization and pre¬ 
liminary hearings, its members do their 
chief work for months In a scattered way 
In committee rooms, and the real work 
of debate and legislation is finally driven 
through with a rush, chlefiy In the clos¬ 
ing part of the session. 

Owing to this faulty method of doing 
business, a new matter of Importance i 9 
often not able, at the first session of its 
presentment, to get a sufficient hearing, 
and goes over to another year The next 
legislature is composed, to a certain ex¬ 
tent, of old members; but the new mem¬ 
bers ure not content to let the old mem¬ 
bers do the legislation. It Is their right 
and their duty and their practice to In¬ 
sist upon being themselves Informed ns i 
to all matters, although presented before, i 
and It Is constantly the practice for one j 
legislature to ignore the views and doings j 
of a previous legislature. This Is no- 1 
torlously the case in respect of reports of 
committees appointed by one legislature j 
lo report to a succeeding legislature. 

What would be the situation, In re¬ 
spect of experience of legislators, and 
In handling such business, under the 
biennial system? In the opening months 
of its first session the legislature could 
do up, once and for all—Cor a period of 
two years—this whole preliminary work 
of organization and of committee hear¬ 
ings. in respect to all matters, except a 
Very few and exceptional matters that 
could not arise until a later stage. All 
work of taking evidence, hearing argu¬ 
ments, and, In general, of preliminary 
treatment, as to the great mass of Im¬ 
portant matters, would be got through I 
with, as it is now, in three or four 
months; then this legislature would 
have, not only the remaining two or 
three months of Its first session In which 
to debate such matters, but It would have 
the whole of Its second session for the j 
debate and consideration of them, in 
legislative session—and not merely In 
committee rooms—free from the delays 
and complications and burdens which 
Invariably now attend the doing of busi¬ 
ness In a single session. 

What is wanted, above all things. Is 
time to organize, time to get the facts, j 
time to think, time to discuss and de¬ 
liberate; and. In that sense, to gain ex¬ 
perience. And we feel that we are jus¬ 
tified In claiming that under biennial 
elections and a two years term legisla¬ 
tion would be materially Improved, and 
prove more satisfactory to our people 
Massachusetts Biennial Election Asso¬ 
ciation, 35 Congress st., Boston. 

CONVINCING REASONS 
Why Massachusetts Should Adopt Then- 
■i in I Elections 

Every state In the Union (43 In all), 
except Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
at the present time, have adopted the 
biennial or less frequent system of elec¬ 
tions. While a few of these states 
adopted this system nt the time their 
governments were established, the 
greater part of the states have made this 
change after an experience of many j 
years under annual elections, and. after 
a thorough trial of the biennial system, 
covering the past 16 to 50 years (the state ! 
of Maine was the last to adopt this sys¬ 
tem in 1880). and a comparison of the 
many advantages which have occurred i 
to these states by this change, the tes- 
timony of their leading public officers, 
and citizens, is practically unanimous^ in 
Its favor, as shov its practical work 
Ing, Its economic-*results, its beneficial 
influence nn 1< gislation. and the measure 
of satiofaction with which the system Is 
xegurded by their people. 

It Is Important to know, also. In 
view of the testimony from the various J 
states of the Union, as to the wisdom ol ] 
adopting and continuing biennial elec¬ 
tions, that the new states of Idaho. Mon¬ 
tana. North and South Dakotu, Wash¬ 
ington. Wyoming and Utah, recently 
admitted Into the Union, after a careful 
examination into the system of elec¬ 
tions in the various states, all adopted . 
and incorporated into their constitu¬ 
tions. the provision providing for bl- : 
ennial elections. 

It will be interesting to note that of the 
45 states of the Union, 20 elect their gov¬ 
ernors and state officers for four years. 

One elects their governor und stute 
officers for three years. 

Twenty-two elect their governors and 
state officers for two years. 

Two (Massachusetts und Rhode Isl¬ 
and) elect their governors and state offi¬ 
cers for one year. 

Forty states elect representatives to 
the legislature for two years. 

Two states elect representatives to the 
legislature for four years. 

Three states elect representatives to 
the legislature for one year. 

Twenty-eight states elect their state 
senators for four years. * 

Forty stub s of the Union conduct a 
state and national c anvass ut the sumo ! 
time, and elect their governors, state j 
officers and legislators, at the same time j 

they elect their members of congress. 

Eight states hold their elections for 1 
stute-* officers and members of . 'ingress ' 
at a different time than presidential 
election, but they elect other Mate and 1 
national officers at the same tlim¬ 
it the grout states of New V n k, Penn¬ 
sylvania, Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa. 
Missouri and others, whic h far . xceed 
our own in population. In manufactur¬ 
ing, in mining and in transportation (in¬ 
cluding river, luke und canal), with all 
the legislation that they Involve, are 
able, wisely und economic-ally under 
biennial, or less frequent elections, to 
conduct their state- affairs to the satis¬ 
faction of their people, why should It be 
nec essary »n a state like- Massachusetts 
to have annual elections and protracted 
sessions of the legislature 7

The following Better to friends in this 
city gives an interesting sketch of an 
American’s experiences in London: 

London, Sept. 20, ’96. 
Sunday morning:—I have had a walk be¬ 
fore breakfast. Upon London, “roaring” 
London on week days, rests a Sabbath 
calm. It reminds one of Wordsworth’s 
lines: 

Great God! the very houses seem asleep, 

Ami alt that mighty heart is still. 
Wordsworth wrote of the city as seen in 
early morning from Westminister Bridge. 
The London of today, taken as a whole, 
might not bear that description, but this 
section will bear it. It may be fur other¬ 
wise in the Whitechapel district, (where 
“.lack the Kipper” did bloody work, and 
defied the London police,! uml in “Seven 
Dials,” but I do not choose to go uml learn, 
being satisfied with wlmt I am told of 
noise and danger there. 

I shall go to St. George’s church, “es¬ 
tablished,” Canon Boyd Carpenter’s. His 
praise is in all the churches. If Dr. Park¬ 
er (Congregatioimlist) were in town, I 
would go to liis “Temple,” and hear the 
man whose sermons are sometimes used by 
others without acknowledgment. 

Later:—I have attended service at St. 
George’s, and I rejoice in having gone 
there. Dr. Carpenter is eloquent. Ilis 
thought is fresh, and his speech a fitting 
vehicle for it, copious, simple, clear. Iiis 
voice is sweet, and his utterance distinct. 
His scholarship leads him to the use of 
pure English. lie uses no notes, but talks, 
with animation, straight to his hearers. 
Text, “That Christ limy dwell in your 
hearts by faith.” I should but do Dr. Car¬ 
penter injustice, if I should try to give you 
even an abstract of the discourse. 

The singing was exquisite. The Doctor 
is himself a line singer, as 1 cun testify, 
having had a very front seat, so near him 
that lie handed me a prayer book, (seeing 
my need of one.) 1 think lie attends per¬ 
sonally to tlie training of liis choristers, 
and they are well trained. They chant the 
psalms and other portions of the service, 
giving throughout such full expression as 1 
have heard no where else, it is no won¬ 
der the house is crowded both morning and 
evening, it was good t«> be there, for the 
house was as nearly the “gate of heaven” 
as any church I have known. 

Monday morning:—Yesterday afternoon 
we spent with friends a short distance out 
of town. The day could not end without 
rain. We thought yesterday morning that 
fine weather lmd come to stay, for the sun 
shone one day and the moon had silvered 
the town one night. Alas! it could not be 
so. Just now there is line promise, and I 
will rely upon it for half a day. 

'l’iie plentiful rains of September (four 
and a half inches up to the 15tli, and much 
since) have so revived the earth that Eng¬ 
land may contest with Ireland the claim of 
being the “Emerald Isle.” “Sweet fields 
stand dressed in living green” on every 
side, a lovely green, differing from the 
green of American fields in the touch of 
yellow which it has. 

In the afternoon we go out about ton 
miles to drive and take tea with friends. 
We shall see Chisellnirst, where the lesser 
Napoleon died, and the monument to liis 
memory, and shall drive over winding 
country roads under overhanging trees, 
and past beautiful farms and English 
homes. This we shall do. sun or rain, and 
sure of the latter. You may assume this to 
be the record of the accomplished deed. 

Seven of us, from this house, rode on top 
of a bus, last Saturday evening, down 
through Whitechapel road to Mile End. 
it was a revelation of how-half of London 
lives. The sight is to be seen Saturday 
nights only. Booths of all descriptions are 
set up along the street, and thousands of 
people, men, women ami children, frequent 
them, buying as they can, what they need. 
Here one sells suspenders warranted to 
straighten and cure humped backs. Here 
one pays for the privilege of shying a 
cocoanut atcocoanuts stuok up on pegs,uml 
taking the one hit and knocked off. There 
one pays for the chance of getting a bit of 
china by tossing a bull into a hole. Meat 
at one stall, old iron at another, onions 
here and cabbage there, dry goods and wet 
goods, all manner of tilings, all along, and 
crowds on and off the sidewalks, jostling 
to and fro, this is what one sees. Wo dis¬ 
mounted, five ladies ami two gentlemen, 
and went into the throng, (valuables left at 
home) and walked, pushing ami pushed, a 
good part of a mile.

The Harvard Newton A. A. game on 
Soldiers’ field Saturday afternoon resulted 
in a victory for the crimson by the score of 
18 to 0. The ideal weather brought out 
about 2600 spectators. The Newton team 
was not so strong as it was expected to be, 
while Harvard was neither so good in de¬ 
fensive as in the Williams game nor so 
strong in offensive as in the Trinity game. 

It was a very simple style of game, no 
tricks nor fakes, no really successful end 
plays, ami no nice interference or blocking. 
The game was directed almost entirely at 
the center and tackles. The men who 
played in these positions, realizing their 
responsibility, frequently got offside and 
held each other so that both sides were 
heavily penalized for this breach of the 
rules, although Newton was the heaviest, 
sufferer. Both elevens fumbled a great 
deal, but Harvard’s turned out most for¬ 
tunately. 

Neither eleven had any team play, the 
Newton men having had little chance to 
perfect any. while the Harvard men are 
not jet well enough tested to settle the 
positions, and this feeling of uncertainty 
makes united action impossible. 

The first half wus pretty much a kicking 
game, in which, notwithstanding that the 
w ind was against them, Harvard had the 
best of it owing to Brown’s good work and 
the fumbling of the Newton backs. 

In the second half the absence of Capt- 
Wrightington behind the line took away 
from Harvard its backbone. Cabot, who 
was acting captain, gave his orders in a 
limp, timid way, while liis own work was 
not such as to give the men confidence. 
For a time the Newton men took advan¬ 
tage of the w eakness of their opponents. 
They aggressively plugged away at the 
tackles for gain after gain until they got the 
ball on Harvard five-yard line. Here 
• Draper’s slowness in punting gave Harvard 
1 the ball and the chance of scoring was lo.st. 
That Harvard did not score again after 
this was due to very poor generalship, for 
the game ended with the ball three yards 
from Newton’s goal line. 

As it was the chief Interest in the game 
centered in Marshall Newell, who played 
right tackle on the Newton eleven. Al¬ 
though he seemed to be paying more atten¬ 
tion to the men in front of him than to the 
ball, lie got the pigskin several times on

fumbles, made several star tackles behind 
tlie line, and took cure of about three men 
in every play. To see him dispose of some 
of the Iliuvard tackles was indeed a treat. 
On him Newton placed most of her reli¬ 
ance, and through the holes made by him 
she made almost all her gains. 

of the other Newton players. Hewes at 
center was perhaps the strongest and most 
effective. Murphy and Clarke showed up 
well on the ends, but not so much on ac¬ 
count of their own strength as because of 
their opponents’ weaknesses. 

Behind the line Nichols, Sears. Taylor, 
Draper and Harris alternated in the three 
positions with such rapid succession that it 
was impossible to keep track of them. 
Draper, though lamentably weak in punt¬ 
ing, rushed well and alw ays kept a cool 
head. His run of 25 yards in the second 
half, made when the Harvard forwards 
were too close to him to allow him to punt, 
was the feature of the game. 

Tlie Harvard eleven, as a whole, did not 
show up so well as in last Wednesday's 
game. The greatest weakness was again 
at the end positions. The ends didn’t seem 
to have the least idea as to how to dispose 
of themselves or a back after they had run 
down on the ball. Either they interfered 
with the catching of a punt by a back on 
the opposite side, or else they were dodged 
by him after lie had caught the ball. Ab¬ 
solutely the only passable plays by the ends 
were Moulton's breaking up the interfer¬ 
ence and tackling Taylor for a loss and fall¬ 
ing on the ball when* Draper fumbled one 
of Brown’s punts. All four ends were 
easily forced out, so that they were respon¬ 
sible for many of the gains which appeared 
to be made through the tackles. 

The tackles, in spite of tlie fact that 
Newell had a snap with Mills and Hough¬ 
ton, did fairly well. Mills was the best 
without any question, making a star tackle 
which prevented Draper fiom making what 
seemed a sure touchdown. < >t' tlie guards 
Norton Shaw played his old steady game, 
with his eyes always on the ball; Jaffray, 
as usual, played high and was a mark. 

Behind tlie line the first set of backs, 
Beale, Wrightington, Cozzens and Brown, 
worked much better than their successors, 
Dibbler, Sullivan, Warren and Cabot. 
When Beale passed the ball, though it was 
pretty slow in coming, it generally came to 
the right place, while when Dibble handled 
it there was no assurance that it was com¬ 
ing at all. Even when it did come it was 
generally on some erratic toss which usual¬ 
ly resulted in a fumble, or in the downing 
of the back for a considerable loss. 

Wrightington* was the surest ground- 
gainer of the six rushers, Cozzeiis and 
Warren ranking next. Cabot, though ap¬ 
parently slower in punting than Brown, 
was less often blocked. Their punts went 
about equally far. but Cabot had the wind 
with him where Brown had to kick against 
it. 

The toss gave Newton the advantage of a 
good breeze, and Harvard the ball. After 
Newton hail twice carried the ball the re¬ 
quired live yards within four downs, Drap¬ 
er .was forced to kick. His high punt fell 
into Wrightington’s hands. But after two 
vain attempts, Harvard, too, was forced to 
punt. Brown’s low twister touched some- 
out* in tiie rush line as it ascended, and 
when it fell Richardson got it on the center 
line. A fumble gave Newton the ball, but 
after Draper Uml made five yards, another 
fumble by Saul gave Norton Shaw a chance 
to get it. 

Brown was called on to punt on the first 
down, and sent the ball to the 15-yard 
line. There Diaper fumbled it, and Moul¬ 
ton captured it. Off-side play of Newton 
udvauced the ball to within five yards of 
the goal line, when Wrightington made the 
first touchdown, from which Brown kicked 
a goal. 

Draper’s kick-off went to Moulton, who 
was downed on the 40-yard line. Brown 
punted to Newton’s 45-yanl line, but Rich¬ 
ardson was in the way of the ball, and Ills 
offense cost Harvard 10 yards. Four downs 
gave Harvard the ball, but it availed little, 
us Saul blocked Brown’s attempt to punt 
on the first down. 

The play was now on Harvard's 40-yard 
line. Alter Taylor hud gained four yards 
and Nichols had been downed for a loss of 
an equal number, a fumble sent the ball 
right over the heads of the players, and 
after an all-liielusive scramble it was de¬ 
clared Harvard’s bull. Then after 15 yards 
had been given Harvard for Newton's oil- 
side playing, Brown punted to the lo-yanl 
line, where Draper was downed in bis 
tracks by Mills. Harvard got the ballon 
four downs. Then two good rushes by 
Wrightington and Cozzens and additions 
for holding ami off-side play brought tlie 
ball near enough to tlie goal lino for 
Wrightington to rush it over. 


The Pingree Potato Patch Scheme Is a Montreal, 
Success in Germany. 

Some years ago, says the London Pall 
Mall Gazette, the Berlin Law Department j 
devised a scheme by which the Poor Law \ 

Department rents land, in 1892 some two j 
two hundred and seventy acres, but con- j 
siderably more now, in the suburbs of ' 

Berlin, divides it into gardens about one j 
tenth of an acre In size, and leases these 
out gratis to the heads of families. The 
Potato Fields is the name given to the 
land, and they among whom it is divided 
are presented with seed potatoes when 
sowing time conies around. Not that they 
need grow potatoes unless they wish to: 
they are free to raise cabbages, turnips, or 
any thing else that serves as wholesome 
food. The cultivation of fiowers is, how¬ 
ever. prohibited. The potato field holders 
are required to cultivate their land care¬ 
fully and to keep it in good condition. 

Should any one of them stint it in the labor 
it needs, should he leave it undug and let 
weeds flourish, he speedily receives a visit 
from the inspector, who is always on the 
alert to relieve of their holdings those who 
do not turn them to good account. Evic¬ 
tions sue however an almost unheard of 
thing in the fields, a word of warning be¬ 
ing, as a rule, quite enough to make the of¬ 
fender mend his ways. Indeed the great 
majority of the holders seem to take a keen 
delight in their work, and they vie with 
each other in trying to get as much out of 
their land as possible. Already in 1892 the 
potato fields were divided into 2,70.3 hold¬ 
ings and each holding was worked by a 
separate family. At that time 11,-343 chil¬ 
dren were in a great measure dependent 
for their food on what the fields yielded 
and since then the number of holdings has 
increased steadily.

ORDER TO SKIZK TIIK NEWTON HANK 
PROPERTY FAILS OF r AS* AG K—LINCOLN 
SCHOOL MATTER SETTLED—NO ACTION 
NECESSARY—LOWER FALLS WANTS EX¬ 
TENSION OF SEWER SYSTEM— >00,500 
FOR NOVEMRKR (MTV EXPENSES. 

The board of aldermen finally settled the 
much discussed question of the seizure of 
the Newton bank property at its special 
meeting, Monday evening, by refusing to 
pass the order for the taking of the land by 
a tie vote. 

The board was callbd to order by Mayor 
Cobb at 7.45, with six members present. 
Several telephone hearings acre opened 
and as no one appeared the hearings were 
closed. 

Election officers were appointed to fill 
vacancies left by resignations received. 

A petition of Lower Falls residents for 
nn extension of the sewer system to their 
village was referred to the committee on 
sewers. 

The petition of Thomas White, an Upper 
Falls druggist, for a sixth classjliquor 
license, was referred to the license com¬ 
mittee. Edward La Croix ami IP others 
petitioned for a concrete sidewalk on 
Bridge street. Referred to the highway 
committee. 

E. E. Hardy and ffO other residents of 
Auburndale petitioned for the widening of 
Auburn street to a width of 05 feet from 
Washington to Melrose street. The peti¬ 
tioners said that at a recent meeting of the 
Auburndale Improvement Society this was 
the sentiment expressed by all present. The 
petition was referred to tho highway com¬ 
mittee. 

C. H. Hunt and 7 others petitioned for a 
concrete crossing on Waverley avenue at 
the junction of Tremont street. It was re¬ 
ferred to the highway committee. A peti¬ 
tion for one street lamp at the same place 
was referred to the street light committee. 
Two street lights to be located on Chestnut 
street, at Fairview and Otis streets, were 
petitioned for and the communication was 
referred to the street light committee. 

Alderman Allen said that Chestnut street 
at these points was exceedingly dark ami 
residents of that section were almost afraid 
to pass through there at a late hour. He 
hoped that the committee would favor the 
granting of the petition. 

C. W.cLeatherbee and others petitioned 
that a tire alarm signal station be located 
at tho corner of Austin and Greenwood 
streets. Referred to the tire committee. 
Petitions for street lights were received 
and referred to the street light committee 
as follows: For arc lights on Austin street 
extension, for arc lights on Otis street at 
the junction of Hillside avenue, Fountain 
and Forest streets, for two arc lights on 
Waban avenue, for one on Holland road, 
for several on Clark street and Auburndale 
avenue. 

The telephone company was granted a 
hearing November 3rd on its petition for 
pole and wire loeations on River street. 
The gas company was granted a hearing on 
the same date on its petition for location on 
Commonwealth avenue near Austin street. 
A. D. Putney and others petitioned for a 
concrete crossing on Stonuisli street. Re¬ 
ferred to the highway committee. James 
Lynch’s petition for a junk license was re¬ 
ferred to the license committee. 

In a communication to the mayor Alden 
Speare protested against the seizure of the 
Newton bank property. 

The sewer committee reported favorably 
on the petition for a sewer location on 
Highland street and advised that the pray¬ 
er of tile petitioners be granted. The 
public property committee, to which was 
referred the petition of the school board for 
sanitary improvements in the Lincoln 
school building, reported no action neces¬ 
sary, as the building was in a satisfactory 
sanitary condition. 

Alderman Toliimn said that the water 
test hud been applied to the pipes with 
satisfactory results. 

Orders were adopted on the recommen¬ 
dation of the highway committee for the 
laying out of Pemberton street and provid¬ 
ing for the extension of the Cheesecake 
brook boulevard from Watertown to Eddy 
street. 

The committee reported that the petition¬ 
ers for the laying out of Clark street, 
Washington avenue, Staaiford and West 
Pine streets be granted leave to withdraw. 

The water board was authorized to lay 
iiiuius in Fuller terrace. Highland avenue, 
Russell road and Williams street at an ex¬ 
pense of $1010. It was also authorized to 
purchase special pipe and castings at an ex¬ 
pense of $2100. 

Hearings wereordered for November 3rd 
on the laying out of Pemberton street from 
Common wealth avenue to Woodland road, 
and on the proposed Cheesecake brook 
boulevard extension. 

An order was adopted granting the tele¬ 
phone company u location on Rowers 
street. 

THE 1IANK LOT ORDER. 

Alderman Downs presented an order for 
the widening of Washington street from 
Hall street easterly, under the pro¬ 
visions of the betterment uot, and 
awarding the damages to the National 
Bank at $15,321*, and the Savings Bank at 
$8285, making a total of $10,124. 

Alderman hegen was not awure that the 
order was to be presented iu that form and 
inquired if some arrangements had not been 
made with the bank people. He supposed 
that some agreement had been made where¬ 
by the city would bo insured against fur¬ 
ther damages. He was surprised tlmt it 
had not. 

Alderman White said said that tho order 
was entiielv out of place. The city govern¬ 
ment hud given the matter the wisest con¬ 
sideration and best judgment. Last year 
tlie highway committee had considered the 
matter with ex-Mayor Botlifeld and it was 
decided that the taking of the laud was not 
a public necessity. The public did not re- 
ouire it. If this was seized $100,000 worth 
of taxable property was wiped from the 
books. Only two or three favored it. The 
heavy taxpayers did not wish this. The 
prominent taxpayers of the wards interest¬ 
ed had sent an attorney to show they were 
not iu favor of it. The bunk would be an 
oruumeiit to the city. 

Alderman Downs hoped that the order 
would be passed. Public sentiment favored 
that tlie laud be taken, and lie hoped it 
would not be lost. Anyone who had 
watched tlie building thut had been going 
oil within the pust few years would see 
that it was only a question of time when 
the bank lot would have to betaken. If 
u building was erected it would have to he 
removed us an absolute necessity. 

Alderman Tolmun corrected Alderman 
White’s assertion that only two or throe 
favored it. Seventy-three men at the Re¬ 
publican caucus of Ward 7, out of tho 
seventy-live present, requested their alder¬ 
man to present the mutter for considera¬ 
tion before tlie city government. They 
were not $2 men either. 

Aldcnnuu White would not vote iu favor 
of taking the laud. If the city council did 
this.they were buying themselves into a 
law suit. It will be left for 12 men to de¬ 
cide and they will decide against you. If 
you vote iu favor of this after voting 
uguiust it you cunuot do so without making 
fools of yourselves. Prominent taxpayers 
do not want tlie laud taken. 

Alderman Tolmun. “As Alderman White 
is so thoroughly well posted 1 should like 
to huve him name a lew of those prominent 
taxpayers who are opnosed to it.” 

Alderman White, "1 don't think that is 
necessary.’' 

Alderman Tolmun, “You eau’t do it.” 
Alderman Downs thought there was a 


mistake in the number of those who favored 
it. 75 nor cent, of tho residents wanted 
the land to be taken. 

Alderman Allen said that the matter had 
been discussed pro and con and both sides 
bad been fully lienrd. We do not wish to 
reflect on the notions of any previous city 
governments, because they made mistakes. 

1 should say that HO per cent, were in favor 
of taking the property. The consensus of 
opinion was Unit the land would have to 
lie taken within a few years. The amount 
that would have to be paid some later time 
would greatly exceed tlie amount suggest¬ 
ed at present. I think I voice the soldi- , 
ment of this ward when I say the hank lot 
should be taken, it will be something that 
we shall run against, when we drive down 
Washington street. Public necessity does 
require it. It will ben monstrosity if this 
building is erected. 

Alderman Green was in favor of taking 
the land if it could be obtained for $25,000. 
Public travel in that part of tho city would 
not be congested, lie thought that some 
arrangement could be made whereby tho 
city would he insured from any damages 
above that amount. He was not in favor 
of the order in that form. 

Alderman Degen thought that some un¬ 
derstanding regarding the expense should 
have been made. 

Alderman White did not favor the order 
that would buy the city into a law suit or 
cheat anybody. 

Alderman Dow ns said that the order was 
not intended to cheat anybody. He ex¬ 
plained that one citizen was willing to sub¬ 
scribe $5000 and perhaps more. lie was in¬ 
terrupted by Alderman White when Alder¬ 
man Tolnian turned to the mayor and said, 
“Such interruptions disconcert a man 
when lie is speaking, Mr. Mayor.and I pro¬ 
test against it.” 

The mayor asked if the board was ready 
for the question and a vote was taken 
which resulted as follows: Yeas, Downs. 
Allen, Tolnian: nays, Green, White and 
Degen. 

OTHER HU8INESS. 

The list of poling places was established 
and the order adopted. 

An order was passed appropriating $*>*>,- 
500 for the November expenses of tlie city. 

The petition of G. W. Avery for a one- 
story grain building at Upper Falls was 
favored by the building inspector. Tlie 
communication was received and placed on 
tile. 

The action of the common council in re¬ 
ferring the petition that Adams and West 
streets lie renumbered, to the highway 
committee, was concurred in. The same 
action was taken with tlie petitions for tlie 
widening of Greenwood avenue and the re¬ 
construction of Grant avenue. 

On motion of Alderman Green the board 
adjourned. 


Biennial Elections. 

The two sides of the question of the bi¬ 
ennial election amendment to the Constitu¬ 
tion was presented Tuesday evening at Au¬ 
burn hall, Auburndale, under tlie auspices 
of the Village Improvement Society. 

Col. E. H. Haskell of Newton Centre, 
president of the Biennial Election Society 
of Boston, spoke in the affirmative in a 
most able manner, in a long speech in 
which lie said: 

“I regret exceedingly the disposition, 
which has recently manifested itself on tlie 
part of some of the opponents of the Bi¬ 
ennial proposition, to belittle or misinter¬ 
pret the very positive and decided action, 
which the business interests, the commer¬ 
cial spirit so called, lias taken in support of 
this measure of reform iu our state affairs. 

Certainly no class of our citizens are 
more deeply concerned in everything which 
makes for tlie true welfare of this honored 
commonwealth than the great body of mer¬ 
chants throughout its borders, who, 
through all its history, have been conspicu¬ 
ous for their devotion to everything which 
could add to tlie reputation and true great¬ 
ness of our state, and when, in the consid¬ 
eration of a great public question of this 
character, they deem it of the highest im¬ 
portance to tlie future welfare of tlie state 
that a reform in the administration of its 
affairs, of the character proposed, should 
be made, and so express themselves, iu no 
uncertain manner, why should such ex¬ 
pression of opinion be assailed, in tlie man¬ 
ner in which it has been. 

Tlie movement for tlie adoption of tlie 
biennial system had from tlie beginning, 
lias had all through its development, and 
has today, as a central underlying economic 
principle, tlie union of tlie State and 
National political canvass. It recognized 
from tlie first a sentiment, which gives its 
best expression iu the inaugural messages 
of Governors Rice and Talbot. Let me 
quote you from Gov. Talbot: ‘There is a 
growing feeling among the people that fre¬ 
quent elections unsettle the public mind by 
their attendant excitement: that they inter- 
terfere with business, create deplorable 
animosities and occasion a needless waste 
of tune and money; furthermore that 
annual legislative sessions are a heavy 
draft upon the treasury, and otter, by their 
length, opportunities for projects of doubt¬ 
ful utility, which are annually pressed by 
their promoters in the hope of ultimate 
success. 

The State papers which followed these, 
recognized fully and strongly that the two 
great objects to be secured by a change in 
this respect in the administration of our 
state utfuirs and which had been secured to 
the citizens of nearly all tlie states of tlie 
union was. 

First, the measure of relief which would 
be afforded our citizens from an annual 
state po’itical canvass, with all its attend¬ 
ant excitement and distraction, ami often 
severe political exactions, which come to 
all alike for which it is true that these de¬ 
mands and exactions, which come to some 
who can well contribute of their time and 
means, to the great body of our People, 
who are unable to make this contribution, 
it conies with an especial hardship, because 
unnecessary. 1 hold that the chief pur¬ 
pose of government clearly is to keep tlie 
peace and enable our people to attend as 
far as possible to their business and private 
affairs; and while it is most desirable thut 
elections should be held as often as the 
common good may require, it cun fairly be 
claimed that too frequent elections are an 
unnecessary increase In the friction of gov¬ 
ernment, ami are not conducive to tlie best 
political health, and thut the exactions and 
demands mude upon tlie public so often are 
not justified by any corresponding increase 
iu tiie rutio of benefits received. 

It may be said that there is no necessity 
for any man to devote any considerable 
part of liis time to politics, aud tlie neces¬ 
sity may not seem apparent, but it remains 
true that eveo citizen who loves his state, 
ought to devote a certain time, and must 
under tlie present system, devote consider¬ 
able time to faithful ami intelligent per¬ 
formance of his political duties asa citizen, 
unless lie wishes its government to fall into 
the hands of incompetent and unscrupulous 
men. * >ur political journals are constantly 
urging, and very properly too, that our 
citizens should neglect no purt of their 
political obligations, that ull primary meet¬ 
ings should lie attended, iu order that tlie 
best men shall be selected as representa¬ 
tives; and this duty cunnot be safely 
neglected, nor ought it to be. But when lie 
comes to realize just what this means, that 
lie is expected to attend ail the caucuses of 
i his own purty, to assist iu the selection of 
| delegates to the various towns, municipal, 
representative, senatorial, county, eoun- 
eiflor, congressional and state conventions, 
we begin to comprehend «*uncthiug of the 
exactions referred to, and when we further 
consider that, iu addition to this, lie is ex¬ 
pected to intelligently inform himself as to 
the issues presented to both parties, to at- 
; tend publfu discussions, to contribute his 
l share to the general expense, no wonder 
! thut occasionally this proves too much for 
his patience, and tlie result is the shirking 
of iiis political duties, and this shirking is 
practiced iu this state to un extent tlmt we 


hardly realize, lint more especially on what 
are termed the otT years of our elections. 

Secniid.it wns felt thiitnnonf the benefits 
which would result toour state by the adop¬ 
tion of tills principle would be nn improve¬ 
ment in our legislation. While it was felt, 
as shown by the experience of the other 
states of the union, that this could bo 
given its bed expression from tlie econom¬ 
ical side, by the adoption of biennial ses¬ 
sions of the legislature, there were decided 
benefits to he derive*! from the adoption of 
the two years tenure for members of the 
General t’ourt, oven under annunl sessions. 

Lot us consider for a moment wlmt these 
are, as compared with our present system. 

The legislature meets in January, it 
spends two or three months in organiza¬ 
tion and preliminary hearings; its members 
do their chief work for months in a scat¬ 
tered way, in committee rooms, aud the 
real work of debate and legislation is final¬ 
ly driven through with a rush, in tlie clos¬ 
ing part of tin* session. 

Owing to tho faulty method of doing 
business, a new matter of importance is 
often not able, at tin* first session of its 
presentation, to get a sufficient hearing, 
and goes over to another year. The next 
legislature is composed, to a certain extent 
of old members, but the new members are 
not content to lot the old members do the 
legislation. It is their right, and their 
duty, and their practice, to insist upon be¬ 
ing themselves Informed as to all matters, 
although presented before, and it is con¬ 
stantly the practice for one legislature to 
ignore tlie views and doings of a previous 
legislature. This is notoriously the case in 
respect of reports of committees, appointed 
by one legislature to report to a succeeding 
legislature. 

What would be tho situation, in respect 
of experience of legislation, and in hand¬ 
ling such business under tho biennial 
system ? In tlie opening months of its first 
session the legislature could do up, once 
and for all, for a period of two years, this 
whole preliminary work of organization 
and committee hearings in respect to all 
matters, except a very few and exceptional 
matters that could not arise until a latter 
stage. All work of taking evidence, hear¬ 
ing arguments aud, iu general, all prelimi¬ 
nary treatment as to the great mass of im¬ 
portant matters, would be got through 
with, as it is now, in three «*r four months; 
then this legislature would have, not only 
tlie remaining two or throe mouths of its 
first session in which to debate such 
matters, hut it would have the whole of its 
second sesssion for tlie debate and con¬ 
sideration of them, in legislative session 
and not merely in committee rooms, free 
from tlie delays and coinplio.itions and 
burdens, which invariably now attend tlie 
doing business in a single session. 

It seems to me In one respect that the 
opponents of the measure have an entire 
misconception of the questions involved. 
The legislature is not a charitable or educa¬ 
tional institution. Tlie legislature is 
elected to transact tlie public business. 

Its members are chosen by tlie people for 
that purpose. The only question involved 
is whether tlie elections which are tlie 
nieansjof selecting certain persons to trans¬ 
act the public business can be belli with 
more advantage to the people at intervals 
of two years, than at intervals of one year 
and whether elections held at intervals of 
two years will produce better results iu 
tlie way of a legislature; in other words, it 
is simply an administrative queston. Wlmt 
is wanted from the legislature is good gov¬ 
ernment, responsibility to tlie people, ex¬ 
perienced men, reasonable laws. 

i am an advocate of biennial elections 
because 1 believe thut one of the results of 
their adoption will be to secure a greater 
expression of interest, and a larger attend¬ 
ance at the polls than we now have, inas¬ 
much as it is very clearly shown by the 
experience and political statistics of tlie 
states which have less frequent elections, 
and in many of which the ratio of popula¬ 
tion is not as dense as our own, or tho 
facilities for voting as perfect as our own, 
that the percentage of votes cast is greater 
than in our own state. If it were true, as 
has been repeatedly claimed recently, that 
this change in our system would have tlie 
effect of weakening the interest of our 
people in their public affairs, it would con¬ 
stitute jtne reason in favor of our continuing 
our present system. But it is not true. On 
the contrary, the reverse of this is true,that 
a larger and fuller expression of tlie people 
in public aff airs as seen by the attendance 
at tlits polls, is shown in those states which 
have less frequent elections. 

Referring to tiic objection made by some 
people, iu regard to the discussion of State 
and National issues in the same canvass, 
let me say that, in our own state, since tlie 
adoption of our present government, we 
have, every other year, conducted a joint 
political canvass for state and national 
officers, and discussed state and national 
issues with perfect satisfaction to all our 
people, and with no movement whatever to 
separate them. And further, let me sug¬ 
gest that, in tlie years 1874, 1882 and 181)2, 
we elected a Democratic governor on state 
issues, while electing a Republican Con¬ 
gressional delegation, tand in 1KP2, presi¬ 
dential electors) on national issues. 

There certainly are no good reasons why 
state and national issues may not be dis¬ 
cussed in tlie same canvass, as they have 
been for one hundred years, in our honored 
Commonwealth. 

And now, my friends, in conclusion let 
me say that, after all, this matter resolves 
itself into u very simple proposition, and is 
in no sense an abstruse question, it is 
simply a question of the administration of 
our state political affairs upon a more 
economical principle, a principle which lias 
not only been recognized, but abundantly 
Justified by the experience of all of tlie 
larger states of the union. 

It is a simple question as to whether the 
people of Massachusetts prefer to continue 
an annual state political cauvuss, with all 
that it involves of continued demands upon 
tlie time, energies, and means of our citi¬ 
zens, with no corresponding return of an 
equivalent, which is not better furnished 
under a two years exercise of political 
duties. A system which seems a continu¬ 
ing of our present method of one year term 
of our legislators, with all that it‘ involves 
of crude,faulty, ill considered, and cumber¬ 
some legislation, which is today, and has 
been recognized not only by ull students of 
government, but by the experience of near¬ 
ly all of out best governed states, as one of 
the inevitable products of the annual sys¬ 
tem, or whether we are disposed to make a 
change, and adopt tho biennial system, 
and secure to tho people, to our executive, 
and to our legislative branches of govern¬ 
ment the iiiauy decided benefits which wo 
believe will accrue to our own Common¬ 
wealth, by their adoption us our policy and 
practice. 

In other words, let me put this proposi¬ 
tion iu a practical way, to practical men. 
who are desirous of doing their whole duty 
as citizens, and yet secure to themselves 
und tlie state tlie best possible results. 

If tho great states of New Yoi k.l'ennsyl- 
vuniu, Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Mis¬ 
souri und others, which far exceed our own 
in population, in manufactures, in mining 
and transportation, including river, lake 
and canal, with all the legislation tlmt they 
involve, me able, wisely and economically, 
under biennial or less frequent elections, to 
conduct their state affairs to tlie satisfac¬ 
tion of their people, why should it he 
necessary in a state like Massachusetts, 
whose fnniuwork of government is so com¬ 
plete, und whose legislation is so far ad¬ 
vanced, for us to require an annual state 
election and protracted sessions of the 
legislature.' 

Speaking for those who thoroughly be¬ 
lieve in the w isdom aud desirability of tlie 
adoption of tlie biennial election uuiciid- 
j incuts, wo arc content to leave this matter 
to tlie conscientious judgment of tlie voters 
of our ( oiiiinoii wealth. 

\Ve believe they understand the merits of 
tin- proposed change, aud tlie advantages 
which would accrue to our honored Com¬ 
monwealth, through its udoptiou, and 
sensible of these advantages, wu believe 
they are now prepared to give it au em¬ 
phatic approval. 

The chief points of R. L. Bridgman's ad¬ 
dress wore us follows: 

Tlie expense of uuimul elections on the 


otT year Is too small to weigh In the mutter 
of good government, for the total cost to 
taxpayers and to private citizens combined 
could all lie paid out of tlie net gain of tlie 
state In taxable property for that one day 
alone, and tlion the people would lx* many 
thousand dollars ahead at night of wlmt 
they had in the morning. The disturbance 
of an off year campaign is immaterial in 
business, because business issuos, such as 
the tariff and tlie currency, do not come 
into state politics. The agitation is a 
trilling matter for any voter, except tlie 
candidates and the political committees. 

Annual elections arc imperative for as¬ 
similating our foreign population and help¬ 
ing them to understand our institutions. 
The percentage of foreign-born voters in 
the state increased from 20 in 1875 to 25 iu 
1K«»5 and is steadily rising. Tho cities 
largely determine the nature of state 
politics, and the percentage is higher there, 
rising to 4ff per cent, in Fall River. Our 
native-born voters cannot have an intel¬ 
ligent opinion on politics unless they arc 
made familiar with public issues. 

Labor interests have a vital concern iu 
an opportunity for constant progress, 
which is possible only with annual elec¬ 
tions. 

The example of other states proves the 
wisdom of the Massachusetts system, for 
they save merely the trifling cost and annoy¬ 
ance of an off year election, while she leads 
them al) in tlie real tests of civilization. 

A biennially elected legislature, in its 
second year falling more than now under 
corrupt corporation influences, which 
would get in their work in the first year, 
and iu tho third year consisting almost 
wholly of inexperienced men, would bo 
decidedly worse than now. Corporation 
lobbyists and politicians who wisli to get 
power for longer terms and to save tho ex¬ 
pense and risk of an annual return to tlie 
people, arc active for biennials. 

It biennials wore adopted there would be 
prevented forever any adequate discussion 
of state issues. National elections would 
absorb everything, as they do iu Vermont 
and Maine. The exceptions urged on the 
other side, in 1874, 18 h*j and 18512, were due 
to national causes, plus a highly popular 
candidate, and really demonstrate how un¬ 
safe it is to trust state affairs to a national 
campaign. Many state problems demand 
attention, particularly our unequal system 
of taxation. 

A weighty reason for defeating the 
amendment is tlmt it has not been dis¬ 
cussed so that tlie people can vote upon it 
intelligently. Many are not aware that it 
is pending and many more are uninformed 
upon tlie radical nature of the proposition. 
The vote should not have been taken this 
year. 

Rut there is one reason, sufficient iu it¬ 
self, for defeating tlie amendment. If it 
were adopted, it would compel ail discus¬ 
sion of state constitutional reforms to come 
in the heat of a national campaign. This 
year’s experience with this very amend¬ 
ment, when almost no one is thinking of it, 
illustrates the serious danger. If tlie pub¬ 
lic could realize that here was a scheme to 
put all our constitutional growth in such 
grave peril, it would be a surprise if the 
amendment had one vote in loo.

Missionary Society Anniversary. 


NEWTON To OimWtVK TIIK 250T1I AN VI- 
VRimAllT OF TIIF. HKUINNINO OF TIIK 
LAllOllS OF TIIF, “APOSTLE TO TIIF, 
INDIANS” ON OCT. 25 AN!) NOV. 11—A 
MONUMENT SUGGESTED. 


On Sunday, Oct. 25th, tho two hundred 
and fiftieth unniversury of tho hoginuitiK of 
John Eliot’s labors among tho Indians is 
to be observed in tho Eliot church at New¬ 
ton, and on Wednesday, Nov. 11, there will 
ho a ttlvio celebration of tho same anniver¬ 
sary. Although Oct. 28 is tho exact date on 
which Eliot preached his first sermon to 
the redmen, a Sunday was chosen for the 
church celebration so that business men 
may have an opportunity to attend. 

The significant undertaking of Oct. 28, 
1046, when Eliot went with atrioof friends 
to hold a wigwam meeting on the hill, 
Nonantum, in tho northeast corner of New¬ 
ton, with all the successful outgrowth 
from this effort, is to ho commemorated on 
the first day named with a morning and an 
evening meeting. At tho mooting of the 
morning an historical address is to be given 
by I)r. Ezra II. Hyington, author of the 
new book on tho Pilgrims that is just is¬ 
sued. This selection is thought to he tho j 
more appropriate from the fact that the ; 
speaker is a parishioner in the Eliot church > 
as well as a man whoso time for several j 
years has been largely devoted to the in¬ 
vestigation of subjects connected with that i 
which will form the substance of his dis¬ 
course. As arranged hy the pastor of the , 
Eliot church, Hov. William H. Davis, the j 
older pastors of the town will unite hy in- j 
vitation in delivering the other speeches 
and conducting the exercises. A still more 
popular character will he given to the 
second meeting in the evening, when ad¬ 
dresses by several speakers will be given, 
discussing in order different parts of Eliot’s 
work. 

For several reasons the Eliot church, as 
it is memoi ially named, is especially well 
adapted for the place of celebration. In 
its architecture it embodies the most defi¬ 
nite expression of the Eliot idea with 
which the Newton region is imbued. 
Among noticeable features contained in it 
is a largo stained-glass window, showing a 
design wherein appears the figure of Eliot 
preaching to a small company of Indians in 
an open wood. This window was received 
by the church as a gift from Mayor Ilenry 
E. Cobb, who presented it as a memorial to 
his parents. About fifteen minutes’ walk 
from the church is the hill on which Eliot, 
coming from his ltoxhury parish, lirst ad¬ 
dressed the Indians on the subject of 
Christianity. “Thus saitli tho Lord God. 
‘Come from the four winds, O breath, and 
breathe upon these slain that they may 
live”; these were the words of a part of 
the text from which the apostle preached. 
Ilis hearers, after the meeting, said that 
they were not weary, although the exer¬ 
cises hail lasted three hours. Some of 
them luul been in tears during the sermon. 
Why the prayer should have been in Eng¬ 
lish was what puzzled them, they frankly 
admitted, but they had understood all 
about the Ten Commandments, the dread¬ 
ful curse for violation of the law, the ex¬ 
altation of Christ and the greatness of God, 
as explained by the preacher in the Indian 
language, which he had previously em¬ 
ployed one of the tribe to teach him. These 
Indians are generally believed to have been 
a subdivision of the once-numerous and 
powerful tribe of the Massachusetts, 
“among whom Waban was their chief 
man.” 

The additional celebration, to be directed 
by the civic authorities, will complete tin* 
series. This is deferred until atter elec¬ 
tion. Its date, Nov. 11, answers to that of 
the second of those early Indian religious 
gatherings when Piambohu, the next man 
after Wuhan to be brought under the in¬ 
fluence of the gospel—who served later as 
a religious as well as a civil—came to the 
meeting bringing many Indians with him. 

At this civic assemblage next month, 
Hon. William Everett of Quincy will de¬ 
liver the principal address. On few sub¬ 
jects is the material more complete than on 
this. Full reports of this early work 
among the Indians, which received liberal 
support from England, were sent to that 
country and published. 

A true portrait of John Eliot probably 
never existed, as no authority can be given 
for claiming that the Whiting portrait,* 
familiar by reproduction, is a correct like¬ 
ness. 

One of the representations of the mis¬ 
sionary addressing the Indians constitutes 
the design of the seal of Newton, and for 
this community Eliot is tho great central 
figure in local history. The fact is not al¬ 
ways recognized that Waban was indis¬ 
pensable in the shaping of this unique 
panorama of colonial life. Although not a 
sachem by birth, Waban appears from all 
the records to have been easily a leader, 
lie married into the royal family. At 
Natick, founded by the “praying Indians” 
in 1051, whence Waban removed with the 
Nonantum community, he was the ruler 
during life. In him Eliot had beyond ques¬ 
tion, the strongest of allies in his efforts 
for bringing the Indians into a state of 
civil society. The lirst laws to regulate 
aboriginal lifo in this country were estab¬ 
lished at tho Nonantum settlement. 

Another celebration of the anniversary 
will be a competition of the Newton High 
school for several prizes offered in the dif¬ 
ferent grades for the best essay on John 
Eliot. A committee made up of tho super¬ 
intendent of schools, George I. Aldrich, 
Uev. F. II. llornbrooke and Miss Abbie it. 
Dates, a teacher in the high school, will 
serve as bulges in the contest. Meetings 
of tho children, at which addresses will be 
given, are also being arranged. These 
eager investigators leave little on the New¬ 
ton Public Library shelves that can aid 
their research. 

Tho chief object of these meetings, of 
course, is educational; but the leaders are 
not without hope that interest may be 
awakened on the subject of a monument to 
Eliot’s memory.

la the police court Monday morning 
Paolo Vitale, a boss of the Italian shanty 
at Woodland, was charged with illegal 
liquor selling. Patroimuu Tainter of 
division one testified that in company with 
Patrolman ('ondriu he went to the shant> 
Sunday afternoon disguised as a tramp, and 
purchased 12 bottles of beer of the defen¬ 
dant. Sergt. Purcell testified that the 
place was a common nuisance. Tho de¬ 
fense was a general denial. Vitale was 
found guilty udd lined $50.

The Newton Single Tax Class and Cluh 
hold Its lirst meeting of the season Tuesday 
evening at 230 Hellevue street. The meet¬ 
ing was opened with tho following port!

Poverty:

This 
steady increase naturally leads to specula^ 
tion In which future Increase is antici¬ 
pated, and laud values are carried beyond 
the point at which, under the existing con¬ 
ditions of production, their accustomed re¬ 
turns would be left to lnbor and capital. 
Production, therefore, begins to stop. Not 
that there is necessarily, or even probably, 
an absolute diminution of production; but 
that there is what in a progressive com¬ 
munity would be equivalent to an absolute 
diminution of production in a stationary 
community—a failure in production to in¬ 
crease proportionately, owing to the failure 
of new increments of labor and capital to 
find employment at the accustomed rates. 

This stoppage of production at some 
points must necessarily show itself at other 
points of the industrial network, in a ces¬ 
sation of demand, which would again 
check production there, and thus, the 
paralysis would communicate itself through 
all the interlacings of industry and com¬ 
merce, producing everywhere a partial dis¬ 
jointing of production and exchange, and 
resulting in the phenomena that seem to 
show over-production or over-consumption, 
according to the standpoint from which 
they are viewed, * 

The period of depression thus ensuing 
would continue until (1) the speculative 
advance in rents had been lost; or (2) the 
increase in the efficiency of labor owing to 
the growth of population and tho progress 
of improvements, had enabled the normal 
rent line to overtake tho speculative rent 
line; or (3) labor and capital had become 
reconciled to engaging in production for 
smaller returns. Or, most probably, all 
three of these causes would co-operate to 
produce a new equilibrium, at which all 
the forces of production would again en¬ 
gage, and a season of activity ensue; 
whereupon rent would begin to advance 
again, a speculative advance would again 
take place, production would again be 
checked, and the same round bo gone 
over. 

While the great masses of men want 
more wealth than they can get. and while 
they are willing to give for it that which is 
the basis and raw material of wealth—their 
labor—how can there be over-production? 
And while the machinery of production 
wastes and producers are condemned to 
unwilling idleness, how win there be over¬ 
consumption ? 

Then, with the desire to consume more, 
there co-exist the ability and willingness to 
produce more, industrial and commercial 
paralysis cannot be charged either to over¬ 
production or to over-consumption. Mani¬ 
festly tho trouble is that production and 
consumption cannot meet and satisfy each 
other. 

Certainly not of speculation in things 
which are the products of labor—in agri¬ 
cultural or mineral productions, or manu¬ 
factured goods, for the effect of specula¬ 
tion in such things, as well shown in cur¬ 
rent treaties that spare me the necessity of 
illustration, is simply to equalize supply 
and demand, and to steady the interplay of 
production and consumption by an action 
analogous to that of a fly-wheel in a ma¬ 
chine. 

Therefore? if speculation be the cause of 
these industrial depressions, it must be 
speculation in things not the production 
of labor, but yet necessary to the exertion 
of labor in the production of wealth, of 
things of fixed quantity; that is to say, it 
must be speculation in land. 

That land speculation is the true cause of 
industrial depression, is, in the United 
States, clearly evident. In each period of 
industrial activity land values have steadily 
risen, culminating in speculation .which 
carried them up in great jumps. This has 
been invariably followed by a partial 
cessation of production, and its correlative, 
a cessation of effective demand (dull trade), 
generally accompanied by a commercial 
crash; and then has succeeded a period of 
comparative stagnation, during which the 
equilibrium has been again slowly estab¬ 
lished, and tho same round has been run 
again. This relation is observable 
throughout the civilized world. Periods of 
industrial activity always culminate in a 
speculative advance of land values, fol¬ 
lowed by symptoms of checked production, 
generally shown at lirst by cessation of 
demand from the newer countries, where 
the advance in land values has been 
greatest.” 

Papers were read on the subject of the 
Cause of Periodical Hard Times, showing 
that of speculation, the admitted cause, 
there are three kinds. 

1 st. Speculation in things purely the 
product of labor, changing constantly and 
not cumulative in its effect. 

2nd. Speculation in stocks, having their 
basis in special privileges, a speculation 
which rises and tails, but not in corres¬ 
pondence with industrial or commercial 
crisis. 

3rd. Speculation in land and in fran¬ 
chises in or upon the land being purely a 
speculation in land values, cumulative in 
effect, advancing, halting and receding 
with land values. The longer period of 
steady or booming advance is the “good 
times.” the shorter period of halting and 
receding is the “bad times,” and thus 
speculation in land is the true and principal 
cause of recurring periods of industrial de¬ 
pression.

The people of New York State have 
spent upon the Erie Canal connecting the 
great lakes with the Hudson River, one 
hundred and twenty-nine million dollars. 
A contract recently made by the superin¬ 
tendent of public works, turns over the 
virtual ownership of the great highway for 
years to the Cataract General Electric Com¬ 
pany, who are now offering tho same for 
sale in London for three million dollars, 
and this without a dollar of consideration 
to the people of Now York. 

This is the special “class” privilege 
which the masses resent, it is not the 
poor versus the rich or the thriftless versus 
the thrifty, or the idle versus the industri¬ 
ous, but it is tho unprivileged classes as 
opposed to the privileged classes. 

The Constitution of the United Status 
says: “No man nor corporation, or associ¬ 
ation of men have any other title to obtain 
advantages or particular or exclusive privi¬ 
leges distinct from those of the community 
than what arise from consideration of ser¬ 
vice rendered to tho public.” 

Let us be sure that in Presidential year 
and every year we use language uuder- 
standiugly._

For the magnificent results your associa¬ 
tion has accomplished during the past fifty 
years—fifty years that have been so event¬ 
ful in the history of our nation, in the pro¬ 
gress and advancement of God’s kingdom 
on earth, ami in which you have performed 
such a part, there are none of the benevo¬ 
lent organizations of our denomination 
that bring you warmer or more hearty con¬ 
gratulations today than the Congregational 
Education Society We are an older organ¬ 
ization than you, our work has been 80 
years of effort for an educated ministry, 53 
years in building colleges and academies in 
the West, 17 years in endeavoring to wipe 
out the blot that had settled in and about 
the great territory of Utah. Our work in 
Christian education has been so similar 
that on this jubilee occasion wo can fully 
appreciate thegreat difficulties you have so 
successfully surmounted and your splendid 
achievements that today are acknowledged 
and recognized over tho whole of this 
broad laud. 

Our denomination has always stood for 
piety coupled with sound learning; this 
was the combined influence out of which 
came our government and our institutions 
which have developed into the magnificent 
proportions we see and enjoy today, and 
which have spread from these Massachu¬ 
setts shores to the Pacific, and from the 
lakes on the North to the great gulf on the 
South. It is, however, the crowning glory 
of your association that as far back as 50 
years ago, the men who organized your so¬ 
ciety with prophetic vision, foresaw the 
day when the four millions of slaves and 
the one-half million of Indians would be¬ 
come citizens of this great republic, having 
equal rights and opportunities with the de¬ 
scendants of the cavaliers of Jamestown 
and the Pilgrims ami Puritans of Massa¬ 
chusetts. They alone seem to have appre¬ 
ciated the fact that to fit these great classes 
for the responsibilities of citizenship they 
must have the Gospel, united with the ad¬ 
vantages that education always brings. 
Tho fathers built our institutions upon 
foundations of religion, of intelligence and 
of public morality. Your association first 
saw the necessity of the hitherto ignorant 
and neglected races coming under tiie same 
great saving and civilizing influences which 
alone could qualify them fully to discharge 
the responsibilities and duties of citizen¬ 
ship in this great republic, and we today 
are glad of this opportunity to render you 
the homage that is due from a great nation. 

We cannot over-look the fact that your 
association was organized at the commence¬ 
ment of the great anti-slavery struggle 
which in a few years was to assume such 
proportions, and ultimately result in the 
wiping out of the stain of American 
slavery, which had been a blot upon the 
otherwise fair escutcheon of the republic. 
That was a day of heroes, we cannot recall 
all of their names today, but what they did 
will never be forgotten in the annuls of the 
nation. Among these men none occupied a 
prouder position, or was more influential 
in the early history of your association, 
than the Hon. William Jackson of Newton, 
your first president, who, during his life, 
was one of your most conscientious and 
efficient supporters. I le lias left a name 
with us fragant with all that is great and 
noble for the helping of mankind, and, al¬ 
though another generation has come up 
since he passed away, his name is still re¬ 
garded, not only in the place of his resi¬ 
dence, but throughout the Commonwealth, 
as among her illustrious citizens, of those 
heroic days. 

in this jubilee celebration the whole 
country,without distinction of party or sect, 
recognize the magnificent work that 
you have done for the negro, the In¬ 
dian and the mountain whites of Eastern 
Kentucky and Tennessee. Your 7 colleges, 
your 71 normal and high schools, to say 
nothing of the common schools which you 
have established throughout the South and 
the Indian territories, tell grandly how 
much they are doing towards developing 
the rapidly advancing civilization of the 
South and Indian territories. Your admir¬ 
able system of industrial schools, under 
the benign influence of which more than 
50,000 children of slaves are becoming ac¬ 
quainted with the arts of peace, all tell 
how much you have done and are doing 
towards establishing and maintaining the 
future prosperity of a great people, and the 
grander work that underlies our material 
prosperity, the turning of men and women 
to righteousness. This is the crowning 
glory of your 50 years*of successful labor. 

It is a suggestive thought that as we hear 
from time to time reports of the other 
great organizations of our denomination, to 
note how all of them are concerned in up¬ 
lifting of the people of every race, color or 
condition to a Christian life and a high 
educational standard. 

We need to rally our forces and stand to¬ 
gether as never before in loyalty to our de¬ 
nomination, carrying forward with all the 
ability God has given us all of these great 
objects of Christian charity ami endeavor, 
marching like a victorious army under dif¬ 
ferent corps, all having the same great end 
in view, to win our country and the world 
for Christ and His dominion.

Death of Mr. Georg-e Robbins. 

Mr. (ieorge Robbins, one of the old and 
respected business men of Newton, died at 
his residence on Thornton street, on Sun.

of.the Franklin school, but you have given r ° t,ie Editorof the Graphic 
him a higher title. 1 will speak on the 
Moral Training of Children. I would like 
to recall to your minus one or two of the 
principles of moral training, and then sug¬ 
gest a few familiar illustrations. 1 never 
find a teacher so successful as when she 
keeps in mind the training that results in 
the right character in the child. What arc 
we doing today for our children to cultivate 
right actions? How can we teach them 
tiie best thing, how to gain the pearl of 
great price, more than gold or silver’.’ How 
can we give to them what appears to us to 
he the best tiling in tiie world :* There ure 


be the best thing in tiie world '.’ There are 
three or four methods in our training of 
children in the right character. First to 
teach them to love what is right; second, to 
know what is right; third, to chose what is 
right, and last, to be strong to do wlmt is 
right. This involves the kind of teaching ;in 
tiie first instance, how we can place before 
our children, this pattern of right choosing. 
How can the pattern best be placed before 
our children? < >ur ideal is made by some¬ 
thing that we see in our friends. .A few 
days ago, the children of one of the Boston 
schools were asked wlmt they wanted to do 
when they were grown up. One little boy 
wanted to be an engineer, and when asked 
if an engineer on a train, he said no, an 
engineer in a brewery, for lie had an uncle 
who was an engineer in a brewery. And 
each one wanted to bo wlmt some one 
whom they loved was. We can help them 
choose the right, not so much by warning 
them against the wrong, but by showing 
them the effects of tiie right. We all know 
the old story of tiie woman who, when she 
went away, told her children not to put 
beans up their noses, and when she came 
home, found they had stuffed their noses 
full of beans, just to see the effect. We 
should show our approval for the right, 
rather thau our disapproval of the wrong. 
We can also help them by direct teaching, 
by literature, and they add these to the ex¬ 
ample «»f our lives. It is not enough that 
they must obey, they 'must practice the 
obeying, loving and truth telling. 

Dr. Win. II. Davis of Newton was next 
introduced. He said in part, I thank you 
for the welcome which you give me, and 
trust in the days to come we will become 
better acquainted. I think w’o never come 
to the fullness of life until we look into the 
faces of little children, and see tiie influ¬ 
ence we have on their lives. Suffer me to 
take you to the older children, the young 
men and young women. He said, “we can¬ 
not estimate tin* good the Y. M. A. and 
kindred organizations have on tiie opinions 
of the young pebple. Goethefused to say, “A 
nation’s life depends on tiie opinion of the 
young men and young women under the 
age of 25 years. It is a question of charac¬ 
ter, and the factors that enter into charac¬ 
ter are very serious, and they are very 
serious in tiie life of tiie nation. 1 take it 
that it is u logical departure, tiie organiza¬ 
tion of spiritual societies in the church. 
The child is the initial fuctor in the spiritu¬ 
al growth in tiie home.

Pos¬ 
sibly the farmers might care to send their 
big wagons for them as they once did.

Shutting Saloons Opens Hills. 

To the Editor or tho Gn.vcnn : 

••Expediency in man's Wisdom, 

Doing right is God's.”

It pays Republicans and Democrats to 
occasionally think under their own hats 
and not take it second hand from Mark 
Hanna or Win. J. Bryan. .Statesmanship 
is no monopoly with either. One thing 
they both ought to know is tliut hard times 
prevail and tlie people are savagely discon¬ 
tented. Tlie statesman’s immediate duty 
is to lind out what causes hard times. 

Hon. David A. Wells says "tliut it's ex¬ 
cess of supply and diminished demand.” 
That’s right. Then wlmt lias gold and 
silver got to do witli it? McKinley says in 
big letters, ‘‘I do not know what you think 
about it, but I believe it is a good deal bet¬ 
ter to open up the mills of the United 
States to the labor of America than to 
open up the mints of the United States to 
the silver of the world.” 

That’s right too. But how’s shut mints 
going to open up the mills? There’s trans¬ 
parent demogoging somewhere, for Hanna 
and McKinley until tho political exigencies 
of this campaign were crowded down their 
throats by Lodge & Co. of tlie East, were 
open silverites. Hard times are hero right 
in tlie teeth of an existing gold standard 
which they now espouse under political 
constraint. If gold can’t prevent hard 
times how’s silver going to bring good 
times? If gold can’t, silver can’t. It’s 
humbuggery, pure and simple, to talk it 
either side. All Carl Sohurz in his 
great Chicago speech could offer was that a 
“free silver policy would be only jumping 
from the frying pan into tlie lire. The 
people in both cases getting burned. Yet 
Hanna and Bryan are yelling gold and sil¬ 
ver for all they are worth, even unto tlie 
verge of revolution, and everybody’s crazy 
over it. The rich appear to be more des¬ 
perate than tlie wage earners, judging from 
the millions they are spending to down tlie 
people’s cry. Now tlie rich people have no 
reason to complain. If their heads are 
level they’ll stop it. They have more 
money than they need. They number *25 
per cent, of the population, yet they 
possess seventy-live per cent, of the na¬ 
tion’s wealth, estimated at some $70,000,- 
000 , 000 , ‘’They are all right.” But some¬ 
thing’s awfully wrong with the other 
seventy-live per cent, of tlie people, tlie 
wage-earners. They do not have all tlie 
money they actually need. They are in tlie 
soup. One tiling is dead sure, that they 
haven’t money enough to blow into the gin 
mills and support their families too. The 
wage earners are “spending their money 
for that which is not bread.” Prof. (J. B. 
Waldron carefully computed the aggregate 
cost ot the drink traffic for the year 1800 ut 
$1,218,415.113. Surely it’s 110 smaller now. 
With these gigantic figures silver and gold 
or even tariff, “are not in it.” I 11 round 
figures thirteen hundred millions of hard 
earned dollars are squandered every year 
in tlie nation's gin mills or twenty-live 
millions every Saturday night. The gin 
mills are robbing the wage earners of 
$l,3ou,ooo,(too, annually and what do tlie 
wage earners receive for this vast outlay. 
Read this fearful category. Maniacs, im¬ 
beciles, murderers, criminals, prostitutes, 
disturbers of tlie peace, negleetors of 
wives and children, poisoned blood, dulled 
brains, powerless muscles ami paralyzed 
moral, physical and spiritual powers‘and 
this all for depraved tickled palates and 
diabolical merriment. If this Isn't a mon¬ 
strous swindle, what is it? Tlie most 
hopeless feature, is, that the average 
American voter, votes to legalize these 
scientific assassins with their murderous 
business. 

If this is so, then $25,000,000 is every 
Saturday night and $ 1 , 300 , 000,000 every 
year directed from the ordinary channels 
of trade and dumped in tlie saloon sewer, 
and forever gone trom the people’s reason¬ 
able use. Wluit does this mean too, to tlie 
business community? The total wealth 
produced in the United States in the same 
year is'.m was $13,040,031,8(50. Any school 
boy can figure that one dollar out of everv 
eleven produced, was blown into the gin 
mills that same year, and worse than 
roasted in the nation's dump heap. 

Now the producers ultimately pay all 
bills of national waste. This is absolutely 
and irrecoverably lost to the wage earners, 
and pooketed by the beer and whiskey 
barons. This is an outrageous tax of one 
dollar on every eleven produced. The 
farmer must harvest one acre out of his 
every eleven acres, and the wage earners 
must put in one days work in every eleven 
or his live full weeks in every year to keep 
the gin mills shouting. The capitalist must 
pay one dollar out of every eleven he banks 
to support these pest holes. Taking tlie 
tiling straight this nation pays an annual 
tax of nine per cent, of its vast production 
power to maintain its legalized dram shops 
which its own conservative Supreme Court 
declares to be so dangerous to tlie public 
health and morals, because chargeable 
with the nations vast record of vice, crime, 
pauperism and misery, that no citizen has 
an inherent right to sell intoxicating 
liquors by retail, nor has any legislature, 
nor even tlie citizen himself the right to 
bargain away the public health and morals. 
Where does this solemn dicta land this ini¬ 
quitous license system? It’s clearly un¬ 
constitutional. Such gigantic waste no 
nation can stand, and our drunken nation 
with its millions of hard drinkers is reap¬ 
ing these hopeless hard times because the 
wage earners can't buy rum and beer, and 
what the manufacturers and farmers pro¬ 
duce, with their wages, and tlie farmers 
and manufacturers are not business fools 
enough to produce and make, if tlie wage 
earners will not or cannot buy their pro¬ 
ducts. Therefore any fool can see through 
a hole, even in a grind stone, that open 
saloons shut tho mills. Fair wages cannot 
grutify the gluttonous lusts and appetites, 
and the reasonable necessities of tlie wage 
earners families, at one uml tlie sume time. 
This is tlie naked truth. Why not face it? 

Shut the saloons and you open the mills 
ut their greatest running capacity. $l,:ton,- 
000,000 spent on depraved uppetites every 
presidential term of four years, (’lose the 
saloons and this vast sum is saved to the 
w age earners. Shut tlie 250,oou saloons uud 
business would hum, wages rise and not an 
unwilling idle man would be found in this 
nution. Every business mun knows it and 
ought patriotically to ignore the dema¬ 
gogue's murderous toot horn blast of gold j 
ami silver, and put his vote to suppress the 
dram shops. 

Now what is tho logical conclusion of 
this buhl statement of acknowledged cold 
facts, l’rof. J. J. McCook wrote in The 
Forum, ”1 do not belong to the Prohibition 
party, but everybody who can see must 
know tliut considered merely as a question 
of social economy of dollurs and cents, of 
u\ lolls ami putmo oonvenlenoegenerally, 
tlie drink question is the question of the 
duy.” 

Common horse-sense dictates that “the 
suloou must go." Good times cannot come 
till tlie suloou goes. When the saloon goes 
this petiole becomes prosperous ami happy. 
Tho gold, silver ami paper dollars that the 
people earn must be saved by dosing tlie 
gin mills. It will be saved because it can¬ 
not be blow 11 into the cancerous gin mills, 
ami forever lost to their families. 

Why don’t the so culled political states¬ 
man see tills cause and effect? It isn't be¬ 
cause they can’t, but it is because they are 
cola blooded and wont’. Why won’t they ? 
Because tlie voters don’t. 

Who is blamed then for this vust iniqui¬ 
tous wustu uml these hunl times? You are, 
voter, if you do not put your vote to sup¬ 
press the saloon. The truth is, the politi¬ 
cians, your several leaders uud hull dozers 
are more afraid of the suloou keeper and 
his hordes than they ure of you.

The first election to which this article shall 
apply shall tie that held 011 the Tuesday next 
after the first Monday in November in the year 
eighteen hundred and uiueiy-eiglit; and there- 
alter elections for the choice of all the officers 
before mentioned shall be held bieuuially ou 
tlie Tuesday next utter the first Monday iu 
N. i\ ember. 

All the provisions of the Constitution incon¬ 
sistent witli tliu provisions liereiu contained are 
hereby annulled.

Alderman Green asked Inspector Elder 
if a like petition had not been refused by 
the board. 

Inspector Elder replied that a man asked 
permission to construct one of the same 
kind on Rowers street, Newtonville, but 
was refused. 

A vote was taken and the petition was 
not granted. 

An order was introduced for the grading 
and construction of sidewalks on Hillside 
avenue. 

At this point the board adjourned until 
next Tuesday evening.

And English is spoken here, 
giving no occasion for one to air any 
hoolbook French. 

IIow came we here'.’ We had to leave 
London and Antwerp was waiting for us. 
Wednesday evening at * o'clock, we left 
our kind hostess and fellow guests at No. 1 
Fairstoek Place, after much difficulty in 
getting a cab, as cab men had initiated a 
strike. At s.an our train for Harwich 
pulled out at Liverpool street station, and 
was jolted along at a furious pace. We 
were shaken and tossed about so much 
that we could hardly recognize ourselves, 
and had to be sorted out when the train 
stopped. However we pulled ourselves to¬ 
gether and went aboard. The boat started 
off promptly. Tuesday the storm hod been 
so violent.’ and the wind still strong 
through Wednesday, that we feared a very 
rough passage. But the “glass” was rising 
and we sure of having nothing worse than 
hail passed. 

I went upon deck and watched the reced¬ 
ing shores as we went out of the harbor. I 
enjoyed the sight. England had out a long 
arm on our left and a shorter one our right, 
making a safe harbor tor the many vessels 
that had put in out of the Tuesday storm. 
We left behind the lights on the shores, 
and passed hundreds that shone from the 
ships, and the lighthouses, and came into 
the open sea. I walked up and down the 
deck till all was moon and sea and silence, 
except the swish of the parted waters along 
the sides of the steamer, and the throb of 
the great heard below. Then I went 
down two flights to my room, (which I had 
alone' lay down in my box-birth, and al¬ 
lowed myself to be “rocked in the cradle 
of the deep." till the sand man came and 
weighted my lids. 

In the morning early I arose and went 
up to the (leek, and saw we were in the 
mouth of the river, a wide open and filthy 
mouth. Hooks of low land curved out¬ 
ward from us making bulging cheeks en¬ 
closing a huge buccal cavity. Our course 
was tortuous, the channel winding this 
way and that. We met many an odd-look- 
ing vessel going seaward, some very short 
and bobbing up and down on the water, 
others long and low, and narrow, (canal 
boats probably.* A Dutch wind mill with 
huge wings .was fanning the morning air 
on one side and sedge rustled on the banks 
on the other. All was pleas-nt until we 
reached the quay, the boat made fust, and 
the inspector examined our luggage. (The 
inspection was formal as there was no 
smell of cigars or whiskey coming through 
the keyholes.) When we stepped on shore 
a shower came up and came down, but we 
were safely cabbed to this hotel, and soon 
accommodated comfortably in two rooms 
en suite. From the windows we have a 
fine view of the towers of the cathedral, 
from which comes as I write, the noon 
music of the bells chiming sweetly, 

••Letting their silver chimes 
Move in melodious time" 
through the whole hour of 12 to 1 every 
Friday. The chimes (99 bells; are deserv¬ 
edly famous. 

Once fairly settled we went out sight¬ 
seeing, and visited the Cathedral, the 
Hotel de Ville, and the Church of St. Paul. 

The Cathedral is said to be the largest 
and most beautiful Gothic church in the 
Netherlands. Certainly it is large and 
beautiful. Begun about the middle of the 
14th century, it was completed in the 10th. 
Since then it has suffered at the hands of 
puritanical zealots (1506) and French Repub¬ 
licans, (17D4) and been recently restored, 
its exterior would gain much if the houses 
about were removed. The spire is 002 feet 
high. The interior is simple, grand and 
impressive. Its six aisles give a rich per¬ 
spective. In length it is 128 yds. in width 
the nave is 57 yds, and the transept 74 yds. 
The height is 130 feet. One hundred and 
twenty-live pillars support the vaulting. 
Within the church are the paintings by 
Rubens of “The Descent from the Cross,” 
“The Elevation of the Cross,” “The As¬ 
sumption,’’ and “The Resurrection.” The 
first is a winged picture painted in 1012 
and restored in 1852. It was in Paris from 
1704 to is74, l>ut was returned to Antwerp, 
where Rubens lived and died. On the in¬ 
side of the wings are the Salutation on one, 
and the “Presentation in the Temple” on 
the other. On the outside are “St. Chris-I 
topher carrying the Infant Saviour,” and a 
Hermit. In these wing pictures Rubens 
has introduced the portraits of his first 
wife and daughter. 

In the choir the high altar-piece is 
Rubens' “Assumption,” said to have been 
painted in sixteen days for 1000florins. < >n 
the south side of the choir are modern 
stalls and rich Episcopal thrones, (Gothic; 
in form of tabernacles, carved in wood and 
adorned with groups from the life of the 
Virgin, and on the north side, groups from 
the life of Christ. There are also numerous 
small statues, beautiful in design and exe¬ 
cution. 

In the cathedral are very many works of 
art’by various artists, but all greatly in¬ 
ferior to the three pictures by Rubens, and 
I will not here catalogue them. 

Tlie tower is a beautiful structure, elabo¬ 
rate and open. We did not get the view 
from the top, for there is no lift there, and 
010 steps dill seem forbidding. Near the 
tower is a famous old well with an iron 
canopy wrought by (jucutiu Matsys, who 
left hi’s anvil and forge for a palette and 
studio, out of love, it is said, for a painter’s 
daughter,and Mulieber became an Appelles. 

A small tablet of idaek marble shows 
thej birth place of David Taeniers, but I 
have seen nothing to show where Rube 
was born, for lie was not born here, but 
portico remains of the house in which lie 
died. A line statue of him, erected at pub¬ 
lic and private expense, stands in the mid¬ 
dle of the square, the Place Virto, nearly 
opposite the Hotel des Flandres. Scrolls 
and books, and brush and palette, and 
broud-brimmed hat, all lying at the foot of 
tlie statue, show him a statesman, diplo¬ 
matist and painter. 

The Hotel de Ville, of plain front, 93 
yards long and 125 feet high, its central 
part rising in three diminishing stories to a 
height of in; feet, with a statue, in a niche, 
of the Virgin, Antwerp’s tutelary saint, 
will repay a visit. While in it, it was our 
privilege to witness the celebration of tlie 
civil rite of marriage. Tlie couple were to 
go thence to have some priest make thu 
knot uudhorceable. Tlie finest room in 
the building is tlie great hull, decorated 
with a series of admirable paintings by II. 
Leye <1814-1869;. Tlie ceiling bears the 
arms of the city and the guilds. In the 
common council chamber is a wooden 
balustrade most elaborately and artistically 
carved. It is marvelous. 

The Church of St. Paul, called by some 
the monastery,because it foi merly belonged 
to an adjoining monastery. Here, too, is a 
fine wood carving of tiie choir stalls, tlie 
confessional, etc., a line organ is found 
here, and I went at live p. m. to service 
and heard most excellent music,instrumen¬ 
tal and vocal, one voice of extraordinary 
sweetness ami power. The inner court of 
tlie church contains an artificial mount 
covered with pieces of rock and slag. It is 
Along tlie way to tins 


curved hell, souls in (lames,behind bars, all 
of wood, painted more or loss. Quito ap¬ 
palling. 

We have hail a drive through the city. I 
must say it gave me a pleasant surprise by 
its boulevards and parks and dwellings, 
fountains and statues, and lastly by its 
wharves and docks. 

The Mur de Dual of tlie Scheld, begun in 
1 N77, has cost about eighty million francs. 
It is something more than two miles long 
and about :t25 feet broad, and about 05 feet 
in height. To secure the width about non 
houses had to lie pulled down. It is divid¬ 
ed into four parts. One, a railway running 
along the river to convey steam-cranes used 
in loading and unloading ships; two, sheds 
which afford shelter tor goods, which 
cover nearly tlie wholeareaof the wharves; 
three, behind the shells are tlie railways 
which are joined to the stations; four, the 
high carriage street separated by a grating 
from tlie sheds. 

Ruin has prevented our visiting other 
places of interest, except the simps. But 
as I am writing the “glass” rises and wo 
may have good hope for tomorrow, that we 
may see more here and something of Brus¬ 
sels. 

Anvers, that is French for Antwerp, its 
Escout is French for Scheld, Population 
of Antwerp is 300,000. Its history can be 
traced back to the 6th century, when a 
Saxon colony settled on the ruins of a 
Roman fortification. But see your history 
or cyclopedia for more.

WHERE SINGLE TAXERS STAND. 


DO NOT DESIKE TO BE COUPLED WITH 
THE FREE SILVER MOVEMENT. 


Tlie names of four prominent Massachu¬ 
setts men, advocates of single taxation, ap¬ 
pear in company with those of a large 
number of men of similar ideas in leading 
states of the union, attached to a document 
Intended to prevent the single tax move¬ 
ment being identified with the demand for 
the free coinage of silver. 

The Massachusetts men are William 
Lloyd Garrison, James II. Carret, C. B. 
Fillebrown and Louis F, Prang. 

Tlie document says: 

“We desire to make the public under¬ 
stand that some of the most earnest ad¬ 
vocates of tlie single tax do not support the 
candidacy of Mr. Bryan. Henry George 
and most of the other single tax men, who 
have declared themselves as supporting 
Mr. Bryan, have at tlie same time dis¬ 
claimed all belief in free silver, basing 
their decision to give sucli support upon 
grounds entirely distinct from the cur¬ 
rency question. 

“Much as we deplore the setting aside 
for the moment of all issues in which, as 
single taxers, we are really interested, we 
cannot disguise from ourselves that in this 
campaign there is but one issue—that of 
free silver; nor can we delude ourselves 
with tlie idea that any gain can be made for 
the cause of tlie people by supporting Mr. 
Bryan, while denying the monetary doc¬ 
trine for which lie stands and to which lie 
has subordinated every other issue. For 
unless our conception of the single tax is 
mistaken one, it stands for a definite 
remedy, not for a blind discontent. 

“The battle for the single tax lias hither¬ 
to been one for more freedom, not for less, 
and for less interference by a paternal 
government, not for more. The aim of the 
single taxers has been to remove the re¬ 
strictions upon industry that come of un¬ 
wise and unjust taxation; we cannot con¬ 
sent to intensify the effects of these re¬ 
strictions by helping to precipitate tlie 
paralysis of industry which must follow a 
financial panic. 

“We do not maintain that tlie single tax 
is, or ought to be, identified with the gold 
standard; but we do hold that our cause 
cannot afford to lie associated with a pro¬ 
posal that must have dishonest results, 
with whatever honesty of purpose it may 
be advocated."

Railroad Fares Abroad. 

c i In Australia you can ride a distance of 
1000 miles across country for 36.50 first 
class, while working men can ride six miles 
for two cents, twelve miles for four cents, 
thirty miles for ten cents,and railroad men 
receive from 25 to :>0 per cent, more wages 
for 8 hours of labor than they are paid in 
tills country for 10 hours. In Victoria, 
where these rates prevail, the net income 
from the roads is suilicient to pay all tlie 
federal taxes. In Hungary, where tlie 
roads are state owned, you can ride six 
miles for one cent,and since the roads were 
bought by tlie government tlie men’s wages 
have doubled. Belgium tells the same 
story, fares and freight rates cut down one- 
lmlf and wages doubled. Yet the roads 
pay yearly revenue to tlie government of 
34,000,000. In Germany you can ride four 
miles for one cent on tlie government 
owned lines. Yet wages are over 125 per 
cent, higher than they were when tlie cor¬ 
porations owned them, and during the last 
ton years the net profits have increased 41 
per cent. Last year tlie roads paid the 
German government a net profit of 325,000,- 
000 . C.

Those will continue 
to bo held, ami in that rezpect we shall 
differ from all save half a dozen of the 
states, which generally have only biennial 
sessions of thu Legislature.

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ELIOT’S MISSION. 


250TH ANNIVF.IlNAItV (KLF.1IHATKD I,AST 
SUNDAY—HKV. K. II. UY1NOTON TOI.D 
THE STOHY OF THF. APOSTLE’S LIKE— 
OVEIl KMK) ATTENDED THE SERVICES. 

Sunday was n day of more then passing 
importance in the civic and religions his¬ 
tory of Newton. Two hundred and fifty 
years ago in Waban’s wigwam, on the spot 
now marked by the Eliot memorial, the 
apostle John Eliot began ids mission to 
the Indians of Nonantum. 

This fact was commemorated in nearly 
all the churches of the city, and in the 
Eliot Congregational church, whose name 
is a tribute to this central figure in the his¬ 
tory of the city, especially elaborate ser¬ 
vices were held. 

The central memorial window in the 
church represents the apostle standing in 
the forest, surrounded by his three friends 
and scores of dusky savages, and holding 
in his hand a copy of the Indian Bible. 
This window acquired special significance 
from the service, and is in itself one of the 
chief reasons for choosing Eliot church as 
the place for holding the memorial services 
on the 250th anniversary of the beginning 
of the mission. 

The exact date on which the Apostle 
Eliot preached his first sermon to the red- 
men was Oct. ‘28, 104(5, but Sunday was 
chosen for the church celebration because 
it is a more convenient day for all the 
members to attend than on a week day. 

Two services were held—one in the 
morning and one in the evening—and both 
attracted large congregations. An histori¬ 
cal address dealing with the life and work 
of John Eliot was delivered in the morning 
by Dr. Ezra IT. Byington, author of the 
new book about the Pilgrims, that has re¬ 
cently been issued. That his selection was 
a fitting one was recognized by all, for he 
has not only devoted many years to the in¬ 
vestigation of the subject of the early 
settlers of New England, but he is also a 
member of the Eliot church. 

The evening exercises consisted largely 
of brief addresses by some of the pastors of 
other Newton churches, upon invitation of 
Kev. William H. Davis, pastor of Eliot 
church. Among tho speakers were Kev. 
Mr. F. B. Hornhrooke. Kev. Dr. Geo. E. 
Merrill, Kev. Dillon Bronson, and the 
pastor, Kev. Mr. Davis. 

Nearly 1G00 persons attended the services 
in the morning, which were of a historical 
nature. The pastor, Kev. Win. II. Davis, 
was assisted by Kev. J. W. Wellman and 
Kev. Henry J. Patrick, and the historical 
address on the life and work of John Eliot 
was delivered by Kev. E. II. Byington, the 
author of several works on the Puritans. 

Mr. Byington spoke in part as follows: 
“The memory of John Eliot is still fresh, 
though 250 years have elapsed. It is not 
often that a name lasts as long as that. A 
few greut poets and a few great generals 
and statesmen have been held in remem- 
berance as long as this, but John Eliot be¬ 
longed to neither of these classes. 

“lie translated the Bible into a language 
now dead, which only one person in the 
world today knows. We know Eliot only 
as a saintly man, pastor for (50 years of a 
Puritan church, and the first missionary to 
the Indians. 

“Were we not Protestants we would call 
him a saint, and make him the patron of 
our society. 

“It is not common for a Congregational 
church to take its name from a man. We 
show our reverence for the man by calling 
him the apostle, a title which 1ms been con¬ 
ferred on no other in modern times. 

“He was the son of Burnett Eliot of 
Wlckford, Eng. He was a descendant of 
the old English family of the name, and 
was related to Sir John Eliot, the great 
patriot and statesman. 

“He was born in Wick ford, “Smiles north 
of London. We do not know the exact 
date of his birth, but he was baptized Aug. 
5, 1(508. Before he was (5 years old his 
parents removed to Naseby, and he grew 
up in the strong Nonconformist atmos¬ 
phere of the town. He was matriculated 
from Jesus College, Cambridge, May 20. 
1(510. He was a particularly ardent student 
of Greek and Hebrew, and a well equipped 
theologian. 

“After matriculation he was employed 
us an usher in tiie celebrated Thomas 
Hooker’s school at Little Bethel. Here 
marks the beginning of his religious life. 
He saw very little opportunity for preach¬ 
ing the truth, as he saw it, in England, and 
prepared to go to New England. 

“lie suiled on the ship Lion, and landed 
in Boston, Nov. 3, 1(5551. He was then *27 
years of age. At once, he united with the 
First church, uud served for a time as its 
pastor. Later he accepted a call to the 
Koxbury church, and was ordained Nov. (5, 
1(5552. lie continued in this pastorate (50 
years, until his death. He was an able and 
well-bred man, a believer in a republican 
form of government, and held the advanced 
ideas of the Puritans. Above all things, 
he was a minister of the gospel. From his 
privute means he established a free school 
in Koxbury. 

“Why was it that lie became a missionary 
to the Indians’:* Because he was a Puri¬ 
tan, and tiie Puritan spirit is essentially 
the missionary spirit. 

“John Eliot in Koxbury and Thomas 
Mayhew at Martini’s Vineyard began tiie 
study of the Indian language in 1(540, and 
Eliot began to preach the same year. 
Gradually he gained the power not only to 
write hut to speak the new language. His 
first attempt, which was unsuccessful, was 
not in Nonantum, but in Dorchester. Upon 
Oct. ‘28. 1(54(5, John Eliot. Thomas Shepard, 
John Wilson and May Gookin went to the 
Indian village at Nonantum. lu Waban’s 
wigwam began tho mission to the Indians. 

“It was a grand historical success, and 
we do well to commemorate it today. It 
was almost the earliest of Protestant mis¬ 
sions, tiie beginning of the great mission¬ 
ary movement which has extended over 
250 years. 

“He prcuched for an hour uud a quarter, 
beginning with tiie law of God and the 
Ten Commandments. The effect on the 
Indians was very great. Two weeks later 
he went again to Nonantum, uud found a 
larger company of ludiuns awaiting him. 
He continued to go to Nonantum once a 
fortnight to preach to tiie Indians. He 
was often accompanied by the eminent 
men of the colony. At his teaching tiie 
Indians forsook their own religion, prayed 
to have their children taught, and took up 
habits of industry. Wulmu, the head man 
at Nonantum, began to preach. 

“Eliot was himself a man of slender re¬ 
sources. He received from his Koxbury 
church a salary of s S:5no a year, and from 
this he maintained and educated a family 
of six children. At the time of his labors 
there was not a missionary society in the 
world. He created one. 

“Finally, at Eliot’s request, the Indian 
village was removed to Natick, where it 
grew uud prospered. 

“John Eliot’s most remarkable work was 
his translation of tho Bible, lie devoted 
in years to the work, and looked upon it as 
liis great ami crowning effort, lie hud to 
create a language for it. it was issued in 
liiffl, and was the tirst Bible published in 
America. 

“in 1(580, in the old ugoof the missionary, 
a second edition was published. King 
Philip’s war swept away tiie praying 
Indians, but Eliot was their friend and 
protector to tiie last. He outlived his old 
friends in the ministry, and died in K5H0, 
8ii years of age." 

The evening service was of very great in¬ 
terest. Four brief addresses were delivered 
upon Eliot and his work by different New ¬ 
ton clergymen. The pastor, Kev. W. 11. 
Davis, presided. Thu first address upon 


“The Koxbury Pastorate" was given by 
Kev. F. 15. Hornhrooke. He said that Eliot 
was not less faithful to his pastorate be¬ 
cause of his work among the Indians. He 
noted all the ailments and failings of his 
parishioners. No minister ever had uclcar- 
er insight into tho character of his people. 
He had a high standard of purity and liv¬ 
ing, but the records allow he was innrkcd 
by a spirit of compassion. He had a great 
concern for young people. He was the 
founder of the Koxbury Latin school, and 
left it part of Ills fortune. He believed 
that the education of the young should he 
provided for. The spirit of benevolence 
and charity was largely developed in him. 
He was also a man of unbounded tact, al¬ 
ways knowing the right thing to say. He 
was a man of great wit and humor, too. 
His sympathy was extended to the negro 
slaves in the colony. Many good men are 

not Interesting, but here wasaman who 

was certainly both. 

Kev. Dr. George E. Merrill spoke on 
“Tho Indian Question 250 Years Ago.” 
He said the early settlers had the Indians 
at their doors. Eliot should be called the 
evangelist rather than the apostle. Before 
Eliot came to New England the Indian 
tribes numbered from 55000 to 5000 each. A 
pestilence came, however, according to 
one writer and reduced their numbers to 
300 or loo in each tribe. 

Eliot came and preached his gospel. The 
Indians were attracted. Although their 
habits were gross and immoral they liked 
Eliot and many reformed. They wore con¬ 
verted. In 1(558 the translation of the 
Bible by Eliot came, and in 1(5(50 the church 
at Natick was established. Eliot also 
started a college for Indians at Cambridge, 
but it did not last long. The Sachems and 
medicine men were opposed to him and 
his work, but he continued. Soon there 
were 14 of his praying towns, so called. 
Tho Indians disappeared with King 
Philip’s war, however. 

Kev. Dillon Bronson spoke on “Some 
Traits of Character.” Eliot was already 
appreciated in Knglnnd when he began his 
work among New Englanders, he said, 
lie w as eminently a man of prayer. Many 
of the nights were wholly spent in com¬ 
munion with his Heavenly Father. He 
was a man of one book—and that the 
Bible. lie loved children, and after he 
had baptized them followed their lives. He 
was a forceful man, loving, kind. He was 
an optimist, always cheerful. A chief 
trait possessed by him was his unselfish¬ 
ness. He hnd a passion for souls. His 
heroism was that of tiie true missionary. 
He had no self love, and was a brave man 
in every way. 

Kev. Mr. Davis, the last sneaker, told of 
“The Key to the Lock of John Eliot’s 
Life.” He said it was a great thing for a 
church or a man to be yoked with a per¬ 
sonality like that of Eliot. Tiie fragrance 
of the association would always have a 
strong influence. It is the personality of a 
great soul. It was well that the city of 
Newton intended to commemorate the 
anniversary, too. 

In Eliot's life we note a masterful yet 
humble serving. The man, constantly oc¬ 
cupied with the grave duties of citizenship, 
was pastor of a church, a missionary to 
the Indians, one of the founders of Har¬ 
vard College. The strength of his service 
is the keynote of his character. It shows 
the quality of the man. 

The singing of “America” and tho bene¬ 
diction, pronounced by Kev. Mr. Ilorn- 
brooke, brought the service to a close. 

In other churches throughout the city 
the life and won. of the apostle to the 
Indians formed the theme of the pastors’ 
discourses. At the Immanuel church Kev. 
George E. Merrill preached in the morning 
from the text used by Eliot in his first ser¬ 
mon in Nonantum; at Grace church Kev. 
George W. Shinn preached on “John Eliot, 
the Noblest of the Puritans," and at the 
First church, Newton Centre, which was 
founded by John Eliot’s son, Kev. I). L. 
Furber, pastor emeritus, preached on the 
life of the apostle. 

The civic celebration will take place on 
the 11 tH of November, the date of the 
second preaching in Waban’s wigwam. 
Hon. William Everett will be the orator of 
tho day, and a choir of school children will 
sing. On this day will also be read several 
prize essays written by pupils of the New¬ 
ton High school. The judges in this con¬ 
test are George I. Aldrich, Kev. Francis B. 
Hornhrooke and Miss Abbie B. Bates.

Some Facts About Eliot. 

To the Editor of the OttAlMllc:— 

It may interest some of 4’«>ur readers, on 
the event of the two hundred and fiftieth an¬ 
niversary of tiie Indian Apostle’s first visit 
to Newton, to read the account of it in the 
words of one of his co-laborers and con¬ 
temporaries. The following sentences 
have been taken from Wilson’s Day break¬ 
ing of the Gospel, a rare book, published 
about 1(550. 

“Upon Oct. 28, 1(54(5, four of us, (having 
sought God) went unto the Indians inhab¬ 
iting within our bounds, with desire to 
make known the things of their peace to 
them. A little before we came to their 
wigwams, five or six of the chief of them 
met us with English salutation, bidding us 
much welcome; who leading us into the 
priucipull wigwam of Wuaubon, we found 
many more Indians, men. women, children 
gathered together from all quarters round 
about, according to appointments to meet 
with us uud learn of us. • • • They be¬ 
ing all there assembled, we began with 
prayer, which now was in English being 
not so furre acquainted with the Indian 
language as to express our hearts herein 
before God or them. * * • When prayer 
was ended it was a glorious affecting spec¬ 
tacle to see a company of pertshing, forlorn 
outcasts diligently attending to the blessed 
word of salvation then delivered: profess¬ 
ing they understood all that was then 
taught them in their owne tongue. • * • 
For about an hour and a quarter tiie ser¬ 
mon continued, wherein one of our com¬ 
pany ran through all the priucipull matter 
of religion beginning first with a repetition 
of the ten commandments, etc. So success¬ 
ful was Eliot in oumuiuudlng the attention 
and respect of his uncivilized audience, that 
lie was able, after a few subsequent visits, 
to persuade them to change their noma¬ 
dic life and to live in a settlement after the 
European fashion. The following year an 
Indian town was established at Natick or 
Nonantum (Noonutouiou or Noonunotunu 
and provisions for the education of the 
converts was made by the General Court.” 

It was the first example in American his¬ 
tory, perhaps in modern history, of the 
conversion of an uncivilized race to 
l'rotcstaiitism and it was due entirely to 
tiie labors of John Eliot. Newton liia\ 
point with pride to this first evangelical 
movement, which alone has made her 
famous and has given her the familiar 
Iiidiuii title Nonuntuiii, meaning “a place 
for rejoicing.” Kkadkr.

He says that ‘‘the bond sales have not 
been the result of the gold standard; they 
have been the result of the struggle to 
maintain the gold standard under peculiar¬ 
ly difficult conditions. Had we settled our 
currency simply and definitely on a gold 
basis fifteen or twenty years ago, these 
loans and negotiations would never have 
appeared. Even now, the quantity of gold 
in the country would probably suffice,under 
wise legislation, as the foundation for all 
the currency we need. Certainly it would 
be an easy matter to secure from abroud or 
from our own mines such moderate addi¬ 
tional amount as would be required. But 
to bring about a solid nnd satisfactory gold 
basis, we must overhaul completely our 
present currency system. The government 
paper should be reduced in volume; safest 
and best of all, it should be got rid of en¬ 
tirely. If the paper is to be retained, 
something more is necessary to put it in 
some half-way satisfactory condition than 
that increase in the public revenue which 
many of the Republican leaders make so 
much of. The fiscal weakness of the treas¬ 
ury is easily mended: a simple revival of 
business, such as is likely to come after

Hon. Roger Wolcott For Biennial Elec- 
t Ion* 

“The question of an amendment to the 
constitution providing for biennial elec¬ 
tions. by the people, has been under dis¬ 
cussion before the people of our state, in 
the legislature, in the columns of the 
newspapers, for several years. It has 
been passed during the past two years by 
the required vote of the legislature, two- 
thirds in the house of representatives, 
and by a majority vote In tho senate, and 
It Is now presented to the Judgment of the 
people In the coming election. 

I wish to say that 1 believe personally 
In that amendment. It is. in my opinion, 
not a party question, it has been favored 
by leading Democrats, and by leading 
Republicans, and it is opposed by some 
Republicans, whom I should be the first 
to honor, as well as by many Democrats 

I believe the people are ready to vote 
upon it. I helleve they will considei 
carefully the advantages of the proposed 
change, and that, looking to the 40 odd 
other states that hold theli elections at 


loads a busy lifo. But sho is proud of tlia 
story of her ancestors’ power. 

“Yes,” she said in a recent interview, 
"I represent all tho dynasties who once 
ruled In Byzantium. The real line to 
which my family belongs is that of the 
Katakalou-Nicephorus (Botlniates). But, 
through the marriages from generation to 
generation, I also have the blood of the 
Dukas, Komnenus, Pnloologus, Lascaris, 
Ange-Gatilusios and the Glustinlanis,” 
and in proof tho blnck eyed woman with 
the oriental features pointed to a family 
tree on a great roll of parchment bearing 
tho seal of Malta. 

‘‘I myself was born In Malta,” she went 
on. “Our family had been settled there 
since 1550, ut which time Prince Emnnuel 
de Chrlstoforos came to the islnnd with 
l’lsle Adam, tho grand master of the St. 
John order, after the heroic defense of 
Rhodes against tho Turks. I did not al¬ 
ways live in Malta, however, but spent a 
number of years in India and in Germany, 
and settled in England u few years ago. 
Of course the memory of my fatherland 
was ever with me, and I have many things 
that recall tho knights of my country. 
These vases belonged to Pinto, the grand 
master of the Order of Malta. I have, 
too, a few Gobelins, in which is woven his 
coat of arms, which Pinto gave my great- 
greut-gruudinotlior, the Princess Rosa Di- 
mneh-Bonici.” 

Prince Theodor di Chrlstoforos, the fa¬ 
ther of the princess, after the abdication 
of King Otto, tho Bavarian, of Greece, was 
one of tho candidates for the vacant 
throne. The princess is llrm in the belief 
that Greece would iiuve been prosperous 
had her family become its rulers.—New 
York Tribune.

Several Important features of 
the new charter are still under discussion 
and the final draft has not been submitted 
to the full committee. The departments of 
public buildings, sewers, highways, etc., 
will he combined under the management of 
a single commissioner of public works, re¬ 
movable by the mayor with the consent of 
the hoard of aldermen. The chiefs of the 
fire and police departments will be given 
increased authority and made directly re¬ 
sponsible to the mayor. It is proposed to 
make the office of school committee mem¬ 
ber a more important one by reducing the 
number from each ward from two to one. 
The candidates for the school hoard will 
he nominated at separate conventions from 
other members of tlie oity council and by 
different delegates. The committee will re¬ 
port In favor of ubolishing the common 
council and in favor of a one-hoard oity 
government, to consist of 14 ward aldermen 
and seven aldermen at large. Under the 
now charter the mayor will no longer he 
the presiding officer of the hoard, and the 
present committee system will be thorough¬ 
ly revised.

FIRST ARTICLE OF AMENDMENT. 

“The governor, and lieutenant-governor, and 
councillors, shall hold their respective offices 
for two years next following tlie tirst Wednes¬ 
day in tlie January succeeding their election, 
and until others are chosen and qualified in 
their stead. 

Tlie tirst election to which this article shall 
apply shall lie that held on the Tuesday next 
after the tirst Monday in November lu the year 
eigliteeu hundred and ninety-eight; and there- 1 
after elections for tlie choice of all tlie officers 
before mentioned sliull be held biennially on 
tlie Tuesday uext after the first Monday in 
November. 

All the provisions of the Constitution incon¬ 
sistent with the provisions herein contained are 
hereby annulled. 

The secretary, treasurer, and receiver-general, 
auditor, and attorney-general, shall hold their 
respective offices for two years, beginning with 
the third Wednesday iu the Jauuary succeeding 
their election, and until others are chosen and 
qualified iu their stead. 

A person shall be eligible as treasurer and 
recuiver-geuerul for three successive terms, uml 
no more. 

The tirst election to which this article shall { 
apply shall lie that field on tlie Tuesday next 
after the tirst Monday in November in tlie year 
eighteen bundled ami ninety-eight; and there¬ 
after elections for tlie choice of all the officers 
before mentioned shall lie held biennially on 
the Tuesday next after the tirst Monday iu 
November. 

All the provisions of the Constitution incon¬ 
sistent with the provisions liereiu contained ure 
hereby annulled. 

SECOND ARTICLE OF AMENDMENT. 

Senators ami representatives shall hold their 
respective offices for terms of two years, begin¬ 
ning with the tirst Wednesday iu the January 
succeeding their election. 


The tirst election to which this article shall 
apply shall be that held on the Tuesday next 
after the tirst Monday in November In the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-eight; and there¬ 
after elections for the choice of senators and 
representatives shall Mie held biennially on the 
Tuesday .next after tlie tirst Monday in No¬ 
vember. 

The general court shall assemble every year 
on the tij-st Wednesday in January; and each 
general court shall, without any proclamation or 
other act of the governor, be dually dissolved 
on the day preceding the day appointed for the 
tirst assembling of tlie next elected general 
court. 

All tlie provisions of the Constitution incon¬ 
sistent with the provisions herein contained are 
hereby annulled."

To Found a Home. 

A meeting was held in the rooms of the 
Associated Charities at JNewtonville last 
evening to take steps to secure the founda¬ 
tion of a home for aged men and women in 
Newton. Rev. W. A. Lamb presided and a 
large number of persons interested in local 
charities were present. 

After the matter had been discussed at 
length a committee was appointed to nomi. 
mite a permanent committee, to agitate the 
plan, to consist of representatives from 
each ward of tlie city. 

Under the will of the late Ephraim Stone 
the sum of .$60,000 is available for the erec¬ 
tion and muintainance of such a home in 
Newton. The will directs that half this 
sum shall he devoted to securing land and 
erecting a building, and the remainder to 
the maintenance of the home. 

The trustees of the fund are of tlie 
opinion that tlie interest of .530,000 will be 
insufficient to maintain tlie institution and 
have tuken no action. 

It is now proposed to raise a sufficient 
sum in Newton to make this legacy avail¬ 
able.
